Locality 
should be a large factor in assessment, and the fluctuations 
caused in localities by changing circumstances should be con- 
sidered. For instance, property in one ward may be actually 
decreasing in desirability and therefore in value, while in 
another ward there may be a constant or increasing demand. 
Assessors should bear in mind what property brings or would 
bring if sold under ordinary circumstances. Lastly, raising the 
valuation in order to keep down the tax rate is an unwise plan 
for two reasons. First, it usually deceives the taxpayer for a 
time into thinking that his tax is to be smaller, but when he gets 
his bill he finds that he has more money to pay. Second, and 
more important, as the borrowing capacity of the city depends 
on the valuation, it is increased by an increase of valuation, and 
the council of the succeeding year is offered the temptation of 
spending a larger sum. 

Furthermore, the fixing of the tax rate is only an incident, 
not an object of the assessors. They are sworn to assess the 
property of the city according to law; they should do that and 
let the tax rate take care of itself. 

I hope to be able to notify you soon of the appointment of a 
Board of Assessors who will make their assessiment in harmony 
with these views. It will take more time and labor than is 
usually devoted to the task, but I trust that the result will be 


satisfactory.

cially or our conveniences as inhabitants. This committee could 
be a centre to which members of the Council and other public- 
spirited citizens might come with suggestions and advice, and 
more particularly with news of approaching business changes in 
other places, and of intended enterprises in the business world. 
Among other things, it might well begin by an effort to get 
better train service and better depot accommodations from the 
N. Y., N. H.and H.R R. I think that this last benefit could 
be attained if a concentrated and determined effort were made. 
A hundred years 


ago the 


people of Quincy all knew each 
other and were neighbors. To-day no one man here knows more 
than a small fraction of our population; but that should not 
make us any the less neighbors. We are all members of the 
corporation of the City of Quincy, and have been selected to 
manage its business for 1899 with an eye to the welfare of the 
whole city. 

As the executive authority, it will be my duty to carry out 
the orders of the Council and to expend with promptness and 
economy the moneys appropriated for the various departments. 
If during the year which has now begun, occasion should un- 
fortunately arise when we differ in opinion, be assured that I 
shall be guided in my action only by a sense of what I owe to 
historic Quincey. 

I shall never lose sight of the affection which I have for the 
place in which I was born and in which I have spent most of the 
years of my active life.

HONORED BY VERMONT. 


Funeral Services Over the Late Sen- 
ator Morrill at Montpelier. 


Body Viewed by Hundreds at 
the State Capitol. 


Eulogy Pronounces Him a Typical Vermonter 
and a Thorough American. 


Montpelier, Vt., Jan. 3.—The body of 
the late United ‘States Senator Justin 
Smith Morrill arrived here yesterday 
from Washington. On the train which 
brought the body to Montpelier was 
also the body of the senator's wife, who 
died at the capital several months ago. 
In the funeral party were the delega- 
tions of representatives from congress 
and senators appointed to attend the 
obsequies here and a number of per- 
sonal friends of the late senator. 

Emblems of mourning were’ every- 
where visible in Montpelier. Flags 
draped in crape floated at half-mast 
and other emblems of mourning were 
displayed throughout thecity. A hand- 
some arch of evergreen had been erected 
over the gate entrance to the grounds 
of the state capitol. ‘The interior of the 
capitol building was appropriately dec- 
orated with crape, the national colors 
and beautiful flowers. 

All places of business throughout the 
city were closed in the forenoon and 
business Was not resumed until after the 
funeral. The weather was fine and 
clear, but very cold, the. thermometer 
registering 25 below zero. 

All trains arriving in the city in the 
forenoon brought large crowds of peo- 
ple from all parts of the state, most of 
Whom had known Senator Morrill per- 
sonally. 

The body was borne from the train to 
the capitol, where it lay in state in the 
corridor before representatives’ hall, 
Which had been elaborately decorated 
with flowers, crape and the national 
colors. During the day hundreds 
passed the casket. 

The services were held in representa- 
tives’ hall and were largely attended. 
Men from all parts of the state came to 
pay final respects to the memory of the 
late senator. President H. M, Buck- 
ham of the University of Vermont de- 
livered the eulogy.

Boston, Jan. 3.—Te police board has 
Submitted to Governor Wolcott the 14th 
unnual report of the police department 
of Beston. The chief items are as fol- 
lows: The department as at present 
Constituted ingludes 1298 men. The total 
bumber of licenses issued of all kinds, 
except for the sale of intoxicating liquor, 
was 21,561; transferred, 179; cancelled 
and revoked, 1722. The fees collected 
and paid into the city treasury amounted 
to $38,826.70. The total number of places 
licensed for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor on the first day of May, 1898, not 
including druggists and clubs, was 992. 
There were issued 242 druggists’ and 
71 special club licenses, 

The total number of persons arrested 
Was 41,816, against 45,659 the preceding 
year and 48,796 in 1896. Thisis a decrease 
of 3843 from 1897. There were 5113 per- 
sons arrested on Warrants and 35,619 
Without warrants; 1084 persons Were 
summoned by the court, 39,258 persons 
were held for trial and 2258 were released 
from custody. 

The number of males arrested was 
36,806; of females, 5010; of foreigners, 
20,130, or approximately 48.14 percent; 
of minors, 4862. The number of persons 
punished by fines was 14,432, and the fines 
amounted to $115,682.03, 

The total expendi.ures for police pur- 
poses during the past year, including the 
pensions, house of detention, station 
house matrons and Hquor license ex- 
penses, but exclusive of the maintenance 
of the police signal service, were $1,627,- 
375.59. 

The cost of maintaining the police 
signal system during the year was $56,- 
582.38. The investe® fund of the police 
charitable fund on the 30th of November 
last amounted to $207,550, and there was 
a balance of $38.41 unexpended income. 
There are 60 beneficiaries at the present 
time and there has been paid to them 
during the past year the sum of $9312. 

No Arrests, 

New York, Jan. 3.—The Adams polison- 
ing case is stilla mystery, andno arrests 
have been made.

Peace Commissioner Day Talks to Lawyers on 
ees the Topic of the Day. 


Canton, O., Jan. 3.—Judge William R, 
Day, president of the peace commission 
at Paris and late secretary of state, re- 
ceived a welcome home last evening 
which took the form of a banquet at the 
Barrett House, given by the Stark 
County Bar association. 

W. A. Lynch was master of cere- 
monies. Judge G. E. Baldwin delivered 
the welcoming address, to which Judge 
Day responded. 


JUDGE W. RB. DAY, 

Judge Day paid high tribute to the 
legal fraternity of Stark county, clos- 
ing with an eloquent reference to Pres- 
ident McKinley, a member of the as- 
sociation, and reciting his devotion to 
the country during the war, and the 
incidents leading thereto. He then 
spoke as follows of the matters which 
took himself and his colleagues to Paris: 


“Recognizing that there are certain 
matters which may not be properly dis- 
cussed on an occasion of this kind, I 
think I may nevertheless say something 
to my brethren of the bar of the events 
which have occurred in the period of our 
separation. 

“If I were called upon to state the most 
gratifying circumstances of our foreign 
relations during the war, it would be 
{in the uniformly cordial and hearty 
friendship of the English before and 
during the struggle. Observing the ob- 
ligations of neutrality, and never step- 
ping outside the requirements of inter- 
national law, we had the sympathy and 
good will of that great power.

first as their representative, then as 
their senator. In the domain of finance 
he became a master, his judgment be- 
ing unfailing. His pre-eminence was 
due to judicial, rather than brilliant, 
qualities. He was witty, courteous, of 
attractive presence, holding the respect 
of all, although a good party man. Be- 
sides being a typical Vermonter, he 
was a thorough American. He ren- 
dered many services to his country for 
which his name long will be remembered. 
“We loved him,” said the speaker, “‘for 
the virtues which we saw in him, his 
simplicity and gentleness. With all 
the amiable virtues, he had fhe forti- 
tude of a Roman father, a prophet’s love 
of righteousness, and the Puritan's love, 
integrity and consclence.” The speak- 
er also made touching reference to Mrs. 
Morrill. 

At the conclusion of President Buck- 
ham’s address, Rey. Dr. Lovett of Wash- 
ington offered prayer. ‘Then the lob- 
bies were cleared and the bodies of Sen- 
ator and Mrs. Morrill were taken to 
Green Mount cemetery, where they were 
placed in the vault. They will rest at 
Green Mount until spring, when they 
will be taken to Strafford for interment. 


Heavy Gales und Floods. 

Paris, Jan. 3.—The heavy rains of the 
last 36 hours burst the main sewer at 
Bievre yesterday, causing a landslide 
and flooding the new works of the Orleans 
railway terminus. The workmen es- 
caped, but their carts disappeared under 
six feet of water. Much alarm is felt 
throughout Paris, because the disaster 
reveals the overflow of the subterranean 
river Bievre, an affluent of the Seine. In 
the avenue de l'Opera the water has 
risen to the level of the pavement, and 
it is feared that the foundations of the 
exposition buildings are endangered. 
The gale has caused much damage in 
Paris, destroying palisadings and fragile 
structures.

“T have been asked about the work of 
the commissioners, viewed from a law- 
yer’s standpoint. I think I may say 
something to you about it. On Aug. 
12 the protocol of Washington was ex- 
ecuted. It may be said to have been 
the preliminary contract, whose final 
execution was to be embodied in the 
treaty. As to Cuba, Porto Rico, minor 
West Indian islands and an island in the 
Ladrones, it was capable of execution 
by a simple deed of cession of these is!- 
ands, except Cuba, where final relin- 
quishment of Spanish sovereignty was 
required. As to the Philippine islands, 
their disposition, government and con- 
trol was left for final determination in 
the treaty. I have often been asked 
how it was possible to make progress in 
a commission having equal representa- 
tions from the two nations, 


“Whilst this fact did not prevent the 
fullest discussion, the United States, 
having made all the conceesions which 
it believed just and fair, was obliged 
to insist that its terms be accepted. The 
publication of the proceedings will show 
that nothing can be farther from the 
truth than to assume that the United 
States adopted toward Spain a policy 
of ‘stand and deliver.’ 

“The American commissioners heard 
with respect and endeavored to answer 
with firmness every position advanced 
by the Spanishcommission. For better, 
for worse, the work of the commissioners 
is done, and needs but the ratification 
of the president, by and with the con- 
sent of the senate, to become the su- 
preme law in the land. 

“It cannot be a matter of regret to 
any American that the rising sun of the 
new year beholds the ensign of our 
glorious republic floating from the walls 
of Morro, where for so many years the 
ropal banner of Spain has looked down 
upon so much corruption, misery and 
shame. Tonight not one foot of Amer- 
ican soil remains under Spanish domina- 
tion, and the people so long oppressed 
are to have a new birth of freedom. 


“This is not the time nor place to dis- 
cuss our policy in the fareast. If this 
treaty should be ratified it brings to the 
United States title to the archipelago, to 
be dealt with as the American people 
in their wisdom may see fit. In one 
thing I think we're all agreed, that 
when the line of our duty has been de- 
termined, it must be discharged ag be- 
comes a great, free and liberty-loving 
nation. Whether or not we have so 
willed, the days of our international is- 
olation are past. It does not follow

Washington, Jan. 3.—The administra- 
tion intends to ascertain, as precisely as 
possible, what can be done toward mak- 
ing the Philippines of agricultural value 
to the worlé. Naturally this work falls 
to the lot of the secretary of agriculture, 
and, discussing this subject, Secretary 
Wilson said: 

“We expect to learn more about the 
Philippines and their resources in three 
months than the Spaniards did in 300 
years. Fortunately for our purposes, we 
have in the volunteer army now at 
Manila a force of men fully competent 
to do this work. Some months ago my 
attention was called te the fact that A. 
P. Hayne, professor of viticulture and 
olive culture in the University of Cali- 
fornia, and of the agricultural experi- 
ment station of that state, was attached 
to the volunteer forces in the Philippines 
as a second lieutenant of artillery. 

“Knowing Mr. Hayne to be a man of 
scientific attainments, I requested the 
secretary of war to detail him to makea 
thorough examination of the agricultural 
resources of the Philippine islands. He 
has organized a force of 40 or 50 men to 
aid him in the researches, among these 
gentlemen, who are all in the volunteer 
army, being eight or 10 graduates of 
agricultfral colleges. 

“The moment peace is declared for- 
mally, after the ratifications of the treaty 
have been exchanged between Spain and 
the United States, the work under Mr. 
Hayne will be pushed forward vigor- 
ously. 

“J feel sure, from the reports we have 
received of conditions of soil and atmos- 
phere in the islands,” said Mr. Wilson, 
“that many of the vegetables and some 
of the grains common to the United 
States can be produced in the Philip- 
pines. It is not so much, however, to 
learn which of our vegetable and grain 
products can be successfully transplant- 
ed to the Philippines as it is to ascertain 
what vegetables that grow there are 
suitable for introduction here, and what 
products indigenous to the soll of the Is!- 
ands can be made profitable crops in the 
United States.” 

Nothing New From Manila, 

Nothing more has been heard at the 
war department from General Otis at 
Manila. The situation is irritating in 
the fact that, according to the experience 
of the last few days, it is not to be ex- 
pected that anything more can be heard 
from Iloilo for a day or two at least, ex- 
cept in the very improbable event that 
the American force has been repulsed in 
the effort to make a landing and has 
been obliged to return to Manila. 

It is eurmised from the reports that 
General Miller is proceeding with more 
tact and with less roughness in his deal- 
ings with the insurgents than appeared 
from a first impression of the reports. 
Hig purpose apparently was to avoid 
such a formal recognition of the in- 
gurgents as might tend toembarrass the 
United States government hereafter, but 
at the same time not to deal harshly 
with them If they can be brought to see 
the rectitude of his decisions. There- 
fore the officials are of the opinion there 
will be no actual hostilities between the 
forces arrayed against General Otis and 
his own, but that at the worst the former 
will retire from the city without accept- 
ing or rejecting the American overtures 
until they have heard from Aguinaldo. 
General Otis has taken steps to acquaint 
General Miller with the very latest in- 
structions of the president and a special 
messenger fs now on his way from Ma- 
nila to Toilo. 

Although officials profess the strong 
belief that no serious trouble will occur, 
they have taken the precaution to ex- 
pedite the dispatch of military reinforce- 
ments to General Otls’ command in the 
Philippines. Orders have been issued for 
the Twentieth regiment of infantry at 
Fort Leavenworth to time its departure 
80 as to be In San Francisco by the 7th 
inst. in order to embark on the military 
transport being fitted out to sail for 
Manila on that date if possible. The two 
other infantry regiments which are un- 
der onders to proceed to the Philippines 
by the Pacific route—the Third and 
Twenty-second—will follow as soon as 
means of water transportation can be 
secured. Three other regiments are also 
under orders to proceed to Manila by 
way of the Mediterranean and Suezcanal 
These are the Fourth, Twelfth and Four- 
teenth infantry. They will make the 
trip on the new transports Mobile and 
Mohawk, and, unless present plans mis- 
carry, they will embark at New York on 
the 17th inst.

General Otis, as military governor of

White House Reception. 

Washington, Jan. 3.—The senate and 
bouse of representatives were well rep- 
resented at the White House new years 
reception yesterday, although two no- 
table absentees from the house were 
noted—Speaker Reed, who is attending 
the funeral of his sister at Portland, and 
Representative Dingley, who Is confined 
to his bed with a dangerous attack of 
pneumonia. Four striking military 
figures headed the army and navy call- 
ers, Messrs. Miles, Shafter, Lawton and 
Corbin. The officers were in the full 
uniform of their high military rank. 
After their greetings were given to Presi- 
dent and Mrs. McKinley and the recelv- 
ing party, the president invited them 
back of the line. In rapid succession 
delegations were received from the 
Smithsonian and from all the govern- 
ment departments, veterans of the Mexi- 
can and Civil war, the Grand Army, 
Loyal Legion, Oldest Inhabitants’ as- 
sociation and finally the general public. 
The public reception lasted until 1:15, 
when the doors were closed and the 
President and Mrs. McKinley led the re- 
ceiving party back to the private quar- 
ters of the mansion. The two hours of 
continuous handshaking had passed 
without an unpleasant occurrence. Mrs. 
McKinley remained seated most of the 
time. The greetings extended to her 
were particularly heartfelt, some of the 
callers bending to kiss her hand as they 
passed. Altogether the reception was 
regarded as a most auspicious and happy 
opening of the new year. 


Bad Weather at Sea. 

Boston, Jan. 3.—Several belated steam- 
ers reached port yesterday, among them 
being the English_King from Antwerp, 
Sarmatian from Glasgow, Bay State 
from Liverpool, and the Etolia from 
Avonmouth. The captains all report 
violent weather at sea, especially after 
passing Sable Island. Steamers Essex 
from Baltimore and Norfolk and H. M. 
Whitney from New York, which were due 
Sunday night, did not arrive until late 
last night, having been obliged to anchor 
at Vineyard sound owing to the severity 
of the storm. Steamer Indian, from 
Philadelphia, came up the harbor look- 
ing like aa iceberg. 


Ne Respecter of Persons, 

Washington, Jan. 3.—The grip and the 
allments attendant upon it that are now 
included in its train of ills has prostrated 
an unusual number of residents of 
Washington. Senators Sewell and 
Cockrell have been sick for two weeks or 
more, and Senator Allison has the grip. 
Senator Turple of Indiana is suffering 
from an attack of pneumonia. Itis not 
at all likely that he will go to the Cap- 
itol for at least two weeks. Justice 
Gray is sick with the grip. Justice 
Weldon is ailing, Justice Alvery and 
Justice Morris are both afflicted, and 
Justice Bingham and Justice Cox are 
sick. The present freezing spell, it is 
hoped, will kill the germs of the disease. 


Pana Disturbances. 

Pana, Ills., Jan. 3.—The reported mass- 
ing in Pana of 1000 unfon miners from 
central and southern Illinols towne yes- 
terday for the purpose of driving out the 
non-union imported negro miners failed 
to materialize. Many arrests of negroes 
have been made. The mine operators, 
who have heretofore been securing the 
release of negroes by going on their 
bonds, notified Sheriff Downey yester- 
day that no more bonds would be signea 
by mine operators. In consequence, the 
county jail is fast being filled with 
negroes. Twenty are now confined there- 
in. 


A Hard-Hearted Wretch. 

London, Jan. 3.—Some_ remarkabie 
facts have been developed regarding the 
suicide of Mrs. Marx-Aveling last 
March. 1¢ appears that she learned 
that Dr. Aveling, the English Socialist 
leader, with whom she had lived for a 
number of years, had secretly married 
a@ young lady. He admitted that this 
was true, and intimated that he wag 
tired of her, whereupon Mrs. Aveling 
said the best thing she could do was to 
commit suicide. Dr. Aveling allowed 
her to send to a drug store for poison, and 
went out walking while she drank it.

THE ARM#D CUBANS. 


Cheapest Method Would Be For United 
States to Pay Them om, 

Havana, Jan. 3.—The continuance of 
the Cubans in arms is the most puzzling 
question connected with the administra- 
tion of the island. The negotiations for 
the payment of the so@iers are to be 
conducted from Washington, so as to 
relieve Major General Brooke of this dif- 
ficulty. For the present the Cuban com- 
manders are holding their men closely 
together and under discipline. General 
Davis, military governor of the depart- 
ment of Pinar del Pao, has gone into the 
matter fully with Geweral Mario Meno- 
cal and other Cuban commanders. They 
say that they expect the United States 
to pay them, and that they will not dis- 
band until they get an answer. The ma- 
jority of military observers here seem to 
think that probably the easiest way out 
is to make the payment, taking a mort- 
gage on the revenues of Cuba in the form 
of bonds. 

There are probably 35,000 men able to 
work, but now sponging on the country. 
If paid off, on condition that their arms 
were surrendered, they would have no 
excuse for not working. The United 
States military authorities do not look 
with favor upon the notion of forcible 
disarming. 


The Quay Fight. 

Harrisburg, Jan. 3.—Senator Quay has 
taken personal direction of his campaign 
for re-election to the United States sen- 
ate. He reached Harrisburg from 
Washington with his colleague, Senator 
Penrose, and will stay until after the 
senatorial caucus. Ex-Senator Cam- 
eron came to Harrisburg yesterday from 
his country residence, and was a visitor 
to the Quay headquarters. The former 
senator came all the way from England 
to take a hand in the contest for his old 
friend and colleague. Ex-Poatmaster 
General John Wanamaker is on the 


ground working against Senator Quay 
with the assistance of ex-Judge Gordon.

are here from all over the state, to help 
fight Quay. 
Not In the Market, 


Lisbon, Jan. 2.—King Charles opened 
the legislature yesterday. Inthe course 
of his speech from the throne, the king 
said that during the war between the 
United States and Spain, two friendly 
nations, Portugal proclaimed and, as 
was her duty, maintained strict and ab- 
solute neutrality. He greatly sympa- 
thized with the czar’s disarmament 
proposals, and made a referegce to the 
colonies which apparently disposes of 
the rumors of the sale of Delagoa bay. 
He said: “It is not gufficient to pre- 
serve our colonial domains in their com- 
plete integrity as the sacred heritage 
of the nation, but they must be de- 
veloped as the solid basis of our econom- 
ic regeneration.” 


The Confederate Dead. 

Atlanta, Jan. 3.—General Clement A. 
Evans, chairman of the commission ap- 
pointed in response to a resolution 
adopted by the last legislature, requir- 
ing the members to secure information 
as to the location of the graves of Con- 
federate soldiers who died in northern 
military prisons, has sent a copy of the 
committee's report to General Wright, 
agent of the war departinent. ‘This re- 
port is by no means complete, but it 
shows that nearly 23,000 Confederate 
dead are buried in northern states.

man David A. DeArmond of Missouri 
and Congressman Charles A. Béutelle of 
Maine 

Those favoring the expansion policy in 
the treatment of the Philippines were 
Attorney General Hosea M. Knowlton 
of Massachusetts, Mayor Josi: th Quincy 

and Congressman Samuel J. Barrows. 

While the discussion of the question 
resembled a joint debate, it so resolved 
itself without any prearrangement. 

Applause was liberally given, and it is 
somewhat of a toss-up as to whether 
the expansionists or the anti-expansion- 
ists received the greater applause.

Mr. Knowlton, in speaking for the 
ommonwealth, referred to the indisposi- 
tion of Governor Wolcott, and said: 
“We have expanded time and time again 
by conquest, by purchase and by treaty. 
{n my judgment those people who are 
annexed and who come under the po- 
litical jurisdiction of this nation, unless 
there is some treaty right to the con- 
trary, become citizens of the United 
States, and whatever appertains to the 
United States appertains 
know of no law which brings this im- 
perial nation, which has the absolute 
right of sovereignty over everything it 
takes, whether by conquest, by treaty or 
otherwise, exc epting what the states 
take to themselves, I know of not 4 
prevent the Unite d States admin 
to Cuba, or Porto Rico, ¢ 
nila for an indefinite time the lav 
administered to its present ter:

Mayor Quincy was enthusiast ically re- 
ceived, and after the cessation of ap- 
plause, in speaking to the point on the 
evening’s subject, said: 

“The common sense of the avé 
citizen of this country—learned or un- 
learned—recognizes the fact that we have 
assumed certain duties and certain obii- 
gations as a consequence of our late 
war with Spain, and that whatever it 
may cost in dollars and cents, whatever 
it may cost in toil or trouble and dis- 
turbance, we have got to face the duties 
which we have undertaken with the 
peoples who have lived under the gov- 
ernment of Spain, and whom we have 
taken the responsibility of directing that 
government. I believe that we must 
give them self-government—free gov- 
ernment — representative institutions, 
but at the same time I believe that we 
must give fhem good government.”

Senator Perkins prefaced his remarks 
by complimentary allusions to New Eng- 
land's wealth and business energy, and 
also spoke of the great productiveness of 
California. He spoke enthusiastically 
of shipbuilding on the Pacific coast, 
which had turned out such fine vessels 
as the Oregon, Olympla and Monterey. 

After referring to the annexation of 
Hawali he said: “The war with Spain 
has developed other questions. We made 
a declaration of itself more far-reaching 
than any of us anticipated or imagined. 
Congress made a declaration, the presi- 
dent made a declaration that this was 
not a war for conquest—it was not a war 
for acquisition of territory. We have 
acquired Porto Rico, the Ladrones, and 
a thousand more of the Philippine isl- 
ands. We have paid, or are to pay, for 
them $20,000,000; that, therefore, divested 
it of all sentiment and makes it a busi- 
ness proposition. I do not think that it 
is a very good business investment. I 
have only to call your attention to the 
fact of the pestilential character; that 
there is not a congressman today who is 
not daily receiving hundreds of letters 
from volunteers in Manila urging him to 
have those volunteers discharged. We 
will come down now to the humanitarian 
standpoint. Now, who ts going to emi- 
grate to that country with a soil capable 
of producing everything and with wages 
et 10 cents a day for the ordinary laboring 
man—mechanics may get 50 cents a_day. 
My manufacturing friends, I du not be- 
lieve you will find very much of a mar- 
ket in future for your wares and mer- 
chandise. General Aguinaldo seys Spain 
does not own the island. He says the 
United States have only got Manila, and 
we have got 20,500 men there. Today I 
see there are six more regiments to be 
aent, and thet will take another city in

RELATIONS STRAINED, 


Will Require Tact to Avoid Collision 
With Philippine Insurgents, 


The Strength of Aguinaldo’s 
Party a Factor. 


Officials at Washington Think the Trouble 
Due to Colonel Rios. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The news! re- 
ceived in Washington regarding the at- 
titude of the rebels and natives at Hoilo 
and vicinity, officials say, shows that 
the relations between the Americans 
and those with whom they are dealing 
are much strained, and it will require 
tact to avoid acollision. The informa- 
tion received here does not indicate that 
General Miller has landed with the 
American troops. 

The rebels, it is reported, at a meeting 
on Saturday ratified the action of a dele- 

gation which assured the Americans 
that they might land unarmed, but if the 
latter landed armed the natives would

General Otis has cabled the war de- 
partment that in his opinion General 
Miller has the situation wellin hand at 
lloilo, and that he fully understands the 
purpose cf the president not to crowd 
the insurrents unduly. 

It is highly desirable that a hostil 
collision between the American forces 
and the insurgents be avoided at all 
hazards, at least pending the ratification 
of the peace treaty, and as General 
Miller understands this purpose on the 
part of the ag wig he will be guided 
by it, and may be relied upon to resort 
to force only ati r absolute compulsion. 

The officials here are now fully sat- 
isfied that the trouble at Iloilo may be 
traced directly back to Colonel Rios, 
who was the senior officer in the Phil- 
ippine group, and directly in command 
of the Visaya group, including the 
Principal isiand of Panay and the city 
and garrison of Iloilo. General Otis’ 
report shows that, though besieged with 
his 800 soldiers in lloilo by a superior 
force, the position of the Spanish was 
thoroughly tenable. They had repulsed 
every attack of the insurgen t 
inflicted great loss upon the latter, < 
altogether there was no reason why they 
not have held out indefinitely.

VACATION IS ENDED, 


Statesmen Prepared to Settle Down 
For Two Months’ Work. 


Many Important Measures Are 
Pressing For Action. 


Peace Treaty Will Run the Senate Gauntlet 
Without Factious Opposition. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—The holiday re- 
cess has ended and congress reassembled 
today. The senate almost immediately 
adjourned out of respect for the memory 
of Senator Morrill. 

A session of the senate will be held 
tomorrow, but there is a movement 
looking to an adjournment from that 
date until the following Monday, based 
upon the probability that there will not 
be a full attendance of senators so soon 
ufter the holidays. This plan will be 
antagonized by the friends of the Nic- 
araguan canal, and by other senators 
wha are championing especial measures, 
and it now appears quite probable that 
they will be able to hold the senate for 
at least another day of the week. 

There will be two months to a day of 
the session left from the date of recon- 
vening, and the time will be fully oc- 
cupied if half the work is to be done 
that is planned. None of the regular 
appropriation bills have passed the sen- 
ate, and the river and harbor bill is to 
be added to the regular list this session. 
None regard the treaty of less import- 
ance than the supply bills, and it will be 
passed alorg with them when reported, 
practically without regard to other bills. 

Of other measures of magnitude which 
will press for consideration in the sen- 
ate during the session, the Nicaraguan 
cana! bill will take precedence, but there 
will be urgent pressure in behalf of the 
Hawalian government bill, the anti- 
scalping bill and the interstate com- 
merce commission bill, to say nothing 
of the probabilities concerning meas- 

ures for the increase of the standing 
army and of the navy. 

Senator Elkins, and other friends of 
that measure, will also continue to urge 
the bill regulating the registration of 
foreign built vessels wrecked in Ameri- 
can waters. These are only the most 
important questions demanding con- 
sideration in the few weeks remaining. 
Every senator has a number of measures 
of less importance. 


The Nicaraguan canal bill will com- 
mand the right of way at the beginning 
of the session, and will hold its place 
if it is made evident that a vote can be 
secured upon it before the appropriation 
bills and the treaty are to be taken up. 
If it cannot be disposed of before these 
are brought in, it will be temporarily 
displaced from time totime. The friends 
of the bill maintain, however, that de- 
bate is practically exhausted, and they 
are hopeful of securing a vote at no very 
distant date. They profess to feel very 
much encouraged by the preliminary re- 
port of the Walker commission, which 
was made public last week. Senator 
Cullom has given notice of a motion to 
take up the anti-scalping bill as soon as 
the canal bill may be out of the way. 

There is a growing belief that the 
treaty will not be made the subject of a 
long debate. Nothing less than some 
unforeseen emergency can prevent the 
senate’s favorable action upon it at the 
present session. There are features 
in the treaty which many senators con- 
sider objectionable, but the fact that it 
is a treaty of peace, and that they, asa 
rule, have nothing in its stead to 
offer, will prevent any factious opposi- 
tion. So far as the opponents have a 
plan, it is to let the treaty go through 
and then deyote themselves to shaping 
legislation consequent upon its ratifi- 
cation. They may offer their amend- 
ment committing this government 
against an attempt to exercise sover- 
eignty in the Philippines, but they do not 
expect it to become a part of the docu- 
ment. 

The treaty will be discussed in execu- 
tive session, but the senators will con- 
tinue to make speeches in the open sen- 
ate on Senator Vest’s anti-expansion 
resolution. 


The consideration of a code,of Jaws for 
the territory of Alaska, reported from 
the committee on the revision of the laws, 
is expected to take up the greater por- 
tion of the legislative day in the house 
today. If that body follows its usual 
custom it will adjourn some time during 
the afternoon out of respect to the mem- 
ory of Senator Morrill. Tomorrow is to 
be given to the committee on the ju- 
diciary, and, a number of measures re- 
ported from it are likely to be passed. 
There is no fixed program for the re- 
mainder of the week. The executive, 
legislative and judicial appropriation 
bill may be reported during the week, 
in which case an effort will be made to 
secure consideration of the measure by 
the house. 


To Examine Heep ta's, 
Washington, Jan. 4.—Surgeon General 
Sternberg has left here for a two-weeks’ 
trip to Havana and nearby points in 
Cuba, to examine into military hos- 
pital facilities and decide which of the 
Spanish hospitals we fall heir to shall 
be used by our troops, and what ad- 
ditional hospital facilities will be neces- 
sary. The condition of the troops in 
Cuba, according to the most recent re- 
port General Sternberg has received, 
is excellent, but it is necessary during 
the two or three months which wil) in- 
tervene before the unhealthy season ar- 
rives that every preparation should be 
made to provide for any contingency 
which may then arise. Five Spanish 
civil and military hospitals have been 
turned over to us in Havana, but Gen- 
eral Sternberg is of the opinion that 
oniy one of them, the Alphonso XIII, will 
be availab‘e for our use. 


All Bills Settied. 

N= - Zan: 4.—Governor 
Ramsdell and his council met last night 
for the last time officially, in order to 
‘lose their accounts with the state. The 
last batch of bills against the state were 
approved and other routine business 
closed up. This administration turns 
over $78,000 to Governor Rollins, with all

WITHOUT RESULT. 


Conference Between Howe and Gompers 
Did Not Change Situation, 


Marlboro, Mass., Jan. 4.—The confer- 
ence between S. H. Howe and Samuel 
Gompers, held yesterday, lasted three 
hours. The different phases of the situa- 
tion were discussed, yet no decision was 
reached, and when the conference was 
ended the situation remained the same 
as before. 

The shoe workers held a mass meeting 
soon after the conference. Mr. Gompers 
was the principal speaker, ard in the 
course of his remarks he explained the 
interview with Mr. Howe. He advised 
his hearers to remain true to their cause 
and to be orderly at all times and observe 
the law, but to exercise their rights as 
American citizens. He promised to do 
everything in his power to aid the strik- 
ers. He was loudly cheered when he 
said: “When you go into the factories, 
go in together, the same way as you came 
out.” Mr. Gompers closed by asking all 
those who are in favor of going back to 
the factories under the present conditions 
to make it manifest. Not a single voice 
responded, but there was a storm of 
“Nos” when he asked those who are not 
in favor of returning. 

John F. Tobin was the next speaker, 
and his remarks were on the same line 
as thise of Mr. Gompers. He said the 
strikers are stronger today than they 
were when they left the factories at the 
commencement of the strike. 

The state police received attention from 
the speakers, their presence being con- 
demned. One of the speakers announced 
that aid is promised from the American 
Federation of Labor, and that every 
union from Maine to California will help 
the Marlboro strikers. 


Pennsylvania Senatorship. 

Harrisburg, Jan. 4.—The Republican 
members of the legislature met in caucus 
last night. Out of 164 members and sen- 
ators, 109 were present, 19 less than the 
number necessary to elect a senator on 
joint ballot. Nine senators and 46 mem- 
bers of the house remained out of the 
caucus. Quay and Jones were put in 
nomination as candidates for United 
States senator. The vote resulted: 
Quay, 98; Jones, 9. C. L. Magee received 
two votes. The Quay leaders during the 
past few days have claimed from 118 to 
135 votes in the caucus. The fact that 
the actual figure was away below thelr 
lowest claim is regarded by many here as 
a source of great disappointment to them. 
This class of prophets is strong in the 
belief that Quay is beaten. Undoubt- 
edly the decision of Senator Martin to 
remain out of the caucus had much to do 
with the success of the efforts of the 
anti-Quay people. 


Judge Acted Correctly. 

Lyons, N. Y., Jan, 4.—Four Italians 
who were unable to read or write, who 
did not know the state or county in 
which they lived, or who were unable to 
name the President of the United States 
or governor of New York, presented 
themselves for naturalization before 
County Judge Sawyer yesterday. All 
were rejected, the court announcing that 
hereafter applicants must be fairly edu- 
cated regarding the country and be 
qualified to vote intelligently before 
they could receive papers. 


Board of Trade Dissolves, 

New York, Jan. 4.—The stockholders 
of the cycle board of trade yesterday de- 
cided upon the dissolution of the cor- 
poration. The meeting had been ad- 
journed from Dec. 20, on which date the 
act of dissolution could not be effected, 
owing to legal technicalities. At yes- 
terday’s meeting 614 shares were repre- 
sented. The number required for such 
action was 594. The cycle board of 
trade was organized in 1894. 

Accidental y Shot Dead. 

Halifax, Jan. 4.—Victor Baker, son of 
the president of the Yarmouth Steam- 
ship company, went out hunting with 
his brother Seymour and Mr. Cain, prin- 
cipal of a local schoo! He was walk- 
ing beside a “axon containing the guns 
of the party, and took hold of one gun 
by the muzzle to straighten it in the 
wagon when it went off, the load pass- 
ing through his lung. He died almost 
instantly. 


Strike Averted,. 

Cleveland, Jan. 4.—Eight of the 15 
foundries in Cleveland have conceded 
the demands of the coremakers for a 
wage rate of $2.50 per day. The gen- 
eral strike of coremakers in this city, 
which was sche®uled to begin yesterday, 
therefore did npt take place. The offi- 
cials of the coremakers’ organization 
state that the remaining seven foundries 
are willing to compromise on the wage 
question. 


Eleven Men Drowned. 

London, Jan, 4.—The Italian steamer 
Voorwaarts has been abandoned near 
Trevoso Head, on the west Cornwall 
ceast. She went ashore in the gale that 
has been raging in the Irish channel. 
Eleven members of the crew, who put 
off in boats, were drowned. Nine, who 
clung to the rigging, were rescued by 
the coast guard lifeboat. 


Few Left In Savannah. 
Savannah, Jan. 4.—Troopship Rou- 
manian sailed for Cuba yesterday with 
the Second South Carolina regiment, and 
the Mobile with the Fourth and Ninth 
Illinois regiments. There remain only 
in this city the Third Georgia regiment. 
the Maine volunteer artillery and six 
batteries of United States artillery. 
Crisis Not Yet Reached. 
Washington, Jan. 4.—Representative 
Dingley passed another comfortable day 
yesterday, the slight improvement noted 
Monday continuing, and the attending 
physicians express renewed hope that 
the patient will recover. The crisis in 
the case is not expected until tomorrow 
or Friday. 


Cohasset, Mass., Jan. 4.—Michae] 
Coyne was accidentally shot while gun- 
ning in the woods near here yesterday. 
Medical Examiner Howe found no cause 
to hold John Kennedy, who was with 
Coyne at the time. Coyne was 40 years 
old, and leaves a widow and four chil- 
dren.

GOMEZ’ SENSE OF DUTY, 


Awaits Completion of the Work to Which 
He Has Dedicated His Life. 

Havana, Jan. 4.—Maximo Gomez, from 
his camp 200 miles westward, near Nar- 
ciso, has addressed a proclamation to the 
Cuban army advising against disband- 
ing until the proceedings at Washington 
regarding the pay of the insurgent troops 
have been completed. It is dated Dec. 29 
and is, in part, as follows: 

“The moment has arrived to give a 
public explanation of my conduct anc 
my purposes, which are always in accord 
with my sense of duty to the country ] 
serve. The Americans, tacitly our al- 
lies, have terminated the war with Spain 
and signed a treaty of peace. I believed 
it was my duty not to move, for any po- 
litical or other object, from the spot 
where I had drawn my sword, so long as 
the enemies of the army had not com- 
pletely evacuated the island. My pres- 
ence elsewhere would have disturbed the 
repose and calmness necessary to con- 
solidate peace; nor ought I to have) 
caused the Cubans trouble by unneces- 
sary manifestations during the jubilee. 

“The period of transition is terminated | 
the army of the enemy is abandoning the; 
country; the sovereignty of the great} 
United States is beginning, as stipulated 
in the protocol, over all the island. But, 
Cuba is not yet free or independent. Self-| 
government is not yet constituted. For 
that reason we must dedicate ourselves 
to bringing about the disappearance o!! 
the causes for American intervention. 

“But above everything else, in the 
spirit of justice to the Cuban army, il 
is necessary that, before the liberators 
of the people can dissolve as a guarantee 
of order, the debt which the country owes 
to its soldiers shou!d be satisfied. Await- 
ing this result, I remain in my present 
position, always ready to help the Cu- 
bans finish the work to which I have 
dedicated my life.” 


Fighting Trust.s 

Volumbus, O., Jan. 4.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Monett yesterday filed in the Ohic 
supreme court a petition to oust the 
National Biscult company from doing 
business as a trust in this state. The 
petition filed relates that complaint has 
been made to him by wholesale grocers 
regarding the methods of the trust, whicl 
ihe holds is contrary to the anti-trust 
law passed by the state legislature. 

Cincinnati, Jan. 4.—Judge Smith of the 
common pleas court, upon application 
of the Bell Pottery company of Findlay, 
yesterday allowed a temporary restrain- 
ing order against 18 pottery companies 
in the state to prevent them from organ- 
izing a trust contrary to the statutes, 
which prohibit suchaction. The hearing 
for a permanent injunction is set for 
Jan. 9. 


Bay State Legislature. 

3oston, Jan. 4.—The great and general 
court convened at 11 o'clock today for 
the session of 1899. The Republicans, 
who are largely in the majority, nom- 
inated the entire list of last year’s offi- 
cers, and no opposition was made toithei: 
election by the Democrats. Thelist is as

A. Smith of Everett; clerk of the senate, 
Henry D. Coolidge of Concord; chaplain 
Rev. Edmund Dowse of Sherborn; speak- 
er of the house, John L. Bates of Boston;

vuban Editor’s Allegation Regarding 
Blowing Up of the Maine, 


Says Facts In the Case Will 
Soon Come to Light 


Inited States Engineers May Show Evidence 
of Official Connivance. 


Havana, Jan. 5.—Senor Hernandez, 
editor of El] Reconcentrado, issued yes- 
terday a third attack upon his old enemy, 
Yacarias Bresmes, whom, with three 
accuses of blowing up the 
United States battleship Maine. Bres- 
mes, Who was a judge and politician, 
tailed for Spain about two weeks ago. 
The installments of the story thus far 
have been devoted to the alleged felonies 
and treacheries of Bresmes. The editor 
tells his readers to be patient, as in due 
time they will get the facts regarding 
the Maine explosion. He describes his 
proof as “largely moral.”

Captain Sigsbee, in writing in The Cen- 
tury of the sinking of his ship, has in- 
sinuated in ianguage as strong asis per- 
missible to a naval officer dealing with 
state secrets that the end was not yet, 
that circumstances tended to show the 
*xistence of a Spanish plot, and that light 
might yet be shed on the mystery. Nor 
does the fact that the peace commis- 
sioners have treated the tragedy as “a 
closed incident” prevent the cutiosity of 
naval and other high officials from im- 
proving the opportunities for investiga- 
tlon that come with possession of the 
Wire and torpedo stations ashore, and 
untramelled liberty to search the harbor 
bottom to their hearts’ content. During 
the original investigation the board of 
inquiry held its sessions under the yawn- 
ing mouths of Spanish cannon, and the 
Spanish torpedo arrangements might as 
Well have been in the moon as within 
pistol shot, so far as their inspection was 
concerned. 

Unless the Spaniards took precautions 
before they retired on Jan. 1 to obliterate 
all clues whereby the operations of their 
secret mines may be traced, it is prob- 
able that the experts of the United States 
engineering service will, ere long, be ina 
position to write a new chapfer in the 
history of the Maine. Should their re- 
port show evidences of official connivance 
on the part of the Spaniards ina plot for 
destruction of the ship, and should the 
charges against Zecarias Bresmes, the 
fugitive Spanish judge, prove to be well 
founded, the influence thereof may be 
very decidedly against the acceptance of 
the treaty of peace which yesterday was 
presented to the United States senate, 
and might résult in its ultimate rejection. 

The specific charge against Judge 
Bresmes is that he was one of those ac- 
tively engaged in the plot which resulted 
in the destruction of the Maine. El Re- 
concentrado, the Cuba libre official or- 
gan, says: 

“When the Maine came into Havana 
harbor Bresmes declared in the Spanish 
cafes that such an act of audacity on the 
part of the Yankees could not pass with- 
out punishment. His threats were direct, 
and boded destruction to the American 
ship. His associates were Felipe Gon- 
zalez, Dio Sio Vega and Eusebio Azcue, 
violent Spaniards. 

“These men boasted that the Yankees 
were about to get their due, though no 
charge can be directed against any save 
Bresmes. 

“He and the hot-headed Spaniards of 
Murallo street met nightly at a house 
near the corner of Murallo and Habana 
atreets, where the police know the plot 
ugainst the Maine was concerted and all 
arrangements completed. 

“When the explosion took place Bres- 
mes Was in the Tacon theater with 
friends. At the sound of the explosion 
he cried, ‘There goes the Maine.’ Cham- 
pagne was drunk in honor of the terrible 
event at the moment when others were 
vaguely faquiring of one another what 
had happened.” 

Bresmes’ name was mentioned before 
the American court of inquiry, but not 
sufficient evidence was then forthcoming 
to warrant any action, and all reference 
to him was suppressed in the published 
reports.

Boston, Jan. 5—A man who gave the 
name of John Parker was arrested by 
Chief Inspector Watts yesterday upon 
suspicion of having planned to rob the 
store of Shreve, Crump & Lowe by 
chloroforming the clerk and obtaining 
Possession of a tray of diamonds valued 
at $10,000. The plan was disclosed to 
Chief Watts by a man who stated that 
Parker had tried to induce him to join 
in the project. At first the chief did not 
believe thestory, but afterwards decided 
to arrest Parker. 

According to the story told by the tn- 
fomant of Chief Watts, Parker was to 
enter the store at a time when only one 
clerk was at the diamond counter—about 
1:30 p. m.—and ask to see the diamonds 
displayed in a tray in the window, then 
the accomplice was to throw the con- 
tents of a bottle of chloroferm into the 
clerk's face and Parker would grab the 
tray andescape. Parker was arrested at 
his room after a detective, hidden ina 
closet, had heard him discuss his plans 
with the man who had told the police. 
After his arrest Parker admitted the 
plot. A bottle of laudanum was found in 
his pocket. The police are trying to 
trace his record.

descent, or inheritance of property, or collection 
of life insurance or pensions. The City Clerk’s 
copy of the record is accepted as conclusive evi- 
dence in a court oflaw. While great pues are 
taken by this office to have the record correct, 
experience shows that it is necessary that 

rents themselves should lend their assistance. 
= fact, the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides 2 penalty for neglect to 
give such notice sur the space of 40 days. 

It often happens that only children or servants 
are at home when the canvasser makes his call, 
and the answers to his questions are open to 
doubt. I therefore request all parents in whose 
household a birth has occurred in the year 1898, 
to place upon a paper or card the required in- 
formation, and keep it in a convenient place 
until the canvasser appears.

All to Have Seats. 

Every patron of the Consolidated 
road will hereafter be provided with 
a seat, says the Herald. The practice 
of dispatching trains with the aisles 
filled with passengers was abolished by 
a dictum from the oe Haven office, 
bearing date Jan. Of course, there 
will be conditions wien it wonld be 
impossible to observe this order 
strictly, but it is the purpose of the 
company to have it enforced as far as 
possible. 

The new order is to the effect that 
the public shall be given seats when 
traveling on any cars of the company. 
Such a rule has virtually been in force 
for years on the New Haven road, but 
it had become a dead letter. In re- 
viving it, superintendents have been in- 
structed to inform their trainmen to 
exercise care in seeing that there be a 
sufficient seating capacity for all 
passengers on leaving terminal stations, 
and, where necessary, to add cars for 
the accommodation of the passengers. 

The trainmen have been 
against allowing patrons of the road 
an opportunity to complain of their 
being an insufficient number of seats 
in the cars, and against compelling 
any passenger to stand. They were in-

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QUITE A DISTINCTION 


Should Be Made Between a Report 
and a Trensmission of Funds. 


Triction Over Cuban Customs 
Question Is Unnecessary. 


Intention Is to Use Funds For the Betterment 
of Condition of Cubans. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—When the at- 
tention of Assistant Secretary Meikel- 
john of the war department was called 
yesterday to the reports of excitement 
in Cuba over the customs question, and 
the alleged friction between General 
Brooke at Havana and General Wood at 
Santiago, he said: 

“If the order upon which General 
Wood is acting can only be printed, the 
matter will be fully understood. There 
is no controversy existing. The trouble 
is. some persons do not seem to make 
a distinction between a report and the 
transmission of funds. An order was 
framed, haying in view the perfecting of 
a system of collecting duties on the 
island, and this order, in speaking of 
the officer in charge of the sub-ports of 
entry, said: ‘He shall make weekly re- 
ports to the collector of customs of the 
Island, at the chief port, of all trans- 
actions at the sub-port over which he 
has jurisdiction, with copies of all en- 
tries of merchandise truly certified.’ 

“Now,” continued Mr. Meikeljohn, 
“that does not mean cash. Weekly re- 
ports must be made in order that we 
may keep track of the revenues of the 
island. This does not say that these 
reports must be accompanied by cur- 
rency, but simply that they shall be 
made.” 

“And is General Wood to be at liberty 
to make use of the funds received from 
customs for improvements in the 
province?” was asked. 

“Tt is distinctly understood that these 
funds are for the island of Cuba, and 
they will be expended upon the presenta- 
tion of plans and specifications for pub- 
lic improvements, made by the military 
governor of (he isiand, and by him re- 
ferred with recommendations to the 
secretary of war." 

The customs from all the ports in the 
island are to be used for the betterment 
of the condition of the Cubans, not only 
in Havana and Santiago, but elsewhere. 
Expenditures will be divided as eqult- 
ably as possibly, so as to relieve distress 
existing in various quarters, and to 
make this relief correspond as nearly 
as possible to the emergency. It would 
be just as equitable, it is urged, for 
the port of New York to retain all the 
customs funds collected there for ex- 
penditure in the island of Manhattan 
as it would be for Havana or Santiago 
or any other town in Cuba to retain all 
of the customs receipts for expendi- 
ture within its own borders, 

So far from the war department con- 
templati:.¢ any curtailment of the re- 
lief work in Cuba, an order has already 
been issued to the governor general di- 
recting him to furnish work to every 
able bodied Cuban applying for it ata 
fair weekly wage, measured by Cuban 
standard. The order suggests that the 
best lines of employment are in sani- 
tary work, road improvement and mu- 
nicipal works of various sorts. It is 
intended to offer a chance for remunera- 
tive work to all who are able to take 
advantage of it, and to cut off the gra- 
tuitous distribution of rations among 
those natives able to work for what they 
eat. The employment contemplated 
will not be offered, however, to any resi- 
dent of the island who retains his al- 
legiance to Spain. 

The plans so far formulated by the war 
departrnent do not touch the payment of 
the Cuban army, which has been urgent- 
ly requested by General Gomez, but this 
matter is now under advisement, and it 
it not impossible that the war depart- 
ment will hold that it has quite as much 
right to apply the income of Cuba to 
paying off these men, and thus giving 
them a new start in life, as it has to em- 
ploy laborers on public works, with the 
same general end in view. 


Cc ngressional Proceedings. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The first session 
of the senate after the holiday recess 
occupied only 14 minutes, although in 
that brief time two open sessions and 
an executive session were held. Mr. 
Frye recognized Major Pruden, assjs- 
tant secretary to the president, who 
presented a message from the President 
of the United States, The message con- 
tained the treaty of Paris. The senate 
then went into executive session in or- 
der that the message might be referred 
to the cominittee on foreign relations. 
The treaty was not read, but the mes- 
fage accompanying it was. This wasa 
simple message of transmission without 
any recommendations or suggestions, 
and was only afew linesinlength. The 
treaty was referred to the committee 
on foreign relations, and ordered printed 
for the use of the senate. 

The house spent the day considering 
the bill to define and punish crimes in 
Alaska and provide a code of criminal 
procedure for the territory. The bill was 
prepared by the commission appointed 
to codify the laws of the United States, 
and is a voluminous méasure of 232 
pages. Sixty-seven pages were com- 
pleted yesterday, and the bill was made 
a continuing order under disposed of, 
not, however, to interfere with appro- 
priation bills or other special orders. 
The only section in the bill which prom- 
ises to cause a contest is that providing 
for the sale of liquor in Alaska. Upon 
this question considerable difference of 
opinion developed. The house adjourned 
out of respect to the memory of the late

The secretary of war transmitted to 
congress a letter from the state claims 
commission, recommending legislation 
to provide for the payment of all meri- 
torfous claims for materials or supplies 
furnished and services rendered by in- 
dividuals during the Spanish-American 
war, together with a draft of a bill to 
accomplish that purpose. The com-

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‘EXPANS:ON AND COMMEROE. 


Cobden Club Thinks Al! Natiura should 
Adhere to Open Door Polio. 

London, Jan. 5.—The executive com- 
mittee of the Cobden club has iesued @ 
manifesto, signed by Baron Farror, 
pointing out that the policy of territorial 
expansion on the part of all the great 
powers raises the question of frve cem-~ 
mercial intercourse in a new and ex- 
tremely important form, and renders it 
desirable that the club should recon- 
sider its former attitude of reticence 
with regard to foreign affairs. The 
manifesto says: 

“The world is gradually recognizing 
that this question camnot be finally set- 
tled by any nation a3 a purely domestic 
matter. In the opinion of the com- 
mittee some understanding regarding 
commercial policy must precede any 
satisfactory results from the disarma- 
ment proposals of the czar. “The man- 
ifesto concludes with this declaration: 
“In our judgment the club should here- 
after make more comprehensive en- 
deavors to shape Great Britain’s for- 
eign policy, so as to secure the adhesion 
or other nations to the ‘open-door’ policy, 
especially in the derelict countries now 
passing into the control of strong civil- 
ized powers.” 

The Cobden club’s new departure is 
the chief subject of editorial comment 
in the morning papers, the drift of which 
is good humored chaff that the club has 
at last been compelled to abandon its 
original strict tenets and to adopt itself 
to present necessities. 


One View of It. 

London, Jan. 5.—The Daily Chronicle 
this morning quotes the opinion of an 
American now in China, who hag re- 
cently toured in Siberia, Mongolia and 
Manchuria, as to American relations 
with Russia and Great Britain. Heis 
represented as saying: “The United 
States has nothing to fear from Russia 
and nothing to gain by helping England 
in the coming war. As soon as Rus- 
sia's railway schemes are coinpleted, 
they will Russianize and develope 4 
country whose mineral wealth is un- 
Mmited. England's only hope is to or- 
ganize the Chinese into a large army to 
oppose Russia. This may mean war, 
but better war now than 50 years hence, 
when Russia will have consolidated her 
power.” 

Esterhazy to Tearify, 

Paris, Jan. 5.—Comte Esterhazy, now 
known to be the avthor of the Dreyfus 
bordereau, has been summoned to ap- 
pear before the court of cassation on 
Jan. 12. It is expected that the Drey- 
fus depositions will be received on Sat- 
urday from Cayenne, and the court will 
then decide whether his actual presence 
is necessary in Paris. It is believed, 
however, that the whole examination 
will be conducted by telegraph, at an 
enormous expense, in order to avoid 
dangerous manifestations here. 


They Can’t Agree. 

Paris, Jan. 6.—The recently formed 
league known as La Patrio Francaise, 
whose avowed object is to “knit intel- 
lectual France into a union for counter- 
acting the Dreyfus agitation,’ seems 
still-born, owing to the incompatibility 
of Mm. Brunetiere, Coppee and Barres 
and the dissensions among the authors, 
professors and scientists who have 
signed the membership list. 


Thrown Out of Court. 

New York, Jan. 5.—Judge Newburger 
yesterday discharged the bail in the case 
of Edward M. Field, son of the late Cyrus 
W. Field, who has been under aix indict- 
ments since 1892 for grand larceny. The 
bail has been $25,000. Field was a mem- 
ber of the banking firm of Field, Lind- 
ley, Wiechers & Co., which failed for 
$3,000,000 in 1891. Field was afterward 
indicted, but a commission decided that 
he was insane. He was sent to an in- 
stitution in Buffalo, After being there 
for two years he was released and locked 
up in Ludlow street jail. He escaped 
from that institution. He Is said to be 
now in a sanitarium on Long Island. 
When the firm failed Field was supposed 
to have $400,000, but no trace of the 
money could ever be found. The dis- 
charge of the bail means the practica! 
abandonment of the case. 


Engineer Exonerated. 

New York, Jan. 5.—At the inquest yes- 
terday to find the cause of the explosion 
on board the steamer Alamo, while in 
this port, causing the death of six men, 
the jury rendered a verdict completely 
exonerating Chief Engineer Canning of 
the Alamo, who had been arrested. 
The jury found that the men came to 
their deaths by being scalded, caused 
by the partial drawing out of the “slip 
joint,” thereby weakening the steam 
Pipe to the point of the breaking of its 
flange.

Finds Plenty of Sensational Matter For 
Edification of Readers. 

Havana, Jan. §.—-The afternoon pa- 
pers yesterday sent a thrill through the 
city with the report that a torture and 
execution chamber had been found at 
the residence of the Spanish military 
governor, adjoining the palace. The 
papers declared that cavre the Spanish 
officials questioned and murdered po- 
litical prisoners. According to their 
accounts, the floor of the “chamber” 
was covered with dried blood, and its 
walls were indented with machete 
strokes. 

An excited crowd soon gathered out- 
side the residence, which was last oc- 
cupied by General Parado. The re- 
ported “torture chamber” room 
about eight f*et by eight, just off the 
dining room. As a matter of fact, it 
was probably used as a pantry. In 
the wall there is a dirty iron bar evi- 
dently used to hang meat on, and a 
piece of discolored rope is suspended 
from it. It is inconceivable that Gen- 
eral Parrado practiced torture in his 
dining room.

Attorney General ic Pecide, 

Washington, Jan. 5.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Howell of the treasury department 
has under consideration the case of #ev- 
eral Chinese laborers and others seeking 
readmission to Hawaii.

Portsmouth, N. H., Jan. 5.—The Chron- 
icle says that the Constitution will be 
towed from Boston to Portsmouth some 
time in April next, according to present 
plans. This announcement was re- 
ceived with a vast amount of gratifica- 
tion by the residents of Portsmouth and 
Rockingham county, owing to the fact 
that a general protest has been entered 
to the government in allowing the Con- 
stitution to remain in Boston. A great 
deal of campaign work has been carried 
on since the Constitution was towed 
from the Portsmouth navy yard by those 
who are of the opinion that she rightfully 
belongs here, and if it Is finally decided 
to return the old ship to this port she wili 
be given a royal reception upon her ar- 
rival.

CORNISH’S STATEMENT 


Regarding the Mysterious Poisoning 
of His Aunt, Mrs, Adams, 


Goes Into Details of Receipt of 
“Christmas Present.” 


A Friend Had Previously Proposed to Take a 
Dose of the “Bromo Seltzer.” 


New York, Jan. 6.—In the great double 
poisoning mystery yesterday the police 
concentrated all their efforts and ener- 
gies to identifying, by final and con- 
clusive evidence, the man, formerly a 
member of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club, whem they have had under sus- 
picion for several days as the sender of 
the cyanide of potassium to Henry C. 
Barnet, and also to Harry Cornish, and 
which Cornish gave Mrs. Adams, caus- 
ing her death. 

A statement was issued by Cornish, in 
which he reviews the details of receiving 
the poison, the giving of it to Mijy 
Adams, and subsequent events. He 
Says: 

“On either Friday night or Saturday 
morning before Christmas I found in my 
mailbox a package addressed to me. I 
carried it to my office with the rest of 
my mail and there opened it. It was 
covered with what appeared to be or- 
dinary manila wrapping paper and was 
tied with a string. Inside of this was 
an ordinary Tiffany box,and on opening 
the box I found in one end thereof a sil- 
ver article. In the other end of the box 
was a bottle of what appeared to be 
Emerson's bromo seltzer. In between 
the two articles was packed some white 
tissue paper. I took up the silver article 
and the bottle, and underneath the bot- 
tle found a small Tiffany envelope, the 
kind that is generally used for inclosing 
cards. 

“I took the articles out of the box and 
threw the box into the waste basket un- 
der my desk, where I had previously 
thrown the outside wrapper. I remem- 
ber joking about it with Mr. Finneran, 
who was in the office at that time, and 
it was at his suggestion that I regained 
the outside Wrapper and cut out the ad- 
dress, as he suggested that in that way 
I might eventually determine who had 
sentittome. I took the whole affairas 
a joke on me when I saw that the bottle 
was labelled ‘bromo seltzer.’ 


“This bottle was covered with what I 
supposed was the usual bromo seltzer 
cover. It was sealed at the top and had 
a revenue stamp onit. I tried to put the 
bottle in that condition into the silver 
holder and found that it would not fit; 
therefore I tore off the outside wrapper 
and threw it away. Then the bottle 
would go in the silver holder, and I 
placed it to one side in my desk. It re- 
mained there and was the source of con- 
siderable joking during the day. 

“T think it was on Saturday that Mr. 
King made some remark about it, say- 
ing that he would take a drink ofit. I 
was writing at that time and paid no fur- 
ther attention to it than to shove the sil- 
ver holder and bottle toward that side 
of my desk, and I understand that he 
took it and put it on Mr..Finneran’s desk, 
which is next to mine, and then went to 
the gymnasium water cooler to get the 
necessary water. Not finding any water 
there he gave up the idea of taking it. 
The articles were then placed in my desk 

“On Sunday I happened to remark at 
the house that I had received such a 
present, and both Mrs. Adams and Mrs. 
Rogers joked with me about it, andina 
joking way hinted that I did not dare 
bring it home—that the sender’s name 
was probably marked on it, and remarks 
of that sort. 

“I thought nothing more of it until 
Tuesday night, when I took home with 
me my dress suit case, which had been 
at the club and which contained some 
dirty linen. I was in the club house all 
that evening and remember playing 
billiards up to at least 11:30. Ongoing to 
the gymnasium to take my dress suit 
case, it suddenly occurred to me thatI 
would take home this present to show 
them. 


“Tt must have arrived home somewhere 
in the vicinity of 12:15, and was lying on 
my bed reading when Mrs. Adams and 
Mrs. Rogers came In. 

“Mr. Hovey, who had just come from 
Hartford that afternoon, and who had 
gone down town that evening, had not 
returned. I showed the present to the 
ladies and Mrs. Rogers remarked that 
the pattern was similar to some toilet 
pieces which she already had. 

“J then told her that the thing was 
of no use to me and that she could put it 
with her other articles, which she did, 
placing it on her dresser. 

“In the morning, Mrs. Rogers came to 
my door and made a remark something 
like ‘Mamma has a fearful headache, 
and would you give her some of your 
bromo seltzer?” On this suggesticn I 
went into her room and took the bottle 
to the dining room, sat down at the 
table and opened it. I read the direc- 
tions on the outside which said ‘A 
heaping teaspoonful,’ and this amount I 
took from the bottle. Mrs. Adams 
brought me a glass, in which I put tha 
powder, and then she went to the kitchen 
to get the required half goblet of water 


“She came back and poured the water 
into the glass. I stirred it repeatedly 
and then she drank it. Mrs. Adams 
must have left about an inch of the 
mixture in the glass, and as soon as she 
had swallowed — —_ some such 

as ‘How bitter it is.’ 
a she started to walk towards the 


kitchen. When sne Wok tt up to annk 
it, I had reached for the paper which 
was on the table, and when she made 
that remark, I said something like 
‘Why, that’s all right,’ and I took up the 
glass and tasted it myself, taking a good 
sized swallaw. I noticed that it burned 
a littic bit, but paid no attention to it 
and started toread. Then I heard Mrs, 

‘Rogers cry from the bathroom ‘Come 
here and help mamma, Just as I 
arrived there, Mrs. Adams dropped on 
the floor, and could not do it. The 
the floor. I attempted to raise her from 
moment I made an effort to raise her I 
began to vomit. I then called loudly 
for Mr. Hovey. Hecamerunning tothe 
bathroom in his night dress, and as- 
sisted me to carry Mrs. Adams to the 
couch in the dining room. 

“I remember that all this time I had 
this feeling of sickness. I ran to the 
door, and going out into the hall called 
‘Henry’( the hall boy), and told him to 
run and get a doctor, quick, becayge Mrs. 
Adams was very sick. I then 1.8 back 
to the bathroom, where I was sicker 
than I ever was before in my life. As 
soon as I could I ran to my room, put 
on my shoes and trousers, put on my 
overcoat over my pajamas, and, taking 
the bottle, ran down and across the 
street to the drug store. During all 
my running around that morning I was 
continually vomiting. 


“In the drug store I put the bottle on 
the counter, told the clerk that a woman 
had just drunk some of that and asked 
him what I should give her. He put 
up some sweet spirits of ammonia, and 
I ran back to the house with it, taking 
the bottle with me. When I arrived 
there the doctor had not come, and I 
told Henry he must go after him, as 
some one. was poisoned. I started 
downstairs myself, and around the cor- 
ner With Henry, and as we came near 
Sixty-seventh street, the doctor was 
coming down the street. 

“I went back to the house with him. 
The doctor did what he could. Hethen 
took some of the powder from the bot- 
tle, placed it on his tongue and remarked 
that it was bitter. He finally said that 
the case was so serious that he would 
like to have me call Dr. Potter. Iran 
all the way to the doctor's office, and 
was still troubled with nausea. Dr. 
Potter was apparently in an inside room 
in bed, and I am sure that I did not see 
him, as immediately upon his assuring 
me that he would come, I ran back to the 
house alone. 

“He came soon, but then it was too 
late. After we were satisfied that Mrs. 
Adams was dead, I explained the en- 
tire circumstances to the doctors, They 
had previously told me that it was a 
case for the coroner to look into. Up 
to that time I have no recollection of 
Mr. McIntyre’s name being mentioned, 
and I am positive I was the first one to 
mention it. 


“As I knew how unpleasant it would 
be to pass and repass through this room 
during the day, my theught-. was to see 
Mr. McIntyre, and see if he could not 
use his influence at the coroner's office 
to have them attend to this at once. 
That was my sole idea in going to him.

the telephone that morning, I went to 
the criminal court building and there 
saw him. From there I went to inform 
my cousin, and then returned to the 
I had been very sick ail during 
but felt that I ought to keep 
on my feet as longas possible. On my 
return to the club, however, I found 
it necessary to send for a physician, and 
both Dr. Philips and Dr. Coffin attended 
me. 

“T was severely sick from Wednesday 
night until Thursday noon, and was con- 
fined to bed by the doctors’ orders until 
Friday morning. I lost 12 pounds in 
weight during that time, and I under- 
stand that my physicians think that the 
amount of running around that I did 
was what saved me from the fatal ef- 
fect of the poison.” 


A Daring Holdup. 

Chicago, Jan. 6.—Six highwaymen, 
who were endeavoring to escape after 
having help up the.drygoods store of 
H. C. T. Borman, engaged in a shooting 
affray with Policeman Edward Wallner 
and John McCaulley last evening, and 
both officers were wounded, Wallner 
dying three hours later. McCaulley 
was shot in the arm and hip. bvt will re- 
cover. When Wallner and MccCaulley 
were called to the scene of the robbery, 
they started in pursuit of the men. The 
robbers reached an alley, ran behind a 
fence and opened fire on the officers. 
After firing more than a dozen shots 
at the officers, the six robbers ran up 
the alley. McCaulley followed them 
and received a second wound. He was 
then forced to give up the chase, and 
the robbers escaped. Borman and his 
clerk, Charles Carson, Were alone in the 
store when five robbers entered, one 
remaining at the door. They robbed 
Borman of $35 and 2 watch, and took 
$5 ard a watch from Carson. There is 
no ciue to their identity.

More Serious Than Appears 
on the Face of News. 


Yo Need of the Loud and Rigorous Protes 
From People In Santiago. 


Washington, Jan. 6.—The president and 
the cabinet are greatly annoyed by the 
news from Santiago. It is rather a 
Strange happening that the first real 
difficulty since the signing of the terms 
of peace should be fostered and encour- 
aged by one of the high representatives 
of the United States government on the 
island of Cuba. 

Word from Santiago was received by 
the state department yesterday an- 
nouncing that General Wood had left 
the Cuban city in a transport and was 
coming to Washing ‘ion. 

He is not likely to receive a very warm 
welcome here, 

Officials, especially army Officials, be- 
lieve that he has been very indiscreet, to 
Say the least, if not insubordinate, 

One of the members of the cabinet said 
last night: ‘Thisis a more serious mat- 
ter than appears on the face of the news. 
The Cubans have been given an incentive 
to remonstrate by agitation or by other 
methods of opposition, almost, in this 
very instance, approaching a riot, to re- 
bel against any order that may not be 
pleasing to them. The present state of 
the public mind in Cuba is so wrought 
up that only a pretext is necessary to 
cause a rebellion. Cubans must have 
rather a peculiar idea of a government 
that has as a representative in so higha 
place as governor of a city and province, 
a man who meets the orders of his su- 
periors with loud protests of opposition. 
General Wood was well acquainted with 
these conditions. 

“He must have known that any propo- 
sition which he might suggest or any 
agitation which he might lead would be 
pretty sure to attract the support of 
the people. They had been educated to 
see the orders from Spain obeyed. He 
must have known also that the Cubalis, 
especially those who were in the army, 

‘ere dissatisfied, not alone on account 
0: their being debarred from the shar- 
Ing of +! spolls of governing such a 
city as Santiago, but also because of 
jealousy at theocéupancy of their home- 
land by Americans. Therehasalialong 
been a great dea! of talk that as <c rulers 
they would just as leave have the Span- 
fards as the Americans, With General 
Wood as an example and asa leader they 
were very willing to flock to his sup- 
port. Anything to annov the Ameri- 
cans. I doubt if General Wood will ever 
go back as governor.” 

Officials say there was no need of the 
loud and riotous protest. If an order 
from Washington did not conform to the 
conditions apparent to those in Santiago, 
there were many other ways to secure 
its being rescinded, instead of exciting 
a population that is not now, and has 
not been, over friendly to the United 
States, except when the troops were 
necessary to whip the Spaniards. If an 
insurrection had really broken out, Gen- 
eral Wood, more than anybody else, 
would have been responsible for its crea- 
tion, and being the occasion of the 
trouble, he would have found it difficult 
to suppress it without being charged 
with inconsistency. 


THE FLOORS 


About All the Spaniards Left of Havana 
Custom Houses. 

Washington, Jan. 5.—The war de- 
partment, division of customs and in- 
sular affairs, received yesterday from 
the collector of customs at Havana, 
Colonel Tasker H. Bliss, under date of 
Dec. 29, 1898, the first report transmitted 
by him since his arrival at that port. 

Colonel Bliss says that the first se- 
cious embarrassment he met with on 
taking charge of the custom house at 
Havana was caused by the fact that on 
making an inspection of his surround- 
ings he discovered that the Spaniards 
had removed nearly everything except 
the bare walls and floors. His first offi- 
cial step was to obtain a full list of all 
the employes in the custom house, their 
salaries and nationality, and next in- 
formation as to their general character 
and reputation for integrity. What- 
ever changes in personnel are made in 
the future wii! be filled as far as pos- 
sible by appointments of natives of the 
island. 

Colonel Bliss says that the several 
places in the custom house when he as- 
sumed charge were chiefly held by 
Spaniards, the total number employed 
at the date of writing being 239. The 
problem that confronts him, he says, 
Is How to repair a house from foundation 
to roof without a material disturbance 
of its occupants, and without interfer- 
ing with their daily business. Under 
this condition, he remarks, he cannot, 
of course, begin by tearing the house 
down. Upto the date of the filing of the 
report, the new organization comprises 
enly six Americans, three deputy col- 
lectors, two inspectors and one sten- 
pgrapher and typewriter.

K and L streets, South Boston. In a 
short time the building containing a 
large quantity of highly explosive and 
inflamable material, was completely 
enveloped in the fiames, which made 
short work of the structure. By most 
persistent efforts the firemen succeeded 
in confining the flames to the building, 
which stood near by to two other com- 
bustible structures, 

The fire started in some unaccount- 
able way, near the large chemical 
furnace in the laboratory, where 10 
men were working. It is thought that 
the excessive heat caused spontaneous 
combustion in the chemicals. All the 
men escaped without receiving the 
slightest injury, although they had but 
a short time to get out of the labora- 
tory, as the flames soon filled the in- 
terior. 

Before the alarm, whick was sent out 
by John Shaw, the proprietor of the 
establishment, had been given, the 
structure was doomed. A number of 
small explosions gave great impetus to 
the fire, which advanced in an in- 
credibly short time through the entire 
building. 

When the firemen arrived they 
realized that the laboratory was gone. 
The surrounding buildings, upon 
which the reflection of the flames 
flickered ominously, were given first 
attention, as the nature of their con- 
tents justified the fear of a veritable 
conflagration. The great quantity of 
thick, black smoke _ interfered con- 
siderably with the work of the firemen, 
and caused some alarm among the 
people living in the vicinity. 

The destroyed building was a 2 1-2 
story wooden structure, measuring 80 
by 50 feet. It is estimated that the loss 
will amount to $8,000, as there was 
an extra large amount of goods in the 
building. 

During one of the explosions, 
Ladderman James Hogan of Ladder 5 
was badly burned about the head and 
face. He was attended by Dr. Young 
and taken home. A number of other 
firemen received slight burns. 


Capi‘ol Gleanings. 

The legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill was reported to the 
house. It carries $28,229,237, about the 
amount of the last bill, and a reduc- 
tion of $1,135,768 on the estimates. 

Senator Hansbrough has given notice 
of an amendment he will propose to 
Senator Hanna's bill for a subsidy to 
American vessels engaged in foreign 
trade. Senator Hansbrough’s amend- 
ment provides for an export bounty ot 
$2 per ton on all American agricultural 
products shipped out of the country. 
He says that the exportation of farm ar- 
ticles ranges from $6,000,000,000 to $7,000, - 
000,000 annually. 

Secretary Hay yesterday presented tc 
the president Senor J. B. Calve, as min- 
ister from Costa Rica. Senor Calve 
for several years has been in charge of 
the Costa Rican legation here, and has 
earned this promotion. The usual 
felicitious speeches were exchanged. 

The diplomatic and consular ap- 
propriation bill was reported to the 
house yesterday. It carries about $1,- 
700,000, a slight reduction on last year. 
Ten consulate generals, consuls, etc., in 
Cuba, the Philippines and Porto Rico 
are omitted for the first time. 

Ewing Winslow of Massachusetts, sec- 
retary of the National Anti-Imperial- 
ist league, yesterday saw senators op- 
posed to this country acquiring the Phil- 
ippines, and informing them of the work 
done by the league, and the report made 
by the league, urged them to oppose rat- 
ification of the peace treaty at this ses- 
sion. 

The continued serious illness of Rep- 
resentative Hull of Iowa, chairman of 
the house committee on military affairs, 
will necessitate a change of program as 
to taking up the bill for the increase and 
reorganization of the regular army. 


Bad Men Rounded Up. 

Albany, Jan. 6.—Ex-Convict George 
Willis, allas Jones, aged 28 years, who 
has served seven years in the state 
prison at Boston for burglary, was picked 
up here by the police yesterday. Silver- 
ware and garments were found in his 
possession that connect him with the 
three house burglaries perpetrated in 
this city on New Year's day, and also 
jewelry, the proceeds of the robbery of 
one of the American Express company’s 
wagons, which was driven away from 
in front of the capitol last week and 
looted. Ed B. Lewis, another discharged 
convict from the Boston prison, whom 
Willis wrote for to come on and assist 
him In the jobs, was also arrested. 


Died In a Cell. 

Rockland, Me., Jan. 5.—J. A. Olson, 
a Swede, who became insane a week 

zo last night, and was lodged in the 
police station, died in his cell. About 
5 o’clock Olson made his escape from the 
cell while the officer was giving him his 
supper. He ran ashort distance, when 
he was recaptured and taken to the sta- 
tion in an exhausted condition. The 
officers made him comfortable on a cot 
in the cell. hut he died shortly after.

Boston, Jan. 5.—Charles F. Barrows, 
a letter carrier of Newton, was brought 
to this city last night, under arrest, on 
a charge of robbing the mails.

hall on ‘*Democracy in Education.’’ 
This young colored gentleman, who has 
done so much for his race in the South, 
is a very interesting speaker, and his 


audience continued interested from first | 


to last although he spoke over an hour, 
as his address was spiced with stories. 

His mission is the solution of the 
race problem, Many of the suggestions 
advanced he deemed inexpedient, such 
as colonization in the West, sending 
back to Africa and intermarriage. He 
claimed that it was necessary first to 
give the colored man an 
education, so that they can work out 
their own salvation. Having been in 
slavery over 200 years they had come 
to be dependent on others. They 
needed to be led and guided; to be 
taught habits of thrift and economy, 
and how to get a bank account. They 
want experience and intelligence that 
they may become helpful citizens. An 
industrial education was more essential 
at first than religion. There was no 
feeling against the Negro in business, 


and some in the South had become 
successful merchants. This was an 
entering wedge. 

The Tuskegee Institute now had 


buildings valued at $300,000, and the 
running expenses were $80,000 annual- 
ly. While at first there had been a 
prejudice against it in the vicinity 
where it was instituted, it was now 
appreciated, and its product of labor 
was in demand. Much of the work, in- 
cluding the erection of buildings and 
the making of bricks, was by students. 
It was doing an excellen® work. 

The length of the term of the public 
schools in the South was being in- 
creased,and ‘‘Hog clubs,’’ and work of 
young ladies were doing much to 
revolutionize the industrial life of the 
colored man, so that they were living 
in better houses, and becoming more 
independent, 

Mr. James M. Nowland presided at 
the meeting. Miss Florence Emery con- 
tributed vocal selections, and Miss 
Hultman instrumental music.

FIGURES RANGE HIGH. 
Result of Investigation Into Colebrook 
National Bank Irregularities. 
Washington, Jan. 6.—A report upon the 
general conditions prevailing at the 
Colebrook National bank of Colebrook, 
N. H., was received yesterday by Comp- 
troller Dawes from E. H. Carroll, the 
bank commissioner, who is acting as 
temporary receiver. Mr. Carroll has 
summoned Examiner Ewer of the Massa- 
chusetts district to his aid, and they are 
preparing for a thorough examination 
of the books. His report gives the gen- 
sral result of the examination of the bank 
and declares that the cashier admitted 
that the irregularities and overdrafts 

were probably $50,000 or $60,000. 

“There must be a shortage of quite an 
amount,” he declares, “but cannot give 
any definite information regarding the 
Same until we go through the books 
thoroughly.” 


He believes that the overdrafte and 
loans are largely to men of means, who 
are taking hold of the matter in earnest, 
and will not permit the bank to suffer 
loss on their account. He says that he 
will be able to secure many of the 
questionable loans and overdrafts dur- 
ing the present week. 

A further report, giving figures in de- 
tail, is looked for by Comptroller Dawes 
within a short time. 


wvngressional Prdceédings. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The judiciary 
committee had the right of way in the 
house for three hours yesterday, and 
quite a number of bills of minor im- 
portance were reported from the com- 
mittee, and passed. The remainder of 
the day was occupied in continuing the 
consideration of the biil to codify the 
laws of Alaska, Some 21 pages were 
disposed of, making 83 in all of the 232 
pages. The following were among the 
bills passed: To provide additional 
circuit judges for the Third and Sixth 
judicial districts; to amend the revised 
statutes so as to allow the United States 
five peremptory challenges in original 
enses; to permit ship owners to file 
indemnity bonds; to allow legally ap- 
pointed guardians of insane persons to 
prosecute patent claims, 

Little business, except of a routine 
character, was transacted by the sen- 
ate. A resolution offered by Mr. Hoar, 
directing the committee on foreign rela- 
tions to report to the senate whether 
the treaty of Paris makes any provision 
for the claims of citizens of the U'nited 
States against Spain, which were in ex- 
istence before the present war, and the 
status of such claims after the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, was adopted. Mr. 
Caffery of Louisiana continued, and 
practically concluded, his speech begun 
before the holiday recess in opposition 
to the pending Nicaraguan canal bill. 


Santlago’s Trade Growlag. 

Washington, Jan. 6.—The tride of San- 
tlago is already showing a surprising 
growth under American administration. 
General Wood states that the policy of 
non-discriminative intercourse extended 
to the vessels of all nations in Santiago 
province has greatly facilitated the re- 
establishment of commercial relations. 
It also, he says, has been one of the 
chief features in the restoration of com- 
parative prosperity in commerce, in- 
dustry and agriculture. Outward car-

PLAINT OF FILIPINOS. 


Rupture Imminent Unless Our “Over- 
bearing Poliey” Is Modified. 


Otis Issues a Proclamation to 
the Islanders. 


Text of President’s Message Relative to Ad- 
ministration of Affairs.

Manila, Jan. 6.—A leading representa- 
tive of the Fillpino junta, in the course of 
an interview yesterday, declared that 
the serious crisis in the Philippines is 
due to what they designate as “overt, 
unfair treatment of the Filipinos by the 
United States.” They sald that, despite 
the known fact that the whole of the 
Visayas group was in possession of the 
Filipino forces, General Otis was ordered 
to take possession of tte entire 
archipelago and dispatche: troops 
and warships to the south: Visayas. 
The Filipinos, according to the junta 
representative, are determined to pre- 
vent the landing of the Americans at 
Iloilo and may, as a last resort, destroy 
the city for strategical purposes, 

The junta insist that a rupture of the 
friendly relations now existing between 
the “Filipino national government” and 
the American executive is imminent, and 
that hostilities are probable unless what 
they characterize as the “unreasonable, 
unfair and overbearing policy of the 
Americans” is modified. They say the 
Filipinos “‘would deeply regret such a 
rupture, but would accept it as inevit- 
able.” 

In concluding the interview the spokes- 
man of the junta representatives said: 
“The Filipinos appeal to the American 
people to uphold the rights of mankind 
and to avoid bloodshed, assuring the 
Americans of our desire to complete a 
friendly settlement through an im- 
partial commission of inquiry. 

“The Filipinos loyally supported the 
Americans against the common enemy, 
and they now look to the American na- 
tion to fulfill the promises made to 
Aguinaldo at Singapore before he pro- 
ceeded to assist Admiral Dewey. All the 
Filipinos ask is the truest and best rights 
of mankind.” 


Major General Otis, military com- 
mander of the United States forces in 
the Philippine islands, has issued a 
proclamation to the Filipinos, based 
upon instructions received by cable from 
President McKinley. The proclamation, 
which consists of 700 words only, ap- 
peared yesterday in all the papers simul- 
taneously. 

General Otis, after reciting briefly 
President McKinley's instructions, ex- 
presses the opinion that it is the inten- 
tion of the American government while 
directing affairs generally to appoint 
representative men, forming the con- 
trolling element, to civil positions. He 
also expresses himself as convinced that 
the United States govérnment intends 
to seek the establishment in the islands 
of a most liberal government, in which 
the people will be as fully represented as 
the maintenance of law and order will 
permit, susceptible of development, on 
lines of increased representation and the 
bestowal of increased powers, into a 
government as free and independent as 
is enjoyed by the most favored provinces 
inthe world. To this end he invites the 
full confidence and co-operation of the 
Filipinos. 

Nothing is said in the proclamation 
regarding the disarmament of the rebels, 
but General Otis asserts his belief that 
the United States government intends, 
so far as is consistent, to draw upon the 
Filipinos military force in making the 
civil appointments. 


Following is the text of the president’s 
instructions:, 

The destruction of the Spanish fleet in 
the harbor of Manila by the United 
States naval squadron commanded by 
Rear Admiral Dewey, followed by the 
reduction of the city and the surrender 
of the Spanish forces, practically effected 
the conquest of the Philippine islands 
and the suspension of Spanish soy- 
ereignty therein. 

With the signature of the treaty of 
peace between the United States and 
Spain by their respective plenipoten- 
tiaries at Paris, on the 10th inst., and 
as the result of victories of American 
arms, the future control, disposition and 
government of the Philippine Islands 
are ceded to the United States. In ful- 
fillment of the rights of sovereignty thus 
acquired and the responsibe obligations 
of government thus assumed, the actual 
occupation and administration of the 
entire group of the Philippine Islands 
becomes immediately necessary, and the 
military government heretofore main- 
tained by the United States in the city, 
harbor and bay of Manila is to be ex- 
tended with all possible dispatch to the 
whole of the ceded territory. 

In performing this duty, the military 
commander of the United States is en- 
joined to make known to the inhabitants 
of the Philippine Islands that in suc- 
ceeding to the sovereignty of Spain, in 
severing the former political relations 
of the inhabitants and in establishing 
a new political power, the authority of 
the United States is to be exerted for 
the security of the persons and prop- 
erty of the people of the islands and for 
the confirmation of all their private 
rights and relations. It will be the duty 
of the commander of the forces of occu- 
pation to annOunce and proclaim in the 
most public manner that we come, not 
as invaders or conquerors, but as friends, 
to protect the natives in their homes, in 
their employments and in their personal 
and religious rights. 

All persons who, either by active aid 
or by honest submission, co-operate with 
the government of the United States to 
give effect to these beneficent purposes, 
will receive the reward of its Support and 
protection. All others will be brought 
within the lawful rule we have assumed, 
with firmness if need but without se- 
verity, 30 far as may be possible, 

Within the domain of military author- 
ity, which necessarily is and must re- 
main supreme in the ceded territory un- 
til the legislation of the United States 
shall othe: wise provide, the municipal 
laws of the territory, in respect to pri- 

» Vate rights and property and the repres- 
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sion of crime are to be considered a3 
continuing in force, and to be admin- 
istered by the ordinary tribunals so far 
as practicable. The operations of eivil 
and municipal government are to be per- 
formed by such officers as may accept 
the supremacy of the United States by 
taking the oath of allegiance, or by offi- 
cers chosen as far as may be practicable 
from the inhabitants of the islands. 
While the control of all the public 
property and the revenues of the state 
passes with the cession, and while the 
use and management of all public means 
of transportation are necessarily re- 
served to the authority of the United 
States, private property, whether belong- 
ing to individuals or corporations, is to 
be respected, except for cause duly ep- 
tablished. The taxes and duties hereto- 
fore payable by the inhabitants to the 
late government become payable to the 
authorities of the United States unless it 
be seen fit to substitute for them other 
reasonable rates or modeg of contribu- 
tion to the expenses of government, 
whether general or local. If private 
property be taken for military use, it 
shall be paid for, when possible, in cash, 
at a fair valuation, and when payment 


in cash is not practicable, receipts are | 


to be given. 

All ports and places in the Philippine 
Islands in the actual posseselon of the 
land and naval forces of the United 
States will be opened to the commerce of 
all friendly nations. All goods and 
wares, not prohibited for military rea- 
sons by due announcement of the mili- 
tary authority, will be admitted upon 
payment of such duties and other 
charges as shall be in force at the time 
of their importation. 

Finally, it should be the earnest and 
paramount aim of the military admin- 
istration to win the confidence, respect 
and affection of the inhabitants of the 
Philippines by assuring to them in every 
possible way that full measure of indi- 
vidual rights and liberties, which is the 
heritage of free peoples, and by proving 
to them that the mission of the United 
States is one of benevolent assimilation, 
substituting the mild sway of justice 
and right for arbitrary rule. In the ful- 
fillment of this high mission, supporting 
the temperate administration of affairs 
for the greatest good of the governed, 
there must be sedulously maintained the 
strong arm of authority, to repress dis- 
turbances and to overcome all obstacles 
to the bestowal of blessings of good and 
stable government upon the people of 
the Philippine Islands under the free 
flag of the United States 


Rios Is Meddling. 

Madrid, Jan. 6.—The following official 
dispatch has been received from Ma- 
nila: The insurgents refuse to liberate 
the prisoners on the demand of the 
Americans, claiming that this might be 
construed as an act of submission to the 
United States. With regard to liberat- 
ing the monks the insurgents Intend to 
negotiate with the Vatican directly. 
General Rios has now opened direct ne- 
gotiations with the insurgents concern- 
ing the prisoners. 


LIABILITIES NEARLY $400,000 


Boston Man and His Wife Show Practi- 
cally No Assets. 


Boston, Jan. 6.—Charles H. Rosenfeld 
and Sarah A. Rosenfeld yesterday filed 
separate petitions in bankruptcy at the 
office of the clerk of the United States 
district court. The combined liabilities 
of husband and wife are $397,809.43. Mrs. 
Rosenfeld’s liabilities are $158,000, and 
Mr. Rosenfeld’s debts amount to $239,- 
809.43. Rosenfeld has assets to the ex- 
tent of $300. His wife has none. 

C. H. Rosenfeld is a salesman for New 
York cloak and fur concerns. Last 
night he said in relation to his petition: 
“The liabilities named are endorsements 
On notes of the Denver Land and Water 
Storage company. The company was 
formed for the purpose of irrigating ex- 
tensive tracts of land in Colorado, and 
was capitalized for $2,500,000. I held one- 
third of the stock. Our trouble came 
when Baring Bros., the big London 
bankers, failed. Our company went 
down. I was an endorser on the com- 
pany’s paper for about a quarter of a 
million, and my wife was also an en- 
dorser jointly with me. Her liability 
was about $158,000. The petitions are 
filed now simply to settle up the affairs 
of the company so far as we are con- 
cerned,” 


Run Down at Last. 

Boston, Jan. 6.—Two well-dressed 
women, said to belong to Back Bay 
families, but who have given the names 
of Mrs. Stevenson and Mrs. Kelley, were 
arrested last night on suspicion of being 
implicated in fraudulently obtaining 
goods from a number of prominent stores 
intheshopping center. Of late jewellers 
and diamond merchants have com- 
plained to the police that two shrewd 
Women were purchasing goods and or- 
dering the delivery of their purchases at 
the hotels where they professed to be 
stopping. They had planned to secure 
possession of the parcels, and then to 
disappear suddenly and mysteriously 
without paying for the articles. It is 
Said that articles to the value of $1000 
have thus been obtained by these women. 


Reduction In Insarance Rates, 

Boston, Jan. 6.—The New England in- 
Surance exchange, which makes the fire 
insurance rates in New England and has 
jurisdiction over that territory for the 
Stock fire companies, has just promul- 
gated an order abandoning the use of the 
co-insurance clause, which has been so 
unpopular in many citles, and has adopt- 
ed another form known asa percentage 
guaranty clause, which will make a sub- 
Btantial reduction in the rates en many 
tlassesofproperty. The insurance rates 
at present in force in Maine will be used 
as flat rates and all reductions for the 


percentage guaranty clause will he made 
from them,

NEARLY 100 EX-GOUNCILMEN. 


Councilmen by Years and the Term of 
Service of Each Member. 


A summary of the gentlemen who have served as Councilmen in the eleven 
years of the city, affords an interesting study. The list includes 125, but had 
none been reelected the total would have been 253. There have been 43 year- 
lings, not including new members this year. Forty have served or are serving 
the second year. Twenty-three have served or are serving their third year. 
Only nine have served four years. The five-year members are Councilmen 
Pinkham and Sidelinger of the present Council, while ex-Councilman E. W. H. 
Bass has the distinction of serving the longest number of years. Councilman 
Bryant is now entering his sixth year. While the service of Mr. Bass was

continuous, there have been two breaks of one and two years in the service of 
Mr. Bryant. 

The Council of 1889 being the first Council was, of course, composed of 
23 men without experience, but 2 served four years. 

The Council of 1890 had 12 new members, and 1 served six yearn. 

In 1891 there were 13 new members, and 1 served six years. 

In 1892 there were but 6 new members, and three years was the longest 
term. 

In 1893 there was the largest number of new members 17, but four years 
was the longest term of any. 

In 1894 there were 9 new members, and three years was the lengest term. 

In 1895, once more, a bare majority, 13, were new members, and 2 of these 
Messrs. Sidelinger and Pinkham, are still serving in their fifth year. 

In 1896, there were but 6 new members, and three years was the longest 
term. 

In 1897, there were 9 new members, and 6 are entering their third year. 

Last year there were 11 new members, and eight are entering their second 


year. 

The Council of 1899 has as few new members as any Council, but six, the 
same as 1892 and 1896, and for this reason should make an excellent record, 
particularly as one is entering his sixth year, two their fifth and several their 
third. 

The summary shows the Councilmen each year; the figure in the 
column indicating the year of service. It also shows the length of service of 
each gentleman elected to the City Council.

He 
lost bis leg under a Lackawanna engine 
in Hoboken. For three years he has been 
dealing in lead pencils, two for 5. He 
has an invention of a ‘‘noiseless peg 
leg’’ of rubber, but never had money 
enough to push it. Artbur Sackley is 
secretary. He lost his leg in Harlem 
under a New York Central freight 
train, and for five years has been devel- 
oping the shoestring and razor strop 
trade. Every member lost a leg in vari- 
ous accidents, principally on railroads. 
All had ‘‘peg legs.’’ It was one of the 
requirements of the club to have that 
sort of artificial leg. Recently the mem- 
bers were very disorderly at their round 
table sittings. The owner of the build- 
ing, Mr. Bennetbum, was unable to 
make them keep still. They rented the 
room for a club of quiet people. It 
proved tu be just the opposite. The po- 
lice were informed, and they raided the 
place. | 

Jimmy Murphy of New York tried 
to get away, and Policeman Wickel, in 
the midst of the crowded and fashiona- 
ble thoroughfare of South Fifth street, 
fired at Murphy and put a bullet hole 
clean through his right thigh.

LAND INSYMPATHY 


With the Proposal of the Czar For a 


Disarmament Conterence. 


Successful Result Will Earn 
the World’s Praise. 


Would Prevent Perfection of Instruments Pro- 
ductive of Carnage and Destruction. 


London, Jan.7.—The reply of Lord 
Salisbury to the proposal of Emperor 
Nicholas for a disarmament conference 
of the powers, which is just published, 
promises the cordial co-operation of the 
British government and asks for an in- 
dication of the heads of discussion at the 
conference, 

In the course of the document, which 
Was transmitted through Mr. Scott, 
British ambassador at St. Petersburg, 
Lord Salisbury assures the czar of the 
government's cordial sympathy. He 
goes on to say: 

“This sympathy is not confined to the 
government, but is equally shared by 
popular opinion, which has been strik- 
ingly manifested by the numerous res- 
oOlutions adopted by public meetings and 
societies. There are, indeed, few na- 
tions, if any, which both on ground of 
feeling and interest are more concerned 
in the maintenance of general peace 
than Great Britain. The statements 
which constitute the grounds of the 
emperor's proposal are but too well justi- 
fied. It is uufortunately true that, 
while a desire for the maintenance of 
peace is generally professed, and while 
in fact, serious and successful efforts 
on more than one recent occasion have 
been made with that object by the great 
powers, there has been a constant ten- 
dency on the part of almost every nation 
to increase its armed force, and add to 
the already vast expenditure on the ap- 
Pliances of war. 

“The perfection of the instruments 
thus brought into use, their extreme 
costliness, and the horrible carnage and 
destruction which would ensue from 
their employment on a large scale, have 
acted no doubt, as a serious deterrent 
from war, but the burdens imposed on 
the populations affected must, if pro- 
longed, produce a feeling of unrest and 
discontent, menacing to both internal 
and external tranquillity. Her ma- 
jesty’s government will gladly co-oper- 
ate with the proposed efforts to provide 
a remedy for the evil, and, if in any de- 
gree it succeeds, they feel that the sov-

Retail trade reflects the quieting of the

days, but the majority of the reports re- 
ceived since Jan. 1, in this and in the 
wholesale branches, refer to collections 
as almost uniformly good. Export trade, 
particularly in cereals, continues well up 
to rnaximum figures, while reports from 
the great industries of the country are 
favorable. The cruder forms of ironand 
steel have been in rather less demand 
this week at leading centers. Some 
heavy orders for railroad account are re- 
ported booked, and the export trade con- 
tinues of liberal proportions, partly 
aided, no doubt, by the Shading in ocean 
freight rates occurring during the past 
month, 

Good trade reports and small receipts, 
coupled with more outside speculative 
interest, have made for steadiness in 
Taw cotton prices, while in manufac- 
tured goods all the old strength is main- 
tained in print cloths, and some other 
makes of cotton goods have been slight- 
ly advanced. Returns as to 1898 tradein 
most lines have been favorable, and the 
opening of spring trade is awaited with 
more than usual confidence, this feeling 
being particularly marked in the lines 
above enumerated and in lumber and 
agricultural implements, 

Bank clearances for the week aggre- 
gate $1,765,900,000, nearly $40,000,000 larger 
than ever before reported. 

The steadiness of wheat this week, 
participated in by other cereals, finds ex- 
planation in continued foreign buying, 
the strength of the statistical position, 
the normal time for decreases in Ameri- 
can stocks having arrived, with supplies 
still smaller than at any corresponding 
date for 10 years past, aided by less 
favorable advices from Argentina, 
whence minimum estimates are again 
arriving.

Pryan at Cincinnati, 

Cincinnati, Jan. 7.—The Duckworth 
club of Cincinnati gave its annual ban- 
quet last night, the guest of honor, 
W. J. Bryan, being introduced amid a 
storm of applause. After discussing 
the Chicago platform and emphasizing 
the 16 to 1 plank, Mr. Bryan took up the 
new questions that have grown out of 
the war. He called attention to the 
president's recommendation for a larger 
army, and insisted that the army should 
be divided into two branches, the army 
for domestic use in the United States, 
which he said did not need to be in- 
creased, and the army of occupation, 
which is temporarily necessary for use 
outside of the United States. He said 
that the army of occupation should be 
recruited at once in order to relieve the 
volunteers, but that the term of service 
should be short, because the nation’s 
policy is not yetsettlad. Turning tothe 
question of annexation, he insisted that 
the nation had not yet decided what to 
do with the Philippine islands. His 
argument was along the same lines as 
his previous utterances on the subject, 
declaring that the forcible annexation 
of the Philippines would violate a fixed 


principle of Americanlaw. Mr. Bryan's 
closing remarks dealt with ‘the trusts of 
the beneficiaries of expansion.” The 
favored class, he said, would get all that 
came back.

But who 
knows? The doctors have so many the- 
ories about the grip, and they are all so 
unlike that we have somewhat lost our 
confidence in the physicians. Medical 
Commissioner Cosby of New York says 
that you can have the grip but once in 
five or six years. After one attack he 
declares you are immune for a long pe- 
riod. There are many grip victims who 
would like to tell Dr. Cosby what they 
think of him. 

There is really nothiug funny about 
the grip. You might think there was 
from the pictures accompanying this 
article, but the artist who drew them 
knows better. He merely expresses the 
American optimism with which we aoc- 
cept such afflictions. We take the grip 
good naturedly, as we do many other 
ills and evils. 

I saw an evidence of this the other 
morning. Two men met on the side- 
walk. One was muffled up to tke ears. 
He bent over as if he carried a heavy 
load on kis shoulders.

But the grip is not susceptible to rid- 
icule. In spite of bad jokes and forced 
cheerfulness on the part of its victims 
it keeps steadily at work. The results 
are something remarkable. Already 
grip clogs the wheels of industry and 
commerce. There are several times 
more workers now temporarily absent 
from offices, shops and factories than 
the number which were withdrawn to 
fight Spain. It isa grim fact, too, that 
this grip invasion means more fatalities 
than occurred to our soldiers during the 
entire war. We may grin at the grip, 
but a glimpse at his grewsome aid de 
camp, pneumonia, takes all tue humor 
out of the situation. 

Grip has already closed schools, 
churches and theaters. There are un- 
used benches in the factories, vacant 
desks in the offices and unfilled places 
everywhere. You have read about the 

| grip ravages at Vassar and other col- 
| leges. The ranks of the New York po- 
lice force have been so reduced by the 
absence of grip patients that the ques- 
| tion of policing the metropolis has be- 
come a serious one. 
| Grip is a disease with a history. Ac- 
| cording to the best authorities, the dis- 
| ease has been known by various names 
—catarrhal fever, contagious catarrbal 
fever, dandy fever, coquette, la grippe 
and others. ‘Co the English, as the dis- 
ease suggested nothing, it was called an 
epidemic cold among them. The Ger- 
mans, who always find some fancied re- 
| semblance among different diseases,

the names of schaffhusten and shaff- 
krankheit upon it. 

In addition to these names, the cough 
which accompanies the attack, due to 
the disturbance of the respiratory or- 
Gans, resembles the crowing of a cock, 
in consequence of which it is named 
hubnerweéh (chicken disease, whooping 
cough) and ziep and is the same disease 
among chickens which is known in this 
country as pip. La grippe is said to be 
derived from the Polish word ‘‘chryp- 
ka.’’ It is more likely, however, that 
its origin is from the word ‘‘agripper,”’ 
to seize. 

Infiuenza is a term which originated 
with the Italians, according to their be- 
lief that the diseaee was due to the in- 
fluence of the stars or from a significa- 
tion of the word indicating something 
transient or ephemeral. The name was 
considered fashionable among them. 
Hippocrates is said to have referred to 
it, but gives no exact description of the 
disease in his writings. Diodorus Siculus 
recorded an outbreak in the Athenian

army in Sicily during the year 415 B. 
C. which is supposed from its descrip- 
tion to be influenza. 

There are records of a similar disease, 
supposed to be the same old grip, which 
show that it has appeared at intervals 
in various parts of the world for centu- 
ries. In 1830 there occurred a remarka- 
ble series of epidemics which fairly 
swept around the world. 

It began in China. In September it 
reached the Indian archipelago. From 


there it’swept into Russia and invaded 


Moscow in November. It raged in St. 


Petersburg in January, 1831. By March 
it had reached Warsaw. Eastern Prus- 


sia and Silesia succumbed in April. 


The inhabitants of Denmark suffered 
during May, together with Finland and

a great part of Germany. 
month announced its arrival] in Paris, 
and by June it had invaded England 
and Sweden, and in July held possession 
of middle Europe. 

With the approach of the early win- 
ter months it swept southward into 
Italy and westward across the Atlantic 
to North America, until in the month 
of February, 1832, it was raging in cer- 
tain parts of the United States. In the 
east it continued, spreading to Java, 
farther India and the Indian archipel- 
ago, and was found existing in Hindu- 
stan after it had ceased in Europe. In 
1883 it revisited Russia, and from 
thence overran all Europe, which it suc- 
ceeded in doing by November of the 
same year. 

But it wasin 1889 that the United 
States suffered most from grip. That 
year it came from Russia. It spread 
through Germany, France and western 
Europe and appeared in London in De- 
cember. About Christmas it invaded the 
United States, and rapidly became pan- 
demic. It reached its maximum in Jan- 
unary, 1890. Its reappearance as an epi- 
demic was in April and May, 1891, 
though it was not so extensive. During 
the winter of 1892-8 only a few sporadic 
cases occurred. In 1895 the grip again 
assumed epidemic form and appeared at 
the beginning of last year. 

Medical experts have been studying 
the grip for nine years and pretend to

MIDDLE AGE WARFARE 


Carried on by Spain Previous to Her 
Loss of the Philippines, 


Natives Waatonly Slaugh- 
tered In a Body. 


interesting Items Concerning the State of At- 
fairs Preceding Dewey's Arrival. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The following ex- 

_ tracts from the correspondence in con- 

mection with the peace treaty throws 

much light upon the situation in the 

Philippines prior to the declaration of 

war. The opening letters are from Mr. 
Williams, consul. at Manila: 

Feb. 22 last Mr. Williams-wrote: “The 
@overnor general, who is amiable and 
popular, having resigned, wished credit 
for pacification, and certain rebel lead- 
ets Were given cash bribes to consent to 
public deportation to China. This bribe 
and deportation only multipHed claim- 
ants and fanned the fires of discontent.” 

On March 19 Consul Williams com- 
plained that letters and telegrams were 
tampered with, and he then found it 
necessary to keep open house constantly 
for the benefit of American citfzens 
there. He also related many atrocities 
on the part of the Spaniards. One of 
these occurred on March 25, when a meet- 

e@ ing of natives was broken in upon by 
force, many being wantonly shot to 
death and 62 taken prisoners. 


| 


The next | 


day the 62 prisoners were marched to | 


the cemetery and shot down ina body. 
Many of these, Mr. Williams added, were 
not participants in the meeting. 
added that such horrors, though on a 
smaller scale, were of almost daily oc- 
currence. He also reported that several 
hundred native prisoners were disposed 
of by being placed in low dungeons in 
the city walls, where they were drowned 
by the rise of the tide, adding: “Cruel- 
tiles too horrid for an official reort are 
detailed to me every day, and it seems 
that the cry of outraged humanity would 
600n compel Spain to abolish middle age 
warfare.” 


He spoke of the influence of the church 
as the greatest bar to progress in the 
islands. Mr. Williams also stated that 
every leisure hour was devoted to the 
inspection of the forts, arsenals and 
battleships in and about Manila, even at 
that early day, and that he was sending 
information thus derived to Commodore 
Dewey, who, with his fleet, was then at 
Hong Kong. Spies were so thick that he 
4id not dare copy his dispatches in office 
books. 

Mr. Williams left Manila on April 23. 
He was a witness of Dewey's victory, 
and on May 12 resumd his reports frm 
Cavite. His first dispatch of that date 
began with assurance of “the friendli- 
ness of the Philippine natives to otr 
country and to me 26 its representative. 
Scores of times,’ he continues, “I have 
heard hopes expressed that either the 
United States or Great Britain woulé 
acquire these islands.” 

“Aguinaldo told me today,” he wrote 
on June 16, “that his friends all hoped 
that the Philippines would be held asa 
colony of the United States.” This was 
only four days after the tirs: formation 
of a provisional zovernment by the na- 
tives. Mr. Williams said he was invited 
to be present when this sovernment was 
organized by the Vilipinos, but that he 
declined. For this he afterwards re- 
ceived a note of approval from the state 
department.

,On July 18 Mr. Wildman, consul at 
Hong Kong, wrote to the secretary of 
state expressing his views on the then 
reported policy of the United States 
government to allow the Philippine is!- 
ands to return to Spain. Among other 
things, he said: “I consider the 40 »r 50 
Philippine leaders with whose fortunes 
I have been very closely connected, beth 
the superiors of the Malays and the Cu- 
bans. Aguinaldo, Agoncillo and San- 
dicio, are all men who would be leaders 
in their separate departments in any 
country, while among the wealthy Ma- 
nila men who live in Hong Kong, and 
who are spend@g their money liberaily 
for the overthrow of the Spaniards and 
annexation to the United States, men like 
the Cortez family and the Paza family, 
would hold their own among bankers und 
lawyers anywhere. In spite of state- 


ments to the contrary I know they are | 


fighting for annexation to the United 
States first, and for independence 
secondly.” 

Mr. Wildman also wrote that on the 
breaking out of the war he received a 
delegation from the !nsurgent junta, and 


they bound themselves to obey all laws | 


of civilized warfare and to place them- 
selves absolutely under the orders of 
Admiral Dewey if they were permitted 
to return to Manila. 


He stated that on April 27, after an- 
other conference, he agreed, on behalf of 
Dewey, to allow two of the insurgent 
delegation to accompany the fleet to 
Manila, he going withthem. It was only 
later that he prevailed on Admiral 
Dewey to allow Aguinaldo to en. Re- 
ferring to Aguinaldo’s organization of a 
government he said ‘tt was an absoluteiy 
necessary step to maintain contro’ over 
the nativ 


In conclusion, Mr. Wildman said: “J 
wish to put myself on record as &tatinz 
that the irgent government of the 


Philippine ids cannot be dealt with 
as though they were North . 
Indians, willing to be remov 
reservation to another at the whim of 
their masters. If the United States de- 
cides not to retain the Philippine islands. 
its 10,000,000 people will demand inde- 
pendence, and the attempt of any foreign 
gation to obtain territory or coaling sta-

The correspondence shows that Mr. 
Wildman was warned not to make 
pledges or discuss policy with Aguinaldo, 
and he replied that he made him no 
pledges and exacted from him but two, 
viz.: To obey unquestionably the com- 
mander of the United States forces in the 
Philippine islands and to conduct his 
Warfare on civilized lines. 

“Aguinaldo,”” wrote Mr. Wildman, 
“has written me by every opportunity, 
and I believe he has been frank with me 
both regarding his actions and his mo- 
tives. I am perfectly certain that the 
great majority of his followers and all 
the wealthy and educated Filipinos have 
but one desire—to become citizens of the 
United States. As for the mass of the 
natives, they would be content underany 
rule Save that of the friars.” 


Consul General Pratt, stationed at 
Singapore, ina letter to the department, 
detailed his last interview with Aguin- 
aldo, saying that he enjoined upon the 
Philippine leader the necessity under 
Commodore Dewey’s directions of as- 
suming absolute control over his forces 
in the Philippines, since no excesses on 
their part would be tolerated by the 
United States, the president having de- 
clared that hostilities with Spain were 
to be carried on in strict conformity with 
the principles of civilized warfare. Mr. 
Pratt stated that to this injunction 
Aguinaldo gave his full assent. Mr. 
Pratt also stated that Aguinaldo ex- 
pressed the hope that “the United States 
would assume protection over the Philip- 
pines for at least long enough to allow 
the inhabitants to establish a govern- 
ment of their own, in the organization 
of which he would desire American ad- 
vice and assistance.” 

Writing on June 16 to Mr. Pratt, Sec- 
retarygDay said: ‘This government has 
known the Philippine insurgents only as 
discontented subjects of Spain and is 
not acquainted with their purposes. The 
United States, in entering upon the occu- 
pation of the islands, as a result of its 
military operations in that quarter, will 
do so in the exercise of the rights which 
from the inhabitants, without regard to 
their former attitude toward the Span- 
ish government, that obedience which 
will be lawfully due from them.”

Former Female Friend of Barnet Now Figures 
in the Mysterious Case. 


New York, Jan. 7.—The World today 
Says: These new points were developed 
yesterday in the Adams poisoning mys- 
tery: Professor Witthaus found that 
Kutnow’s powder was mixed with the 
cyanide of mercury in the false bromo 
seltzer bottle sent to Harry Cornish— 
the mixture which killed Mrs. Adams. 

This is considered most important as 
making absolutely certain that the 
sender of the poison to Cornish was one 
and the same with the sender of cyanide 
of mercury to Henry Barnet in a Kut- 
now's powder box. 

The startling statement was made to 
The World on the authority of the trained 
nurse who attended Barnet that still 
another attempt had been made on his 
life, showing that the poisoner was de- 
termined in his murderous purpose, and 
persisted until, on the second attempt, 
he was successful.

Long Journey Ended, 

Boston, Jan. 7.—Ship R. B. Thomas ar- 
rived at this port yesterday after a long 
time in passage. The Thomas loaded a 
cargo of 8940 bales of hemp at Manila and 
left that port on April 22. She sailed from 
there hurriedly, and it was expected that 
Admiral Dewey's fleet was near at hand 
and that a battle wasiminent.

Beef Argument. 

Washington, Jan. 7.—Colonel Sharp 
testified before the war investigating 
commission yesterday that he had made 
the contracts with Nelson Morris & Co. 
for beef at Camp Thomas, and had sup- 
erintended the issue and inspection of 
refrigerator beefin Porto Rico. He said 
that the quality of fresh beef issued at 
Camp Thomas was equal to any he had 
ever seen fn the army. 

Governor Beaver read the witness 
parts of Surgeon W. H. Daley's report 
to Genera! Miles on the “embalmed beef” 
issued at Camp Thomas and asked if he 
had noticed the “mawkish taste” and 
“disgusting odor’ of the beef referred 
to. Colonel Sharp said the report in 
question referred to a time after witness 
left Camp Thomas, and said positively 
that the description did not apply to 
any of the beef he had seen. Hesaid he 
had inspected one vessel of refrigerated 
beef at Arroyo, Porto Rico, and that the 
beef was the “‘wonder and admiration” 
of all the natives and foreign residents, 
none of whom had ever seen such good 
beef. The native cattle in Porto Rico, 
he said, were infinitely inferior to the 
American refrigerator beef. The Porto 

Ricans slaughtered bulls, stags and 
heifers indiscriminately, class ex- 
cluded from our army beef by contract. 
They also slaughtered superannuated 
draught cattle, whose flanks and quar- 
ters were invariably full of small sacs 
and cysts. He knew of no chemically 
preserved meat issued to the army, and 
he warmly commended all the American 
beef given our troops in Porto Rico. 
Colonel Sharp thought the loss of the 
spoiled beef which has been in question 
fell to the contractor and not to the govy- 
ernment. 

Colonel Sharp said that his order of 
preference for beef would be refrigerated 
beef first, canned second and beef on the 
hoof third.

Crisis Reached. 

Washington, Jan. 7.—The condition of 
Representative Nelson Dingley, who has 
been ill with pneumonia for almost a 
week, has undergone a marked change 
for the worse, and his physicians hold 
out little, if any, hope for recovery. Al- 
though the lung has improved consider- 
ably, and the cough has lessened, the 
effect of the pneumonia has so weakened 
the system as to decrease the vitality to 
an alarming extent. The poison from 
the disease has permeated the whole 
system, which renders it less potent to 
stand the terrible strain. The patient 
was delirious yesterday and appeared to 
be uttering extracts from speeches he 
has made on the tariff question in the 
house of representatives.

Princess Tetua was adopted 
by Queen Pomare, and when she grew 
up begame a great power in the southern 
seas. Atan early age she married John 
Brandon, a Scotchman, by whom she 
had nine children. Brandon was at the 
head of the greatest commercial house 
_ the islands. After his death she mar- 

ed Ger rge Darsie, also a Scotchman. 


Killea by Robbers, 

Neweastle, Pa., Jan, 9.—John Blevins, 
city treasurer of Newcastle, was found 
Saturday night in his office, uncon- 
scious and dying. His head had been 
beaten to a jelly, the safe broken open 
and perhaps $200 in money stolen. Sat- 
urday evening Blevins went to a tailor’s 
fora new suit ofclothes. The garments 
were not ready and he went to his office, 
which is over the jail, to walt until the 
tailor had finished. When at midnight 
he had not returned, hs son went te 
his office. He found his father lying on 
the floor, unconscious, in a pool of blood. 
He died soon afterwards. The robbers 
and murderers have left no clue to their 
identity. 


Fatal Train Wreck. 

Chattanooga, Jan. 9.—A headon col- 
lision occurred yesterday between a local 
passenger train and a double-header 
train on the Knoxville and Ohio branch 
of the Southern railroad near Newcomb. 
The engineer of the passenger train was 
killed, as was his fireman. The en- 
gineer of the freight train was also 
killed and his fireman fatally burned. 
The passenger train had the right of 
way, and the freight was running in dis- 
obedience of orders. Two passengers 
were killed and a number seriously 
burned. An oil car was next to the en- 
gine on the freight train and its tank ex- 
ploded, almost destroying both trains. 


To Receive Due Honors, 

Washingten, Jan. 9.—The Sixty-ninth 
New York regiment of volunteers will 
be mustered out of the service of the 
United States in New York, in accora- 
ance with a decision reached by Secre- 
tary Alger yesterday. This action is 
taken in response to the request of the 
citizens of New York and Governor 
Roosevelt, Who were anxious that the 
men should return in a body and be ac- 
corded the honors due them. The reg- 
iment is now at Huntsville, Ala, and 
will leave for home as soon as the rolls 
can be completed.

A FREAK OF NATURE. 


Part of Moun.ain Drops Into Fraser 
River and Changes Its Course. 


Chicago, Jan. 9—A Tribune special 
from Vancouver, B.C.,says: News was 
received here of a tremendous landslide 
near Spencer bridge, on the Canadian 
Pacific railway. The recent thaw had 
the effect of loosening the sides of asmall 
mountain, which overhangs the Fraser 
river at that point. This mountain has 
long been an object of curiosity to travel- 
lers on account of its peculiar position, 
Ks flat summit extending a considerable 
distance over the river, which is narrow 
at that point. Shortly after midnight 
Saturday night, with a roar that could 
be heard over a mile, fully 100 acres of 
the hill, anywhere from 20 to 50 feet in 
depth, crashed into the Fraser, dam- 
ming it completely and sending the 
water in torrents over the fertile Nicola 
valley. The course of the river was 
changed completely. Now the Fraser, 
which, owing to the flat nature of the 
country, has broken into a broad, ma- 
jestic but shallow stream, is fully halfa 
mile out of its former course. The dis- 
trict is sparsely settled and no lives have 
been, so far as known, lost. Barns and 
houses, however, have been carried away 
and thousands of acres of valuable land 
will never be reclaimed from the waters 
of the Fraser in its new course. At the 
point where the masses of earth dammed 
up the river, flat ice has gathered and 
raised high in the air, forming an im- 
posing and picturesque sight.

London, Jan. 9.—The Times says edi- 
torially this morning: The announce- 
ment by the United States minister to 
China (Edwin H. Conger) of a satisfac- 
tory issue of the Shanghai question is 
doubly welcome, for it assures us that 
we have secured a point of considerable 
importance to our commercial and other 
interests in Shanghal, and that we have 
secured it by the co-operation of a power 
whose friendship we especially prize. 
Other nations in Europe and Asia will 
not be slow to appreciate the meaning of 
our success, and we may hope that the 
other powers interested will exert pres- 
sure at Pekin to get an immediate ex- 
tension of the general settlement at 
Shanghal.

Colligan and Francis Mc- 
Cormick, who were near by, heard the 
cries and rushed to the house and 
seizing a bucket of water dashed it 
over the burning body of Mrs. Milan. 
Carmin P. Gardner, who was passing 
in a team, drove to the police stat ion, 
and notified Chief Litchfied that Mrs. 
Milan had been burned by fire, al- 
though he did not know to what ex- 
tent. Officer Lyons was sent down and

House Will Have No Spare Time on 
Its Hands During This Session. 


Long Arguments on the Treaty 
Promised In Senate. 


Indications Against Discussion on the Subject 
In Open Session. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—The time of the 
house will be fully occupied from this 
time forward until the conclusion of the 
session. Appropriation bills which are 
already in an unusually advanced stage 
are to be kept to the fore, but there is a 
deal of other important legislation which 
will press for consideration at every Op- 
portunity. 

Perhaps the most important single 
meastre is the bill for the reorganiza- 
tion. of the army. It was the general 
understanding before the recess that this 
bill would be given consideration im- 
mediately after the holidays, but the Lll- 
ness of Chairman Hull of the military 
affairs committee will delay this meas- 
ure until he is sufficiently recovered to 
attend the sessions of the house. His 
illness will also delay the military 
academy and army appropriation bills. 

Meantime the friends of the navy 
personnel bill are pushing for its con- 
sideration, and the rules committee may 
give a day to it during the present week. 

The bill represents a complete agree- 
ment between the line and the staff. 
These two branches of the service have 
been at war for many years, but now that 
they have at last got together and agreed 
upon a measure its passage, once it gets 
to a vote, is assured. The only opposi- 
tion to it is likely to arise from the fact 
that the reorganization it contemplates 
involves an additional charge on the 
treasury of several hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The final vote on the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation bill will 
be taken today. The opponents of the 
civil service law succeeded in striking 
from the bill, while the house was in 
committee of the whole, the appropria- 
tion for the maintenance of the commis- 
sion. But today, when the vote is taken 
in the house, where members are obliged 
to go on record, there is little doubt but 
that the appropriation will be restored. 

The diplomatic and consular and the 
naval appropriation bills are the next 
budgets to be taken up, and either or 
both of them may be considered this 
week. Such time as intervenes will be 
consumed in the consideration of the bill 
for the codification of the laws of Alaska. 
This bill has been made a continuing 
order; portions of two days have already 
been consumed by it and less than 70 of 
the 232 pages of the bill have been dis- 
posed of. Thelawyers of the house show 
an inclination to go over it critically, 
section by section, and it may be before 
the house for an indefinite period. 


The week promises to be a busy one in 
the senate. It will begin with an elabor- 
ate speech by Senator Hoar to be de- 
livered immediately after the transaction 
of the routine business today, in opposi- 
tion to the extension of American terri- 
tory. This speech ts of considerable 
length, and with the interruptions that 
are Mable to occur it will probably con- 
sume the greater portion of the day. To- 
morrow Senator Mason will discuss 
briefly his resolution in opposition to 
this country’s asserting sovereignty over 
Cuba and the Philippines, taking strong 
ground for the independence of the peo- 
ple of the islands. 

Senator Morgan will make an effort 
early in the week to get the senate to 
name a date for taking a vote upon his 
bill for the construction of the Nica- 
raguan canal, and, whether he succeeds 
or not, will press the bill as continuously 
upon the attention of the senate as cir- 
cumstances will permit. Unanimous 
consent is necessary to the fixing of 
of a time for a vote, and it is not prob- 
able that this will be secured for some 
time to come. 

It is the expectation that the peace 
treaty will be reported on Wednesday, 
and also that some of the appropplation 
bills now in the hanés-or the committee 
on Sppripriations will be brought in 
towards the close of the week. Im- 
mediate consideration will be asked for 
the appropriation bills, and it is possible 
that the beginning of the debate upon 
the treaty may be postponed until next 
week. There !s an effort among the 
opponents of the treaty to have it dis- 
cussed in open session, but the indica- 
tions are against such a course. 


Capito! Gleanings. 

The war department has finally de- 
cided to continue in force, for a time at 
least, the system of controlling taxes 
in Cuba practiced by the Spanish au- 
thorities, but with some very important 
changes made in the plan, all in the 
direction of liberality towards the tax 
payers and honesty of administration. 

The secretary of war has sent to con- 
gress an estimate of $22,000 for the pur- 
chase of the Gerdom patent for a gas 
check for breech loading rifies. 

Captain James E. Graybill, a member 
of the Confederate veteran camp of New | 
York city, called at the White House and | 
presented to the president an address 
commending the sentiments expressed 
by him in his recent Atlanta speech 
favoring government care of the Con- 
federate cemeteries. 

The postoffice department has ordered 
that all mail for Porto Rico, including 
that for United States military forces, 
be sent to New York for forwarding in- 
stead of Washington. 

The Michigan has arrived at Savannah 
from Havana and will be used to ship 
part of General Wilson's command to 
Matanzas. The Obdam will carry an- 
other detachment of the same command. 

Secretary Bliss has gone to New York 
to remain until Friday, and until relieved 
by his successor, Mr. Hitchcock, will not 
act on new matters of administrative 
Policy, but will leave the new secretary 
free to initiate his own Policy.

HUSTLING IN RUSSIA 


Does Not Appear to He In Line With 
Czar’s Disarmainent Proposals. 
London, Jan. 9.—The Sebusttopol cor- 
respondent of The Times, who has been 
touring in European Rossia for two 
months, to discover, if possible, some 
evidence on the part of the Russian gov- 
ernment to give effect to the disarma- 
ment proposals of Emperor Nicholas, 
gays all his observation was qi@te to the 
contrary. The coi respondent remarks: 
“At the naval dockyards I found fever- 
ish activity. Not a man has been with- 
drawn from the frontiers. The min- 
isters of war and marine have been in- 
specting all the important military and 
naval stations, urging an acceleration of 
the preparations for defense, but, ap- 
parently, naver mentioning the czar’s 
manifesto. The number of men en- 
rolled in the army and navy during the 
month of October last was larger than 
ever. Reinforcements are being sent 
to the far east as fast as they can be 
transported, while all the garrisons 
along the Russo-Turkish frontier 

being largely increased.” 


Slightly For the Better, 

Washington, Jan. 9.—The reports from 
Representative Dingley’s bedside are a 
trifle more encouraging, and his family 
believe thé@re is still a chance for him 
torally. Extreme weakness and poison 
in the system, resultant effects of his 
sickness, are the principle symptoms 
which the physicians now have to com- 
bat, which, in a man of Mr. Dingley’s 
age, make the outcome unct rtain. The 
nervousness and delirium have partially 
subsided, and the periods of conscious- 
ness are much more frequent. The pa- 
tient is reported to be resting easier. 
The president called in person yesterday 
and made inquiries concerning the sick 
man. Mr. Dingley’s two sons from 
Kalamazoo, Mich., have arrived in the 
city, but have not yet been permitted 
to see him. 


A Mangled Floater. 

Chatham, Mass., Jan. 9.—The headless 
body of a man, supposed to have been a 
passenger on the steamer Portland, was 
picked up on the beach at midnight 
Saturday by Patrolman Bloomer of the 
Chatham life saving station. Both 
hands were also missing, and consider- 
able of the flesh on the arms was gone. 
The man was thought to have been about 
six feettall. The clothes were, however, 
in good condition, the trousers being of a 
fine quality of black cloth, a ribbed vest, 
white undeclothes, white cotton shirt 
with white studs, black stockings and 
laced shoes. 


Claims Self-Defense. 

Machias, Me., Jan. 9.—Frank Brown, 
aged 13, of Princeton, was brought here 
and lodged in jail to await trial for the 
stabbing of an Indian at Princeton, It 
is alleged that an ill feeling has ex- 
isted between the Indian and Brown, 
the Indian having attempted to assault 
the boy at different times, and finally 
threatening his life. While attempting 
to execute this threat, the Indian was 
stabbed by Brown. The boy claims he 
committed the deed in self-defense It 
is thought the wound will prove fatal. 


Fatal Hotel Fire. 

Pittsburg, Jan. 9.—A fire which broke 
out in the Hotel Richelieu early yester- 
day morning resulted in a property loss 
of only about $15,000, but three lives were 
sacrificed and five people were badly 
hurt. The fire originated on the second 
floor from an explosion of gas, and with- 
in a few moments the building was a 
mass of flames and blinding smoke. The 
noise of the explosion awakened most of 
the guésts, about 20 in number, and a 
frantic fight for life ensued. The hotel! 
was completely destroyed. 


Given Life Sentence, 

Mumfordville, Ky., Jan. 9.—Professor 
J. W. McClure, who was indicted with 
Rev. G. Doyle for the murder of Miss 
Lydia Bracher, was given a life 
tence. Doyle is a Baptist minister, and 
was alleged to have betrayed Miss 
Bracher and induced Professor McClure, 
who ts one of the most prominent edu- 
eators in this section, to perform an op- 
eration, which resulted in the girl’s 
death. Separate trials were demanded, 
and McClure was tried first.

AFRIGHTFUL DISASTER, 


Thirteen Persons Killed In Head-On 
Collision on kehigh Valley Road.’ 


Excursion and Local Crashed 
Into One Another. 


Passengers In One Heavily Laden Coach 
Either Killed or Injured. 


New York, Jan. 10.—Thirteen persons 
killed outright and 25 or more injured is 
the record of a headon collision between 
two passenger trains of the Lehigh Val- 
ley railroad at West Dunellen, N. J., at 
12:47 p. m. yesterday. 

The scenes which accompanied the col- 
lision, the sufferings of the injured and 
the panic that reigned among the 400 
passengers were well nigh indescribable. 
The blood-stained wreck of tangled and 
twisted iron and wood that is still on the 
railroad tracks bears witness to the truth 
of the general verdict of railroad men 
that this was one of the worst collisions 
in recent years, 

A headon collision on a double track 
road was only made possible by a freight 
wreck which occurred at Bound Brook 
at 6 o'clock yesterday morning, when 
the axle of a freight car broke and nine 
cars were piled on top of each other. 
This completely blocked the east-bound 
track, and qll through the morning 
Lehigh Valley trains bound for New 
York switched from their own track to 
he west-bound track, going over these 
rails from Lound Brook to Newmarket, 
a distance of six miles, and changing at 
the latter place back to their right side 
of the road. To permit this mode of 
traffic all west-bound trains were held 
at South Plainfield until their own line 
was clear of trains going in the opposite 
direction, 

Train No. 20 which left Shamokin, Pa., 
at 7 a. m. was so heavy with human 
freight that it had to be broken into three 
sections. The first two sections arrived 
at Bound Brook, switched over to the 
other track, switched back at New- 
market and reached New York in safety. 
The third section of this train was al- 
most an hour late. Its seven cars were 
crowded with 400 excursionists, most of 
them from Mount Carmel and Shamokin, 
Mahoney City, Hazelte” Ashland and 
Pottsville, Pa. The pa:cy was traveling 
under the auspices of the business men’s 
excursion, an annual affair which many 
patronize for a three days’ visit to New 
York. Not a few of the excursionists 
were to witness the McCoy- 
Sharkey fight. Their train switched over 
at Bound Brook and proceeded, like the 
preceding sections, on the west-bound 
track.

Meanwhile there had been waiting at 
New! et a local train that plies 
regularly between New York and Bound 


3rook. It was due in Bound Brook at 
11:59a.m. Owing to the traffic all going 
on one track, it was almost an hour late. 
At last the train dispatcher at South 
Plainfield gave it permission to go. Just 
before reaching West Dunellen Engineer 
tick slowed his train down, because the 
train stops there for passengers if there 
are any. Martin Brennan, the signal 
man, threw up his arms and waved them, 
as if to say there were no passengers, so 
the local put on steam and headed round 
the curve, going at about 25 miles an 
hour. There were only four passengers 
on the local. 

In the cab of the excursion train engine 
was James Prendergast, engineer, with 
his fireman, George Cheshire. They saw 
the local as it started on the curve 
With shrieking whistle and brakes 
grinding sparks from the wheels the ex- 
cursion train bore down to what seemed 
certain destruction. The passengers, 
alarmed at the continued whistling, 
opened the windows; mothers clasped 
their children in their arms, men started 
from their seats, but before they had 
time to find out what was the matter 
they were hurled headlong, knocked 
senseless and many killed outright. 

The two engines, now pilotless, for 
both crews had jumped, came together 
with an awful crash. The excursion train 
was probably going at about 15 miles an 
hour. The local engine turned a com- 
plete somersault and came crashing 
down beside its now demolished ob- 
struction. But its career was not ended 
before it had jumped the tender of the 
excursion train engine almost from one 
end to the other of the first car from 
Shamokin. The tender stopped a few 
seats from the rear door. The car, or 
what was left of it, rolled over, carrying 
with it the imbedded tender, the frag- 
ments of a dozen bodies and the im- 
prisoned w ounded who had been carried 
with the jagged iron on its relentless 
course through the coach. 


It was in this first car of the excursion 
train that all of the deaths and most of 
the casualties occurred. The other cars, 
though their occupants were badly 
shaken, stayed on the track. The bag- 
gage car in the front of the local train 
was damaged, but with the exception of 
the two engines and the first car of the 
excursion train none of the cars were so

of the venerable, white-haired senator, 


| pleading in defense of the principles of 


the country in opposition to the policy 
of the party with which he has all his life 
been identified. 

It really looked an epoch-making occa- 
sion. Not probably since the days of 
slavery has such an important constitu- 
tional question come up, and this, to- 
gether with Senator Hoar’s fame as an 
orator and prestige as a statesman, was 
sufficient to crowd the senate chamber. 

He was listened to with breathless at- 
tention. Even senators, who are often 
indifferent, no matter who is speaking, 
hung upon his every word. He seemed 
to realize that it was one of the great- 
est events of his career, and the speech 


was one of the best he evep delivered. 
It was one of the greatest heard in the 
senate for many years. The following 


is an outline of the speech: 

Mr. Hoar said that our fathers, who 
framed the constitution, were the wisest 
builders of states the world has yet seen 
They had studied ancient history 
had learned that while there is little 
that a democracy cannot accomplish it 
cannot rule over vassal states or sub- 
ject peoples without bringing the ele- 
ments of death into its own constitution. 
Our fathers, he said, learned two lessons 
from the history of Greece—the danger 
of disunion and domestic strife and an 
indulgence in the greed and lust of em- 
pires—and he hoped we might avert the 
latter danger as we had averted the for- 
mer. In this connection, he quoted Pro- 
fessor Creasy as saying, in his “Fifteen 
Decisive Batttes of the World:” “There 
has never been a republic yet in history 
that acquired dominion over another na- 
tion that did not rule it selfishly and op- 
pressively. There is no single exception 
to this rule cither in ancient or modern 
times.” 

Mr. Hoar believed, he said, this coun- 
try to be a nation—a sovereign nation. 
He believed congress possessed all the 
powers to accomplish the 
great objects the framers of the consti- 
tution intended sheuld be accomplished. 
But he denied that it possessed the 
“astonishing” on. Sapte powers 
under the constitCtion which the sena- 
tor from Connecticut (Mr, Platt) attri- 
buted to it.

Mr. Hoar then quoted Mr. Platt as say- 
ing: “As to every matter the United 
States as a nation\ possesses sovereign 


power, except only where sovereignty 
has been reserved to the states and the 
people.” 

And again, “as a nation it possesses 
every sovereign power not reserved in 
its constitution to the states or to the 
people. The rigat to acquire territory 


was not reserved, and is therefore an 
inherent sovereign right. In the right 
to acquire territory is found the right to 
govern it and as the right to acquire is 
a sovereign, inherent right, the right to 
govern is a sovereign right not limited 
in the constitution.” 

These propositions of Mr. Platt, Mr. 
Hoar expressly dened. He affirmed that 
every constitutional power is limited to 
the one supreme and controlling pur- 
pose declared in the constitution itself, 
“in order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tran- 


killed John Mitchell at a} Quility, provide for the common defense, 


promote the general welfare and secure 
the blessings of liberty to ourselves and 
to our posterity.” 

When the senator from Connecticut un- 
dretakes to declare, said Mr. Hoar, that 
we may do such things not for the per- 
fect union, the common defense, the gen- 
eral welfare of the people of the United 
States, or the securing of liberty to our- 
Selves and our children, but for any 
fancied or real obligation to take care of 
distant peoples beyond our boundaries, 
not people of the United States, then I 
deny his proposition and tell him that 
he can find nothing either in the text of 
the constitution or the exposition of the 
fathers, or the judgment of courts from 
that day to this, to warrant or support 
his doctrines. 


In support of his interpretation of the 
constitution, Mr. Hoar cited numerous 
authorities, among them Charles Sum- 
ner, Justice Matthews and Justice Brew- 
er. He then appealed to senators who 
are hesitating as to what their action 
upon the question of expansion may be 
—"the greatest question that has ever 
been or ever will be put to them in their 
lives, the question, not of a year or ofa 


j congress, not of a generation, not of a 


century,but a question pertaining rather 


| to the great yeriod of a national life’— 


not to commit themselves in principle 
to such a policy by supporting the peace 
treaty and then say they will consider 
hereafter how they will act under it. 
“When you raise the flag over the Phil- 
ippine Islands as an emblem of dominion 
and acquisition you take it down from 
Independence hall.” 


Mr. Hoar dwelt with emphasis up- 


| on the large increase in national] expen- 
| diture which the policy of expansion ad- 


vocated by Mr. Platt would entail, plac- 
ing the @mount at $150,000,000 annually. 

He argued that the adoption of Mr. 
Platt’s doctrine would reduce wages, in- 
crease taxation, place an armed soldier 
on the back of workingmen and by the 
act of the government every American 
dignity would be dishonored and _ his 
manhood discrowned. 

In conclusion Mr. Hoar said he could 
not agree that the lesson of our first hun- 
dred years is that the declaration of in- 
@ependence and the constitution are a 
failure and that America is to begin the 
20th century where Spain began the 16th. 

The Monroe doctrine is gone. Every 
European nation, every European alli- 


ance has the right to acquire dominion 


in this hemisphere when we acquire it in 
the other. 

It may be, he thought, thatina tem- 
pest of popular delusion a cloud might 
for the moment cover the great truths of 
ourdeclaration. He hadencountered such 
storms in his experience, ut the clouds 
had passed and the sunshine had come 
again. 

Mr. President, this spasm of folly and 
delusion also, in my Judgment, will sure- 
ly pass by. Whether it pass by or no, I 
thank God I have done my duty, and that 
I have adhered to the great doctrines of 
righteousness and freedom, which I 
learned from my fathers, and in whose 
service my li#e has been spent. 


Senator Platt of Connecticut followed 
Senator Hoar in a speech of considerable 
tartness, indicating that his feelings 
had been ruffled by the special attention 
| the Massachusetts senator had given 
| him. Mr. Platt first referred to it as an 

ghibition of “Massachusetts Farcasm.” 
| He then declared that the senator had 
created a straw man, which he had then 
proceeded to demolish. “He has not 
answered the argument I had the honor 
to make,” said Senator Platt, but rather 
has misrepresented what I said. That 
issue is a false cry,” hecontinued. “The 
liberal application of the senator's doc- 
trine would have turned back the May- 
flower from our coast. It would have 
prevented our movement toward the Pa- 
cific coast. We found here a race of 
people—the Indians—who did not want 
to be governed by us. What answer 
have you to make when the Indian raises 
his voice? You violated your Declara- 
tion of Independence when you attempt- 
ed to govern him without his consent. 
It is the spirit of the Declaration of In- 
dependence which giveth life, and the 
letter which killeth. We shall not have 
done a great wrong to humanity if we 
| extend over the people who reside in 
; the territory we may acquire the prin- 
ciples which are the spirit of the Decla- 
ration of Independence. 


The house reversed the decision of the 
committee of the whole last Friday when 
the appropriation for the support of the 
civil service commission was stricken 
out of the legislative, executive and ju- 
dicial appropriation bill. In committee, 
where members do not go on record, the 
appropriation was stricken out by a vote 
of 67 to 61. When the roll was called the 
appropriation was restored, the motion 
to strike cut being defeated, 95 to 119. 
The house, by special order, decided to 
proceed with the consideration of the 
naval personnel bill as soon as the bill 
for the codification of the laws of Alaska 
was out ofthe way. About 70 additional 
pages of the latter bill were covered, 

| leaving almost 100 pages still undisposed 

of. 


The Meat Inquiry. 
“Washington, Jan. 10.—Secretary Wil- 
son has directed Chemist Wiley of the 
department o4 agriculture to purchase 
canned meat in the open market here, 
the products of the concerns which fur- 
nished it to the government during the 
war, and to reake analysis of the cans’ 
contents to determine if they were treat- 
ed by chemicals. The inquiry is now in 
progress and prompt publicity will be 
given the results. Department officials 
are confident that the beef as furnished 
under the contracts was wholesome and 
pure, basing this confidence on the thor- 
ough investigation the government in- 

spectors make.

TO DEFEAT JUSTICE, 


President of Cassation Court Conspir- 
ingAginst That Tribunal, 


Its Fairness Sure to Be Im- 
:  peached In Advance. 


Undignified Method of Appealing to Populace 
Through Irresponsible Newspapers. 


Paris, Jan. 11.—The Dreyfus affair has 
now entered one of its bitterest chapters. 
Accusations, vituperations and threats 
are raging in the cafes and among the 
scores of boulevard sheets, many of 
which have found their sole reason for 
existence for months past in the un- 
happy strife they foment. 

It is regarded by impartial observers 
as the most dangerous factor to the in 
stitutions of the republic the affair has 
yet developed that the president of one 
of the chambers of the court of cassa- 
tion should assume the role of a leader 
of the agitation against the tribunz ul, de- 
claring that 16 of his colleacues are 
spiring to defeat the ends of justi Tl 1e 
method he employs of appealing to the 
populace through the newspapers, in the 
eyes of the most conservatice, agera- 
vates his course by its lack of dignity. 
It is evident that he, believing that the 
court of cassation will decide in favor of 
Dreyfus, intends to divest the decision of 
all weight by impeaching its fairness in 
advance; and he seems like ly to succeed, 
so far as the anti-Dreyfusards, man y¢ ie 
whom have hitherto respected the cour 
but are only eager to find exc uses for 
discrediting it, are conc erned. 

The opinion is gaining ground that the 
Opponents of the republic may find in 
this man, Quesnay de Beaurepaire, a 
leader, the lack of whom has hitherto 
been the chief guarantee of the continu- 
ance of the present regime. 

M. De Beaurepaire today contributes 
to the papers another rhetorical de- 
nunelation of the court of cassation. He 
exhorts the government to take the 
Dreyfus case from the hands of the 
criminal chamber and to entrust it tothe 
49 magistrates composing the whole 
court or to five of the aldest justice 2s. He 
appeals to the Dreyfusards: “Repud 
ate M. Loew and the others who serve 
you too well not toserve you badly. Ac- 
cept instead magistrates without pre- 
conceived opinions, men who are honest 
and slaves of the law.” 

The gist of M. De Beaurepaire’s charges 
is that Bard and Loew conferred with 
Picquart privately in an ante-room and 
also instructed the clerk of the court to 
express to him Ye court's regret at hav- 


ing kept him waiting and being unable | 
to hear him that day, which the clerk re- | 


fused to do, requesting a messenger to 
take Picquart a glass of wine. 

The Matin asserts that when General 
Billet (former minister of war) was be- 
fore the court drink was offered him 
also. To such trifles has the strife de- 
scended. The papers heatedly affirm 
and deny the statements as to Billet, who 
has been appealed to to settle the mat- 
ter, but he refuses to speak. 

It is believed that only 15 judges in the 
whole court have Dreyfus leanings, so 
that the heading thus far is to the ad- 
vantage of the anti-Dreyfusards. 


Conference of Importance, 

London, Jan. 11.—The Manila corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post says: 
There was an important conference last 
evening between duly authorized Ameri- 
can and Filipino commissions at the in- 
stance of Aguinaldo. The latter ap- 
pointed General Flores, Colonel! Aquilles 
and Senor Torres. Major General Otis 
appointed General Hughes, Colonel 
Smith] and Judge Advocate Crowder 
General Otis said the purpose of the con- 
ference was a mutual unde racanding’ of 
the policies, aims and desires of the pr 
ple of the United States and of the Philip- 
pines. There was a frank discussion. 


Why He Resigned, 

London, Jan, 11.—The queen will grant 
an annuity of £3500 to former Justice 
Hawkins, who recently resigned from 
the exchequer division of the high court 
of judicature and has since been elevated 
to thepeerage. Theannuity is regarded 
as in the nature of an inducement to 
Hawkins to leave the bench, where he 
had lingered years after the bar thought 
he should give way to a younger man 
When he retired it was rumored that he 
was only persuaded by something in the 
nature of a bribe,

While there are grave sus- 
picions, no one can lawfully be arrested 
on suspicion. The evidence in the pos- 
session of the police does not justify an 
arrest, and so long as I have any au- 
thority I will not permit the stigma of 
an arrest for murder to rest on any citi- 
zen unless I think I can convict the per- 
son of the crime.”

STRENGTH |S WANING. 


Feverish Desire For “Land Grabbing” 
Un-American, Says Senator Mason. 


A Few Hints on Modern Meth- 
ods of “Civilization” 


In Which We Are Retainded That All Our Insti- 
tutions Are Not Above Reproach. 


Washington, Jan. 11.—Senator Mason’s 
speech yesterday against expansion was 
pretty pungent. The features which 
created an especial sensation were his 
inquiry whether, now that Dick Croker 
has come out for civilizing the Filipinos, 
we had not better send Croker himself 
on the mission of civilization, and his 
proposal that we make over Lincoln's 
Gettysburg address. In spite of thesup- 
posed unpopularity of Mr. Mason's 
course, a ripple of applause went around 
the galleries at his close, and senators 
flocked around his chair to congratulate 
him. 

In the course of his speech the sena- 
tor said: “For over 100 years every lover 
of liberty has pointed to this sentence 
of the Declaration of Independence: 
‘That all just powers of government are 
derived from the consent of the gov- 
erned,’ as a reason for their fight for 
liberty. This sentence has been a pillar 
of fire by night and has stirred the hearts 
of the oppressed all over the world. In 
the light of this sentence crowns have 
fallen into dust, and the foundation of 
repubiics have been laid. You ask for 
See how we have expanded 
in the time since this sentence was writ- 
ten. Not only have republics started up 
in place of monarchies, but monarchies 
have themselves gradually broadened 
into constitutional governments, getting 
nearer and nearer to the voice of the 
people. 

“Our own was the first great republic, 
and in the better and broader sense our 
flag floats from the dome of every re- 
public. From Brazil to Nicaragua and 
Venezuela, the brave little republican 
flag is floaing. It may not be striped nor 
starred, like our own, but itis born of the 
spirit of our spirit wherever it floats, and 
it breathes defiance to the monarchies 
of the world, because our flag is in our 
sky and because the Monroe doctrine is 
writen forever in the hearts of the peo- 
ple 

“The other day, when the distinguished 
senator from Massachusetts asked the 
senator from Connecticut (Platt) what 
he was going to do with the sentence 
that “All just powers of government are 
derived from the consent of the gov- 
erned,”’ he answered, “from the consent 
of some of the governed.” 

“Mr. President, when any graat cause 
which is agitating the minds of the peo- 
ple needs for its defense such shallow 
and un-American evasions as this that 
cause will not live long in the minds of 
intelligent people. 

The Filipino is begging to treat with 
us as to his own land. He acknowle&ges 
our gallant service. There is no honest 
commercial treaty that an honest na- 
tion could ask that they are not willing 
to consent to. They won liberty as we 
did, and when 70,000,000 people have 
heard their ery for mercy and independ- 
ence the father in New England will 
plead for the father in Manila; the moth- 
er in Illinois will pray for the poor moth- 
er in the islands of the sea; the fathers 
will vote the mothers pray; the 
poisoned view of selfishness will have 
had its run and God help the party that 
urges war on the native who defends 
only his liberties and his home, 

“Ah! Mr. President, have we got to fight 
and plead for these people as we did for 
Cuba? Are we to hear Aguinaldo and 
his followers called robbers and cut- 
throats, as we heard of the brave Garcia 
and his followers wihin the last 12 
months in this chamber? Why not make 
them our friends forever, instead of our 
enemies. Why stingily withhold the jewel 
of indapendence; why not finish this war 
as we begun it—for humanity’s sake? 
Why not with a free and open hand give 
to them what we have promised togiveto 
Cuba? Then we have kept our promise; 
then have we bound them to us by bands

is this liberty to be established? Isitto 
be done hypodermically, with a 13-inch 
gun?

Did not the natives who were 
our allies rive the Spaniards out? Are 
they not in possession of their own land, 
their own homes? Having worn the 
Spanish yoke so long, do you wonder at 
their fear of ours? Shall we shoot them 
and burn their homes because God Al- 


| mighty has planted in their hearts and 


on their lips the sweet song of liberty? 
Forbid it, Almighty God! 

“But we are told that we must civilize 
Which part of our civilization 
shall we give them first? Shall we show 
them how to run municipalities with 
boodle aldermen? I see the chief of that 
great ethical society, known as Tam- 
many hall, says keep the islands: shall 
we send him to teach the untaught Fili- 
pino cleanliness in municipal politics? 
Shall we teach them to worship money 
or the man who hasit? Shal! we have 
special instructors to teach them how 
to kill postmasters and their wives ane 
children because of their complexions” 
Shall we have illustrations showing in 
large pictures the works of our mobs 
within the last 90 days in North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Illinois? Shall 
we teach them how to organize trusts so 
that one or two men can raise the price 
of the necessaries of life to-all the peo- 


ple? Shall we amend and print Lincoln's ! 


Gettysburg speech so that it will read, 
‘A government of all of the people, by a 
part of the people, for a few of the peo- 
ple?’ 

“Gentlemen may say I belittle our own 
institutions. Oh, no, Isimply call atten- 
tion to the beam in our own eye, to pre- 
vent, if possible, our breaking our neck

“Have we the right to purchase sov- 
ereignty? And if we have sucha right, 
have we the right to purchase it from

Spain, who had no right and whose title 
we had already discredited among the 
nations of the world? If we purchase 
the Spanish title of sovereignty, would 
we have the true title? 

“Who wants to govern the Philippine 
islands? Who among us wishes to vote 
for laws here to govern them, 10,000 miles 
away? I never saw their homes, Inever 
spoke with one of them, andI don't know 
their language, I could not live in their 
climate, I don’t know their institutions. 
Who is there here on this hill in Wash- 
ington, I say, to write laws to govern 
these people, whose very language we do 
not understand? 

“Ah, Mr. President, the fever has been 
upon us. Thank God, I believe the crisis 
is past. The people have been lashed 
into fury by the press. The glorious 
achievements of our army and navy have 
set the national pulse beating high, but 
the land grabbing fever is gradually re- 
ceding and the unnatural, un-Amer!- 
can desire to govern another without his 
consent, thank God, is hot so strong to- 
day as it was buta few days since. 

“Mr. President, lam through. I donot 
expect to escape bitter criticism. Ihave 
seen so much of sacrifice on the part of 
others in all of the past for the cause of 
liberty that I would for it sacrifice my 
seat among you, in which I take great 
honor, as cheerfully as I would part with 
a crust of bread. 

“J have wished for that magnetic 
strength that would help me to burn 
within your hearts the sacred word of 
liberty, not Spanish liberty for Cuba, 
not liberty for you prescribed by me, not 
liberty for me prescribed by you; not 
English liberty for America, not Ameri- 
can liberty for the Philippines, but lib- 
erty universal for which our fathers 
died.”’ 

The Nicaraguan canal bill was dis- 
cussed by Mr. Turley of Tennessee, who 
opposed the pending measures. An 
agreement was reached to consider the 
bill on Tuesday with 15 minutes to dis- 
cuss each amendment. 


The house devoted its undivided at- 
tention again to the bill for codification 
of the criminal laws of Alaska, and when 
adjournment was had all but 10 pages of 
the bill had been disposed of. 


Washington, Jan. 11.—Lieutnant Col- 
onel Gallagher, who was in charge of 
the commissary depot at Shafter’s head- 
quarters before Santiago, reappeared 
before the war investigating commission 
yesterday. During his incumbency, he 
said, he issued about 380,000 pounds of 
refrigerator beef. t was carefully in- 
spected, and was all fine meat. Hesaid 
about 4200 pounds of beef was con- 
demned by a board of survey, after it had 
reached the camps, which were from 
two to six miles from the transports. 
The meat deteriorated between the 
transports and the camps. He con- 
sidered the refrigerator beef certainly 
as good as any native beef that could be 
had in Cuba. When troops were far 
in the interior, he should recommend 
furnishing them with beef on the hoof. 
Regarding the canned “roast” or bailed 
beef, he said it was good, though not 
particularly attractive, and our men 
soon tired of it. The Spanish prisoners 
and the Cubans liked it, preferring it to 
bacon. Captain James C. Reid, com- 
missary of substance in the volunteers, 
described in detail his experience on the 
transport Massachusetts, which de- 
livered a large cargo of refrigerator beef 
at Porto Rico and Santiago. He said 
the Leef was of fine quality, and was 
perfectly good so long as witness had 
anything to do with ft. 


Took Up a Collection. 

Albany, Jan. 11.—At the meeting of the 
state Federation of Labor here yester- 
day, President Pierce of the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Labor gave a brief 
account of the Marlboro boot and shoe 
makers’ strike, and which has called hijgn 
into:this state in the interest of the strik- 
ers. Organized labor of Massachusetts, 
he said, had been drained to keep these 
idle men, women and children alive, for 
the laboring men were convinced that if 
the employes could hold out but a few 
weeks longer their demand would be 
complied with. President Pierce closed 
his speech with an appeal to the dele- 
gates for financial aid for the starving 
workingmen of unhappy Marlboro. A 
collection was taken up, which netted 
$34. 

Bondsmen Must Settle. 

Manchester, N. H., Jan. 11.—In the 
supreme court yestreday a decree was 
entered declaring the bonds of J. C. 
Moore, as guardian of the estate of Nina 
Brookhouse, a minor, to be forfeited. 
Moore is now in the state prison. When 
Miss Brookhouse became of age her 
property was not forthcoming. The 
bondsmen, the late ex-Governor Weston, 
Alonzo Elliott, Frank Dowst and Mrs. 
Cora Brookhouse, will have to settle. 
Most of the property is supposed to have 
gone the way of the other moneys in 
Dr. Moore's hands. It is claimed that 
Miss Brookhouse’s property amounted to 
between $40,000 and $45,000, but these 
figures will be disputed by the bonds- 
men.

Washington, Jan. 12.—"N«t the 
president nor anyone in this chamber 
desires anything but the ult:: nde- 
pendence of the Philippines ipli- 
cations, which senators will} n @x- 
ecutive session, justified the } lent’s 
course. We decided to take? 
until the people are ready and 
of self-government. Our occupation 
was not to be permanent. The people of 
the Philippines are to be given an op- 
portunity to govern themselves.” 

The above were the principal sentences 
in a speech delivered by Senator Foraker 
yesterday, when a climax was 
reached in the debate on the 
quegtion of expansion which is in prog- | 
ress in the senate. Heretofore all the} 
speeches, with the notable exception of} 
that of Mr. Platt of Connecticut, have 
been in opposition to what is p ned } 
to be the policy of the administration 
with respect to the acauisition of the 
Philippines. Yesterday Mr. Foraker of 
Ohio addressed the senate in opposition 
to the declaration of the Vest resolution, 
that the United States had no constitu- 
tional power to acquire foreign territory 
to be maintained as colonies. While 
much of his speech was devoted to acon- 
stitutional argument in support of the 
right of this country asa nation to ac 
quire and govern outlying territory, he 
gave particular attention to the utter 
ances that have been made in contr 
vention of that position, especially those 
of Mr. Vest and Mr. Hoar. Mr. Foraker 
has a clear, direct and forceful style of 
oratory which commandsattention. He 
is at his best in a running fire of debate, 
and the frequency of interruptions af- 
forded himample opportunity toelucidate 
his argument to the best advantage. He 
laid down the broad proposition that to 
adopt the Vest resolution was to declare 
that our fathers had brought forth a 
nation that was inferior to all other na- 
tions, regardless of the generally ac-

cepted idea thai one nation was eo) - 


equal of another and all equally re-| 
stricted. He maintained that the right} 
to acquire territory was aninherent right} 
of nationality, and that as we had the} 
right to make war and to enter into | 
treaty agreements it followed logically | 
that we had the power to acquire terri- |} 
tory by conquest and to assume the re- 
sponsibilities that might accrue there- 
rom. Mr raker’s strong assertion 
that the a ition of the Philippines | 
was temporary in character created a 
sensation In the chamber.

Prior to the speech by Mr. Foraker, a 
sharp debate was precipitated by Mr. 
Allen of Nebraska by same remarks he 
made upon a resolution he had intro- 
duced, “Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts and 
Mr. Gray of Delaware were drawn into it. 

When the senate w2nt into executive 
session, Senator Davis reported the 
peace treaty, stating that it had not 
been amended in any 
conimittee. He moved that the treaty} 
and proceedings of the peace commission 
be made public. This motion led to de- 
bate. The discussion was brief, how- 
ever, and the motion to remove the in- 
junction of secrecy prevailed. 

Senator Berry moved that the debate 
upon the treaty should be conducte¢ 
in open senate, but the motion went over 
until today. There were oniy 7zasual 
remarks upon the policy of publicity, 
and these were generally favorable to 
the removal of the secrecy injunctions ; 
from the treaty, and as generally op- 
posed to the opening of the doors of the 
senate for the debate upon the treaty.

BEAUREPAIRE'S GRIEF 


Expressed In an Inflammatory Proe- 
lamation Published at Paris, 


Further Denunciation of the 
Court of Cassation. 


Skepticism Regarding His Motives and Value 
of Hts Revelations. 


Paris, Jan. 12-—M. De Blowitz, the 
newspaper correspondent, predicts that 
neither the government nor the chamber 
of deputies will take the Dreyfus case 
from the criminal branch of the court of 
cassation, and that the result of the in- 
terpelations In the chamber will be a 
vote of confidence in the governmest. 

Quesnay de Beaurepaire, whose resig- 
nation of the presidency of the civil sec- 
tion of the court of cassation is regarded 
by impartial observers as the most 
dangerous development of the Dreyfus 
affair thus far, yesterday furnished the 
newspapers with the most inflammatory 
pronouncement he has yet made. 
is in the nature of a proclamation, and Is 
entitled “An appeal to the deputies,” 
whom he calls upon vehemently to re- 
move the Dreyfus case from the hands 
of the criminal chamber of the court. 
The proclamation concludes as follows: 

“Order a renl and solemn inquiry, 
which shall penetrate right into the 
viscera of this tortous examination. If 
there are guilty men in the bosom of the 
criminal chamber, authorize the execu- 
tive power to remove them, so that our 
magistracy may regain its ancient pres- 
uge. 

‘Remove the case from the criminal 
chamber tomorrow. Order an immedi- 
ate judicial inquiry. You can assuredly 
take other measures, as you have to ac-

‘Jonathan Ross Receives Ap- 
pointment In Vermont. 


| Chief Justice of Supreme Court to Fill Vacancy 
Caused by Morrill’s Death. 


| artford, Jan. 12.—General Joseph R. 
Hawley was yesterday nominated by the 
Lepublic ane caucus of the Connecticut 
| general assembly as a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself as the junior United States 
senator from Connecticut, and at a 
| later date he will be elected by the joint 

convention of the state legislature to 
| serve his fourth term in the highest law- 
| making body of the land.

CHAIRMAN HAWLEY OF THE SENATE MILI- 
TARY COMMITTEE, 


The victory which came to the dis- 
tinguished soldier and statesman fur- 
nished the climax to one of the most 
bitterly waged political contests ever 
fought in this state. For weeks and 
months there has been no letup in a 
strife for the honor which was rendered 
complicated by the presence in the field 
as General Hawley’s competitors of two 
of the most prominent Republicans in 
the state, Samuel Fessenden of Stam- 
ford, a member of the Republican na- 
tional committee, and Morgan G. Bulke- 
ley, one of Connecticut's former gov- 
ernors. ® 

The final battle took place yesterday 
afternoon, when the Republicans of the 
| house of representatives and the state 
senate met in a joint caucus. The vic- 

tory of General Hawley was not secured 
until three full hours had beenconsumed, 
| and nearly all of that time was occupied 

in balloting. Technically or officially, 
| there were seven ballots, but practically 
| nine ballots were taken. On the third 
| ballot it was discovered that a total of 
}199 ballots had been cast. At that time, 
| however, there were but 197 members in 
| the caucus, and the ballot was thrown 
| out. A new ballot was ordered with the 
|same result, and the third ballot was 
thus taken three times before the diffi- 
| culty was removed. 

Senator Hawley was at all times in the 
lead, but until the final ballot was cast 
and counted his margin was too narrow 
to permit of great confidence. The first 
ballot found the senator just two votes 
short. In other words, it required but 
the change in one vote to give him the 
nomination. The second ballot, however, 
showed a loss for Hawley of fouranda 
corresponding gain for his nearest com- 
petitor, Mr. Fessenden. On the third 
ballot Fessenden gained one and re- 
peated it in the next two, Senator 
Hawley, meanwhile, losing seven. On 
the sixth ballot Mr. Fessenden dropped 
i two, while General Hawley was given 
| seven of the votes which he had lost, and 
on the next ballot he was carried through 
with 117 votes, and a few minutes later 
; the leader of the most formidable op- 
position moved to make it unanimous, 
and General Hawley was declared the 
|}nominee of the caucus amid cheers, 
| which became deafening as they were 
reinforced by the throngs In the capitol 
lobbies, which had patiently waited dur- 
ing the long balloting process. 


MORRILL’S SUCCESSOR.

Fifield of Montpelier yesterday notified 
Governor Smith that, on account of

offered to Hon. Jonathan Ross of St.

With Co. K, ith Mass. 
Camp Wetherill, 
Greenville, S. C., Jan: 9. 

Today has been a very eventful day. 
The morning breaking out in beautiful 
sunshine, and the usual morning drills, 
came at ll o'clock. Our friend, the 
paymaster, who is always welcomed in 
camp, arrived at this hour. The pay- 
ing off did not commence until after 
dinner but by 2.30 every man in the 
regiment had his hard-earned monthly 
payment, making many cheerful and 
bright hearts. 

At three, a brigade drill was ordered, 
under the command of General Lawton. 
Our regiment left the camp, and 
marched over to the large tract of land 
on the opposite side, near the 20Ist 
New York, where we took our position 
on the left of the line,the 4th Missouri 
having the right of line. Shortly after 
our arrival on the above grounds, every 
man was issued 10 rounds of blank 
ammunition. At the command of the 
General, his orderly bugle:

TREATY DISCUSSION, 


bhall It Be Conducted Openly Or 
Behind Closed Doors? 


Some Senators Think World 
Should Not Listen. 


Others Insist That the Public Should Be Taken 
Into Confidence. 


Washington, Jan. 13.—The fight on the 
treaty seems to be oninearnest. Yes- 
terday there was a sort of “lining-up” 
in the senate and as a result the op- 
position to the treaty seems to be 
stronger. Senators Hoar and Hale were 
outspoken in their intentions to fight 
the treaty at every step and this has 
given heart to the opponents of the 
measure. 

The declaration of their position by 
so many senators arose out of an in- 
forma] discussion as to whether the 
treaty should be discussed in private or 
public sessions. This led to some sur- 
prises. Some senators voted for public 
sessions who were expected to favor 
secrecy, and some favored private ses- 
sions who might be expected to prefer a 
public discussion. 

The discussion continued from a few 
minutes past 1 o’clock until about 5, 
when the senate adjourned for the day 
without reaching a vote upon the Berry 
motion. It was a running debate, in 
which Senators Berry, White, Hale, 
Hoar, Vest and others in opposition to 
the treaty met Senators Davis, Frye, 
Teller, Gray and others in advocacy of 
it. Probably 20 senators spoke, but some 
of them did little more than ask ques- 
tions. Still speeches of some length were 
made by Messrs. Teller and Frye on the 
one hand and by Messrs. Hale and Hoar 
on the other. There were many ani- 
mated colloquies between senators, and 
for a time an exceptional! degree of feel- 
ing was shown. 

The proceedings opened with a speech 
by Senator Berry supporting his motion 
for open sessions, and he was replied to 
briefly by Senators Davis and Frye, 
Senator Vest later supporting and Sena- 
tor Teller opposing the motion. The 
discussion over the point hinged entirely 
on the contention on the one hand that 
the public was entitled to know what was 
taking place in the disposition of so im- 
portant a question as the ratification of 
the peace treaty, and on the other that 
the debate was sure to develop facts and 
call forth utterances which should not 
be given to other nations. It was argued 
by those favoring the motion that no 
harm would be done by taking the pub- 
lic into the senate’s confidence, while 
those opposed stated that vast inter- 
national questions were involved which 
could be considered in a far more judici 1 
and calm manner behind closed doors 
than with the whole world invited to 
listen. 

“Suppose it was important that the 
matter be kept private,” said Senator 
Vest, ‘‘no one supposed that this result 
could be secured. The senate’s execu- 
tive secrets, so-called, were invariably 
known to the world.” 

Senator White thought it safe to say 
that the important points at least would 
all go to the public. 

The senators who had acted as mem- 
bers of the Paris commission, Messrs. 
Davis, Frye and Gray, all antagonized 
the motion for open doors. They stated 
that from their experience in the ne- 
gotiation of the treaty, many questions 
involving grave international contro- 
versies were liable to be raised, and all 
urged the preservation of the custom of 
closed doors. Senator Teller sustained 
them in this position, stating that he 
considered the present complication too 
grave and the present, of all times, the 
most inopportune for a change of the 
custom. 

Senator Hoar, for the first time in his 
life, advocated open sessions, declaring 
that no fact could be developed in con- 
nection with the treaty too important 
for the American people to know. It 
was the people’s affair, said Senator 
White, and the people should be invited 
at least to listen to the discussion of the 
question. He said that if the commis- 
sioners who were present in the senate 
had any great secrets they should give 
them to the senate forthwith. 


These circumstances led to a renewal 
of the discussion of the wisdom and good 
policy of appointing senators as mem- 
bers of the peace commission. 

Naturally, too, the senate drifted into 
a discussion of the treaty itself and the 
intention of this government towards the 
Filipinos, much being said on the lines 
of Senator Foraker's open session speech. 
Senators Gray, Frye and Teller talked 
upon those matters, the speeches being 
on the same general lines as those made 
in support of expansion in open session. 
Senator Gray announced himself asa 
supporter of the treaty, admitting, how- 
ever, thut at the beginning he had some 
misgivings as to the policy involved. 
Still there could be no two opinions on 
the general question of surrendering the 
islands back to Spain, and with this 
question disposed of in the negative, it 
cnly remained for the United States to 
take at least temporary control of the 
islands. He had no doubt that the 
United States would deal fairly with the 
natives of the islands. 

Senator Teller’s speech was a more 
pronounced declaration for American 
sovereignty in the islands, and was a 
zealous plea for the recognition of our 
right as a nation to make conquest and 
to hold the country taken. He, too, 
would award the natives fair treatment, 
but he would leave no doubt in their 
minds that they were subjects of the 
United States. 

An interesting point bearing upon the 
treaty was brought out in connection 
with the confirmation cf General 
Wherry. Senator Hawley asked for ac- 
tion upon the nomination, saying that it 
was urgent because it was designed that 
General Wherry should go to the Philip- 
pines, and that he should proceed there 
as soon as practicable. The opposition 
senators criticised the policy of sending 
troops to those islands at present, Sena- 
tor Hale leading in this onslaught. They 
had supposed, they said, that this prac- 


+ tice would cease with the signing of the 
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protocol. Some of the senators inti- 
mated that this policy, in connection with 
speeches made in the senate, was cal- 
culated, if not intended, to excite the 
Filipinos to acts of hostility. 

Senators Hale and Hoar announced 
openly that they were determined to vote 
against the treaty, and while the dis- 
cussion was in progress 4 number of 
Democratic senators held a conference 
for the purpose of deciding upon a course 
of antagonism calculated to secure its 
defeat. While confessing that they are 
not yet able to count enough senators to 
insure this result, they profess to be 
very hopeful as a result of the work so 
far done. 

The senate devoted a few minutes of 
its executive session to the considera- 
tion of the promotions of Rear Admirals 
Sampson, Schley and other naval offi- 
cers out of their regular order. Senator 
Hale made an effort to have the nom- 
{nations confirmed, but at Senator 
Chandler's instance action was post- 
poned. Mr. Chandler suggested that 
while the honors conferred were the re- 
sult of a laudable desire to reward gal- 
lantry, the senate should proceed cau- 
tiously so as to make sure of not doing 
injustice to other meritorious officers 
who did not have the same opportunities 
for distinguishing themselves as these 
officers whose nominations had been sent 
to the senate. 


MAKE A GOOD CASE, 


Opinion on the Declarations Conceruing 
the Court of Cassation, 

Paris, Jan. 13.—The evident tendency 
abroad to minimize and even ridicule the 
declarations of de Beaurepaire, the for- 
mer president of the civil section of the 
court of cassation, is regarded here as 
a further example of the disposition out- 
side of France to belittle every incident 
and all evidence unfavorable to the 
Dreyfusist cause. It is impossible to 
converse with representative men in 
Paris without seeing that the action of 
M. de Beaurepaire has created a deep 
impressiun. 


M. DE BEAUREPAIRE. 
The facts he alleges are not trivial 
Some of them are held to be of real {m- 


portance, and all of them, taken to- 
gether, are thought to make out a good 
case against the criminal branch of the 
court of cassation. Moreover, it is note- 
worthy that M. de Beaurepaire's dec- 
larations have made a deeper impression 
in the legal world than anywhere else. 
Dreyfusist views had been making great 
headway at the palais de justice during 
the last four months, but now they have 
few defenders in the criminal branch. 


Bay State Legislature, 

Boston, Jan. 13.—The new Massachu- 
setts Telephone and Telegraph company 
was before Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions Endicott yesterday asking ap- 
proval of an issue of $10,000 stock. There 
was no opposition. The commissioner 
approved theissue. A bill was presented 
in the house amending the liquor license 
law by granting licensing boards dis- 
cretion when abutters protest against

There was filed with the clerk of the 
house a resolution vailing for the ratiti- 
cation of the treaty with Spain by the 
United States senate, but demanding 
that immediately thereafter self-govern- 
meént shall be secured to Cuba, Porto 
Rio and the Philippines. In the senate 
an order was adopted for 1 o'clock ges- 
sions on Friday of each week. Governor 
Wolcott sent to the executive council the 
following appointments: Fisher Ames, 
Boston, to prepare changes in public 
statutes; Henry W. Flagg, Brockton, to 
be clerk of the police court of Brockton; 
Alexander O'D. Taylor, Newport, R. L, 
commissioner of deeds for Massachu- 
setts and notary public; Miss Elva H. 
Young, Springfield, a special commis- 
sioner. Miss Young has lately been ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

Two resolutions covering 
questions were as follows: 

“Resolved, that it is the sense of the 
legislature of this commonwealth that 
the treaty of peace negotiated at Paris 
should be ratified, and that, when the 
relinquishment of the sovereignty of 
Spain over Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippine islands is finally secured, the 
United States should fulfil to Porto Rico 
and the Philippine islands the pledge of

“Resolved, That the thanks of the leg- 
islature are hereby extended to the Hon. 
George F. Hoar, senior senator from this 
commonwealth, for the able and elo- 
quent speech delivered by him on Jan. 9 
in the United States senate, and for his 
firm adherence to the principles of the 
declaration of independence and of the 
constitution of the United States.”

Unable to Keep Up the Bat- 
tle For Life. |

died last night at 10:30 in his rooms at 
the Hamilton hotel.

session of 1865 was again tendered the 
position of speaker, which he declined, 
preferring to take his place on the floor. 
He was also a representative to the legis- 
lature from Lewiston in 1868 and 1873. 

In forming his cabinet prior to enter- 
ing on the duties of chief executive, 
March 4, 1897, President McKinley ten- 
dered the position of secretary of the 
treasury to Mr. Dingley, but he declined 
the offer, preferring to remain in his 
position as chairman of the ways and 
means committee and floor leader of the 
Republican majority of the house. 


When Mr. Dingley was first elected to 
congress he received a majority of 5000 
votes. He was elected tothe Fifty-fifth 
congress by a majority of 14,000 votes. 
When he entered congress he was made 
a member of the committee on hank- 
ing and currency, serving there eight 
years. At the beginning of his con- 
gressional career, the country was dis- 
turbed on the question of the extension 
of charters of the National Bank as- 
sociation. He immediately identified 
himself with a bill for the extension of 
the charters of the banks, and, in the 
face of much opposition, helped fight the 
bill through. The opposition to the re- 
sumption of specie payments had not 
been dissipated, and Mr. Dinugley had 
no small part in befriending the gov- 


| ernment in its policy. 


But it is difficult to name any im- 
portant legislation in congress in the 
lest 15 years with which he was not identi- 
fied. While he had been active in finan- 
cial matters, he was thoroughly in- 
formed on shipping. It was through 
influence that a committee on ship 
owners and ship interests was created 
in the house. He was at the head of 
the minority of that committee, whose 
successor has been the present useful 
committee on merchant rgarine and fish- 
eries. Inthe Forty-eighth, Forty-ninth 
and Fiftieth congresses there was a 
great deal of agitation in favor of sub- 
sidizing American ships to carry the 
mails. Mr. Dingley was a hearty cham- 
pion of this, and framed a bill which 
finally became a law, paying to Ameri- 
can ships of certuin register and speed 
a compensation for transporting Amer- 
ican mails. In the Fifty-first congress 
he was given membership by Speaker 
Reed, whose right arm he has been in 
recent years, on the ways and means 
committee. When in the Fifty-second 
congress the Democrats succeeded to 
power, Speaker Crisp transferred Mr. 
Dingley to the minority of the com- 
mittee on appropriations. He made 
himself a valuable man there, serving 
for four years, and displaying a knowl- 
edge of appropriations hardly surpassed 
by any of the older members. Presi- 
dent McKinley always had a strong 
friendship for Mr. Dingley since they 
served together in the house. 


Mr. Dingley’s father was a trader, 
not particularly well to do, and the boy 
bent himself to work at an earty age. 
His steadiness of purpose came from 
his old Puritan stock, but his intellectual 
ability came from his mother, a woman 
educated far beyond her station or the 
average of cultivation in days. 
She was a school teacher, and bronght 
all the discipline and knowledge of her 
mind to bear upon the training of her 
son, and he found her influence one of 
the greatest factors in his success. 

Mr. Dingley made a great success of 
his newspaper, the Lewiston Journal. 
“My paper,’ he would say with pride, 
“has a larger circulation than any other 
paper in Maine. I would rather write 
for it than do any other kind of work.” 

For the ordinary manipulations of 
politics, Mr. Dingley had no use what- 
ever. He paid no attention to pri- 
maries or delegates. Every two years 
his people renominated him by acclama- 
tion. He devoted his time to acquiring

He was not an orator. He lacked 
the physical presence and the voice.

Havana, Jan. 14.—General Maximo 
Gomez, who is still in the interior, con- 
tinues to keep his program before the 
people. It is this in substance: First, 
the HS is not yet free and indepen- 
dent; Cubans and Spaniards 
should unite to make it so; third, all the 
inhabitants of the island should give the 
United States full credit and co-operate 
cheerfully for the present. 

General Gomez has written to the 
principal Cuban commanders instruct- 
ing them to keep the Cubans, soldiers 
and civilians, from committing any out- 
rage upon Spaniards, and to aid in the 
arrest and punishment of any Cuban 
guilty of such an offense.

General Gomez is regarded by the 
United States military administration as 
searcely suited to any high civil office. 
He is considered a soldier of fortune; his 
manners are of the camp, and he is de- 
ficient in education. But he will be re- 
ceived with all possible courtesy if he 
comes to Havana, though it does not yet 
appear how he could become a part of 
the civil administration, as the form of 
oath prepared for civil officials pledges 
allegiance to the military government 
of the United States in Cuba, obedience 
to all the orders of the military governor 
and conformity to the existing laws of 
Cuba and to such changes as may here- 
after be made in them. 


Rebels on the Defeusive. 

Washington, Jan. 14.—Yesterday’s re- 
ports from Manilasay that the situation 
there is critical, but Major General Otis 
has it well in hand, and there is no such 
certainty of trouble as many believe. 
The rebels are concentrated on the out- 
skirts of the town; but their leaders have 
issued strict orders that the Filipino 
forces are to act only on the defensive. 

An accident might precipitate trouble, 
but the idea of a rebel attack upon Ma- 
nila is ridiculous and suicidal, as the 
Americans absolutely control the po- 
sition. 

Aguinaldo has republished the second 
manifesto, in reply to the vroclamation 
of General Otis, which was recalled on 
its first appearance, but it has proved 
ineffectual. 

On Wednesday a false alarm, due to 
trivial incidents occurring simulita- 
neously in opposite parts of the city, led 
to a general call to the United States 
forces. In 15 minutes the entire city 
was entirely covered. The promptitude 
of the Americans, while it created a 
scare for the moment, effectually re- 
stored confidence throughout Manila, 
and dispelled the excitement due to a 
passing fear on the part of the cit®ens 
that an outbreak was imminent. 

It is possible that the Filipinos, after 
the diplomatic conferences that have 
been had between the representatives 
of General Otis and Aguinaldo, have 
finally come to understand that the 
rautious and conservative policy of the 
Americans is not due to fear, and that 
they will accept the inevitable with good 
grace. It is evident that at present 
they are unable to appreciate the full 
meaning of the independence demanded, 
and that, when they do understand its 
extent, the American propositions will 
be acceptable. 


Not Meddling. 

Berlin, 14.—After a thorough in- 
vestigation it has been ascertained that 
the report that Germany is aiding the 
Filipinos and furnishing them with war 
materials is absolutely baseless. Baron 
Von Buelow, imperial secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, personally authorizes 
the statement that such reportsare justi- 
fied by nothing Germany has done, is 
doing or is preparing to do. Legation 
Councillor Hamann of the foreign office, 
being empowered to speak for the gov- 
ernment, supplemented the above, stat- 
ing that he was amazed that “such base- 
less lies, though disproved again and 
again, should still find credence.” The 
officials at the United States embassy 
feel sure that there is nothing whatever 
in the rumors.

Santiago, Jan. 14.—The laborers on 
some of the sugar estates in the Guan- 
tanamo district have gone on strike, and 
the trouble is likely to spread. The 
cause assigned by the Strikers is that the 
storekeepers charge a discount on Span- 
ish gold. The men say they receive the 
same amount now as under the old re- 
gime, but are compelled to pay 9 percent 
in their purchases.

COUNTRY HOMES. 


Tendency of the Wealthy to Build 
Homes In Farming Regions. 

There is a growing tendency in this 
country among well to do people to own 
homes, permanent or season, in the farm- 
ing or other regions where they may be 
away from the cities, and where they are 
able to have plenty of land either for 
parks or for cultivation. The very rich, 
who have the means to do 60, have large 
country estates, where they are able to 
have great gardens or farms, raise blooded 
stock or have forest or hunting preserves, 
or private pleasure grounds of various 
kinds In selecting these estates the 
owners are guided by the nearness to 
cities, the natural beauty and richness of 
soil and the climate. With many near- 
ness to city ar town is no object. 

Another thing which shows that coun- 
try life in the United States is becoming 
more attractive or better appreciated, and 
also the fact that at least in certain 
regions agriculture is prosperous, is 
that the more intelligent farmers are 
building finer and better houses on their 
farms and surrounding themselves with 
more of the comforts of life The fine 
country house will be more common in 
the south than in other sections of the 
Union, because life on the southern farm 
is more pleasant all the year around than 
it is on the northern or northwestern 
farm.—Southern Field.

To Clean Old Floors. 

An old and greasy floor may be greatly 
improved by a thorough scrubbing with 
soap and sand followed by a bath of am- 
monia water If there are cracks between 
the boards and around the baseboard they 
should be filled up with putty. Some rec- 
ommend a pulp of paper for this purpose. 
After the crevices are filled shellac or pre- 
pared house paint may be applied. When 
paint is used the floor should be varnished 
after the second coat is thoroughly dry. 
Oak color is more satisfactory in paint 
than a lighter or dafker shade as it does 
not show dust and wears well.—Exchange.

Psalm is the longest and most elaborate } 
of all the psalms. It is an alphabetical 
psalm, having a of 
eight verses for each of the 22 letters of 
the Hebrew alphabet. Each verse con- 
sists of two numbers only, each of 
which begins ita the same letter of the 
alphabet. ‘be subject of the psalm is 
the law of God, and it is practically an 
expansion of the Nineteenth Psalm. The 
author is unknown. 

The topic suggests the idea that life 
is a journey, a going either toward God 
or from God. The psalmist in the topic- 
al reference declares that he is going 
toward God, directed by His law and 
testimonies. If we want to travel in the 
same direction, the word of God is our | 
only true guide. ‘‘Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet anda light unto my path.”’ | 
The only way to go God’s way is to fol- | 
low His law. What we might call the 
steps in this way are pointed out in the 
topical reference. } 

1. The firet step is consideration and 
decision to go God's way, as pointed 
out by His law (verse 57), ‘*I have said 
that I would keep Thy words.’’ This 
decision shows that there has been due 
consideration of the question. The 
psalmist has doubtless earnestly consid- 
ered the matter as to which is the better | 
way to go, with the law of God or 
against it, and has wisely concluded 
that he will keep God’s word. This is 
the first step toward traveling with | 
God. We must decide to do so, and aft- 
er due consideration who can fail to 
come to the same conclusion? Personal 
interest, duty, destiny, demand obedi- 
ence to God’s law. If men considered 
the matter more thoroughly and earnest- 
ly, more would decide to go God’s way. 
Thoughtlessness is largely the cause of 
godlessness. If we thought more upon 
our ways, we would more readily turn 
our feet unto God's testimonies. 

2. The second step is the study of 
God’s law. The law of God must be 
studied and known to be practiced. If 
we were blind, no Jight could guide us. 
Ignorance is blindness. It requires 
knowledge of God’s Jaw to make it of 
value to us. Weshould study it prayer- 
fully, systematically, earnestly and con- 
stantly. Then we are in position to fol- 
low the direction it points us. |

| Military Discipline Has Prevented Previous 


Exhibition of Bad Feeling.

Washington, Jan. 14.—There was no 
abatement in the interest exhibited here 
in all the incidents connected with the 
bitter attack made by Commissary Gen- 
eral Eagan upon Major General Miles. 
As might have been expected, a matter 
of this official consequence was sure to 
attract the attention of the president, 
and in consequence a greater part of the 
session of the cabinet yesterday was 
given to its consideration. 

The principals of the case, Generals 
Miles and Eagan, contributed little dur- 
ing the day to the controversy, but the 
war investigating commission acted 
promptly to redress the affront put upon 
the board itself, as the members re- 
garded it, contained in the excessive 
language used by General Eagan, and 
sent the statement incorporating his 
testimony back to him, with the privi- 
lege of resubmitting it if he chooses to 
revise its language. Further than this 
the commission determined it could not 
and should not proceed. 

The commission regrets that General 
Eagan proceeded as far as he did, and it 
is explained that the vituperative nature 
of the testimony was a complete surprise 
to the commission, and that but for the 
rapidity with which General Eagan read 
his long statement and the absorbing 
vehemence of its delivery he would have 
been checked at the time. One member 
of the commission said that he was about 
to move that the witness be called to 
order, but decided not to, believing from 
the heated way in which General Eagan 
spoke such peremptory action might 
precipitate some controv ersy. 


The war department officials are not 
yet clear as to what will be the effect of 
a withdrawal or modification of the 
Statement. One element holds that, of- 
ficially, the record failing to show that 
any objectionable language had been 
used, there would be no legal offense. 
Another takes the view that while the 
amendment of the statements would 
mitigate General Eagan’s offense, it 
would not wipe it out. Another aspect 
of the case is the bringing forward of 
the plea of exemption which guaran- 
teed in the name of the president all of 
the witnesses before the board from the 
consequences of what they might say. 
But again the officials were divided, and 
this was also true of the members of the 
cabinet as to whether the exemption 
could be claimed in this particular case. 
Meanwhile General Miles is apparently 
waiting for the war department to act, 
taking the position that it is incumbent 
upon it and the war commission to pro- 
tect the army from such attacks. 

It is said by persons who may be re- 
garded as authorities in military law 
that in its present phase the contro- 
versy between General Miles and Gen- 
eral Eagan is not one that will admit of 
the calling of a court of inquiry. Thisis 
entirely apart from the question of the 
right to call a court-martial. In the 
latter under the strict rules of 
military law, the court would be obliged 
to take under consideration certain 
specific charges, such as an attack upon 

| a brother officer, and would not be per- 
mitted to geyond that matter, even to 
the extent of inquiring into the truth- 
fulness of the charges made in the at- 
tack. The court of inquiry, however, as 
its name implies, has a broader field of 
action and might, without being bound 
closely, inquire into all of the facts, not 
even contining its inquiry to the officer 
alleged to be the offender, but, perhaps, 
as has been known in the past, toreturn 
a finding that involved the court-martial 
of more than one officer. In other words, 
a court of inquiry in a case like this, 
might if it found reason therefor, indict 
for trial before a court-martial both of 
the parties to the controversy. How- 
ever, as already stated, the best opinion 
is that at the present phase a court of 
inquiry is beyond reach.

It has been known for a month past 
that a bad feeling existed between the 
commanding general and the commis-

before Thursday this had not manifested 
itselfopenly. Itistruethat the two men 
have not into close contact fre- 
quently, and their relations being con- 
fined strictly to the exchange of official 
communications, there was no occasion 
for the developed personal friction, but 
in view of General Eagan’'s known bitter 
feeling it is now learned that it was with 
some anxiety that the friends of the two 
officers saw them meet last week, the 
occasion being a periodical session of 
the managers of the soldiers’ home.

Washington, Jan. 14.—General Greely, 
the chief signal officer, has gone to New 
York to look after the execution of con- 
tracts for the supply of ocean cable for 
the Philippines.

Spain Can Give No Title to United 
States For Philippines. 


Letter and Memorandum Con- 
sidered Official Documents. 


Government Willing to Have Filipino Make 
Them Public If He Chooses. 


Washington, Jan. 16.—Felipe Agon- 
cillo, the representative of Aguinaldo in 
Washington, has filed with the state de- 
partment a memorandum setting forth 
at great length the reasons for his claim 
that the Philippine government should 
be recognized by the United States. Ac- 
companying the memorandum isa letter 
in which Senor AgoncCillo states he has 
received no reply to his communication 
of Jan. 6, in which he asks that a suitable 
time be arranged when he could be pre- 
sented to the president and heard upon 
his claims. In view of the position in 
which the representatives of the Ameri- 
can government and the representatives 
of the Philippine gove lent find them- 
selves upon the it this time he 
urges that the matter be given immedi- 
ate attention. 


FELIPE AGONCILLO, 

The letter and the memorandum have 
been listed as official documents in the 
state department, and although the of- 
ficials have themselves refused to make 
them public, they have nevertheless ex- 
pressed a willingness for Senor Agon- 
cillo? tc: do so: iff he desires. The papers 
are now in the hands of Secretary Hay. 
The memorandum is along the same lines 
as statements heretofore made public 
by the Filipino representative. 


Senor Agoncillo asserts the Filipinos 
established and for seven months have 
maintained a form of government re- 
sembling the American, in thatitisbased 
upon the right of the people to rule; that 
Spain, having at the time of the signing 
of the treaty of peace possession of only 
one port, and the remainder of the Philip- 
pines except Manila being in the pe $- 
sion of the Philippine republic, § 
could give no title to the United States 
for the islands, and that having no title 
to give her claim cannot be rendered bet- 
ter by the ratification of the treaty of 
peace.

Germapny Won't Meddle, 
London, Jan. 16.—The Times says ed- 


itorially this morning, in the course of 
a reference to the denial given last Fri- 
day by the German minister of foreign 
affairs, to the reports that Germany had 
been intriguing in the Philippines 
against the Americans says: It is 
to be regretted that the irresponsible 
enthusiasm of some Washington poli- 
ticians should have led to the use of 
language unnecessarily offensive to Ger- 
many.

EARTH’S NEW MOTION. 


French Scientist Explains Observed 
Variations In Latitades, 
From observations extending over a 
period of seven years M. Albrecht bas 
demonstrated that the earth bas a new 
movement in addition to the recognized 
11. The twelfth movement is that of 
the terrestrial pole to the extent of 15 
to 17 minutes per annum, giving rise to 
a slight variation of latitudes, which 
has been observed in all countries. 
M. Albrecht attributes this displace- 
ment more especially to the variation 
of the equilibrium produced by the 
movement of the ocean’s atmosphere. 
The newly discovered movement is sup- 
posed to have been a potent agent in 
affecting the relative distribution of 
land and water in the equatorial zone, 
| which theory is corroborated by the ac- 
tual state thereof. M. Albrecht says: 

‘‘One of the results of the change in 
the position of the polar axis and the 
variations of the intensities of centrifu 
gal force on the equatorial zone would 
| be that for points diametrically opposed 
the decrease in centrifuga] force at one 
point would necessatily imply~an in- 
crease at the opposite point, co that if 
a subsidence tuok place in one elevation 
it should be the result in the other, £0 
that wherever the equator traverses land 
representing elevation it should be 
found traversing the ocean or low land 
at the opposite end of the diameter cor- 
responding to this elevated land sur- 
face.’’—Paris Cablegram Chicago Inter 
Ocean.

Treaty’s Serious Consideration 
to Begin In Senate. 


Supporters and Opponents of the Measure 
Claim Confidence In Success. 


Washington, Jan. 16.—The work of the 
house during this week will be overcast 
(with the sad rites attending the final 
tributes to Mr. Dingley. These were 
held in the house of representatives at 
noon today, and immediately following 
them the house adjourned for the day. 

Tomorrow the legislative work of the 
house will be resumed, with the naval 
personnel bill coming over from last Fri- 
day. But the personnel bill may be dis- 
placed by the contested election case of 
Brown vs. Swanson, formal notice hav- 
ing been given that it would be called 
upon Tuesday. An election case has the 
highest privilege, and if the notice is 
carried out the personnel bill will go 
over.

Thesenators 
opposed to the pending bill express no 
intention of trying to prevent a vote, 
and the friends of the bill are very con- 
fident that this culmination will not be 
postponed beyond Wednesday. Senator

Mr. Hoar desired im- 
mediate action upon the resolution, but 
under objection by Mr. Davis, chairman 
of the foreign relations committee, it 
went over. In the midst of a speech 
by Mr. Allen of Nebraska, in support 
of his resolution for the appointment of 
a committee of the senate to investigate 
the conduct of the late war, the death of 
Mr. Dingley was reported to the senate. 
After adopting fitting resolutions of re- 
spect to the memorv of Mr. Dingley and 
listening to a brief eulogy by Mr. 
Hale, the senate adjourned as a mark o? 
respect. 


The Honored Dead. 

Washington, Jan. 16.—The body of 
the late Representative Dingley as been 
enclosed in a casket of plain black with 
silver handJes. A silver plate bears the 
following inscription: 

“Nelson Dingley, Jr., born Feb. 15, 1832, 
died Jan. 13, 1899.” 

The body was taken from the Hamil- 
ton House to the Capitol at 10 o'clock 
this morning, and placed in the hall of 
the house, where the house funeral 
services, conducted by Rev. S. M. New- 
man of the Congregational church, as- 
sisted by Chaplain Couden of the house 
of representatives, took place. Sub- 
sequently the remains were taken to 
the Pennsylvania railroad station. 
They will be accompanied by members 
of the family now here, the committees 
of both houres of congress and other 
friends. ‘The citizens of Lewiston and 
Auburn, Me., have expressed to the 
family here their desire to honor their 
former fellow townsman, and, on reach 
ing Lewiston, the body will be consigned 
temporarily to the committees of the 
citizens of those cities. Arrangements 
have been made by which it will lie in 
state in the city hali at Lewiston. To- 
morrow evening the remains will be re- 
moved to the Dingley residence, and 
private services held there Wednesday 
morning, after which they will be de- 
posited in the receiving vault next to 
the body of Mr. Dingley’s father, who 
died recently. 

Evidences of the sympathy for the 
family in their bereavement continue 
to be received at the Hamilton House. 
and a number of public men called and 
left theircards. Both the American and 
Canadian members of the joint high com- 
mission, now in session here, sent floral 
pieces, and, in addition, a large number 
have been received from persons in 
private and public life. 


First In Many Years. 

Washington, Jan. 16.—Secretary Long 
has decided to allow Admiral Sampson 
to undertake a cruise with the North 
Atlantic squadron in southern waters 
for drills and maneuvers. This cruise 
will extend certainly to Havana, and 
perhaps even to the north coast of South 
America, a favorite spot for naval evolu- 
tions in winter being off the coast of 
Venezuela. Thesquadron will getaway 
as soon as the ships can be made ready 
This will be the first time in several 
years that the ships have had the op- 
portunity to drill in this manner, the 
last evolutionary cruise being made by 
Admiral Meade, subsequent events, such 
as the Venezuelan boundary incident 
and the state of affairs in Cuba, mak- 
ing it impolitic to continue them. 


Leary Ordered to Guam, 

Washington, Jan. 16.—Secretary Long 
has ordered Captain Leary, at present 
commanding the San Francisco, to pro- 
ceed to the island of Guam and assunie 
the duties of naval governor of the new 
acquisition. He will carry with him a 
proclamation to the natives informing 
them of the designs of the United States 
government toward them in precisely 
the terms employed in the case of the 
acquisition of Porto Rico. 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


Rev. Edmund Dury Cooper, D. D., 
archdeacon of Queens, in the diocese 
of Long Island, died from a complication 
of diseases. 

The first detachment of the Seven- 
teenth United States infantry, left Co- 
lumbus, O., yesterday for New York, en 
route tothe Philippines. The departure 
of the troops was the occasion for a 
public demonstration in which 50,000 
people participated.

Priest Held For Trial, 

Waterville, Me., Jan. 16.—Bert Priest, 
who was arrested upon a warrant charg- 
ing him with complicity in the death of 
Henry Bushby at North Vassalboro, was 
given a hearing before Judge Shaw. He 
pleaded not guilty to the charge. The 
judge found cause for placing Priest un- 
der $2000 bonds for appearance at the 
April term of the superior court. Being 
unable to furnish bonds the man was 
committed to jail. 


Two Kefused to Sign, 

Muscogee, I. T., Jan. 16.—The treaty 
between the United States and Chero- 
kee nation was signed by the commis- 
sion here Saturday night. Sargey San- 
ders and John Gunter, two members of 
the Cherokee commission, refused to 
sign the treaty. To become effective, 
the treaty must be ratified by congress 
on or before March 4, 1899, and by a 
majority vote of the Cherokee people. 


Suicide Run In Family.

ON THE FACE OF DEATH, 


Statesmen and Diplomats Gaze In 
Homage to Stricken Leader, 


State Funeral Accorded Late 
Nelson Dingley. 


His Body Will Lie In State at the City Hall In 
Lewiston Today. 


Washington, Jan. 17.—A state funeral 
was given Representative Dingley yes- 
terday. Such an honor has not been 
accorded a member of the house since 
William D. Kelty of Pennsylvania died, 
when a member of the Fifty-first con- 
gress. President McKinley was then 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee. 

Yesterday the president was a sincere 
mourner, it being remarked that he had 
not entered the hall since the time he 
represented a district of Ohio in the 
national congress some years ago. 

The president,’ his cabinet, distin- 
guished members of the diplomatic corps, 
members of the supreme court, senate 
and house, and distinguished men in 
military and civil life were ranged about 
hig bier on the floor of the hall, while the 
galleries, to which admission could be 
obtained omy by card, were occupied by 
the families of those who sat upon the 
floor, and other prominent personages 
invited to be present. 

The remains were taken from the Hotel 
Hamilton to the Capitol yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, and were borne into the 
hall of representatives by a squad of 
Capitol police, under the direction of 
Sergeant-at-Arms Russell. The casket 
was placed on a bier in the area in front 
of the marble rostrum of the speaker, 
and for an hour the public, which had no 
opportunity to witness the official cere- 
monies later, was allowed to view the re- 
mains as they lay instate. Thousands 
of people streamed through the main 
door down past the casket and gazed 
upon the calm, serene features of the 
dead during that hour. 

The decorations of the hall were simple 
but strikingly beautiful. Palms relieved 
the rigid corners, and palm leaves ar- 
ranged in the form of a tre-foil planted 
in wreaths of galax leaves tied with long 
etreamers of purple adorned the walls. 
A cluster of roses and palm leaves were 
arranged on each section of the brass 
railing about the rear of the hall. This 
simple scheme of decoration culminated 
about the rostrum beneath which the re- 
mains lay. 

The services were conducted by the 
Rev. S. M. Newman of the First Con- 
gregationa! church of this city, assisted 
by Rev. Dr. Couden, chaplain of the 
house. It was a very simple service. 
Rev. Mr. Newman read the 14th chapter 
of St. John’s. He then spoke of the deep 
solemnity of the occasion and the great 
lesson which might be drawn from the 
life which had been finished. 

Rey. Mr. Couden, the blind chaplain 
of the house, made a touching prayer, 
and the exercises were concluded with 
the singing by the quartet, to the organ 
accompaniment, of “Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul.” 


AT HIS OLD HOME, 
Congressman Dingley'’s Body Will Lie In 
State—Th Funerai Arrangements. 

Lewiston, Me., Jan. 17.—On the arrival 
of the ren.cins of Nelson Dingley in 
Boston today, they will probably be 
brought on here in a special train, ar- 
ranged by thesergeant-at-arms. There 
will be about 35 people in the special 
congressional party from Washington. 
This train will run express to Portland, 
where it will be met by the committee 
of citizens from Lewiston, consisting of 
Hon. William D. Pennell, James A. 
Walsh, Hon. George C. Wing, Frank 
Gutmann, Dr. W. K. Oakes, A. B. Nealey 
and H. L. Pratt. 

On its arrival at Lewiston it will be 
met at the depot by the local committee 
and by carriages for all. The proces- 
sion will be formed with an escort of 
police, and a military guard of honor 
from the Grand Army of the two cities. 
There will be 12 policemen and 12 soldiers 
of the Grand Army, four from each of 
the local posts of that organization. The 
carriages will escort the remains to the 
city hall, while the bells of the two cities 
will toll. 

At the city hall, the square in front 
of the building will have been cleared 
by the police, and the remains will be 
taken to the large hall, escorted by the 
congressional committee and the local 
military guard of honor, and placed 
under the large catafalque in the center 
of the hall. The building will be 
thoroughly policed, and no one will be 
allowed to approach it until all the ar- 
rangements are made for viewing the 
remains, when the line will passin the 
front door, up the right stairs and to 
the catafalque on-the right side of the 
hall, passing down the left side and 
down the le‘t-hand stairs to the street. 

Here the military guard of honor will 
do guard during the afternoon, and 
every body will be given a chance to see 
the remains while they lie in state. 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon the re- 
mains will be taken to the home of Mr. 
Dingley at the corner of Pine and Hor-

A largely attended meeting of the 
Lewiston board of trade was held last 
evening to take action regarding the 
death of Congressman Dingley. Colonel 
Charles H. Osgood, president of the 
board, in calling the meeting to order 
spoke feelingly of the dead statesman. 
A committee on resolutions was ap- 
pointed, and it was voted to request all 
places of business to close on Wednes- 
day between 8 a. m. and noon. 

The public schools were closed this 
afternoon while the body lay in state at 
city hall in order to give the students a 
chance to view the remains of the dead 
statesman, 

The mills and Auburn schools will be 
closed Wednesday from 9to12a.m. The 
city governments of both Lewiston and 
Auburn will attend in a body. The 
funeral will occur Wednesday at 10a. m, 
at the Pine Street Congregationai 
church, of which Mr. Dingley was a 
member, conducted by the pastor, Rev. 
G. M. Howe. 

GENERAL EAGAN’S CASE 
tii the Sublect of Consideration by the 
Authorities at Washiagton. 

Washington, Jan. 17.—In answer toa 
direct question, Secretary Alger, at the 
close of the official day, said that the 
War department had taken no action in 
the case of Commissary General Eagan, 
and he declined to say one word as to 
bis intentions in the matter. It was 
apparent during the day that this matter 
was receiving attention, and in fact the 
commissary general himself spent some 
time closeted with the secretary. 

Three distinct lines of action were 
talked of as within the line of prob- 
ability. The first was a strong letter of 
reprimand to be addressed by the presi- 
dent himself to General Eagan, stating 
that but for the immunity he had prom- 
ised all witnesses before the commission 
he would have courtmartialled him. 
The second line was an actual court- 
martial, with the third a court of in- 
quiry. The purpose of the latter would 
be, it was said, to place upon a military 
tribunal the responsibility for deciding 
whether or not General Eagan should 
be tried by a courtmartial. 

Of course the court of inquiry might 
go a long way into the matters which 
led up to the attack contained in Gen- 
eral Eagan’s statement. 

The commission which the president 
is about to appoint to proceed to the 
Philippines will not be subject to the 
confirmation of the United States sen- 
ate, but will be named under reserved 
authority of the president, and its 
expenses will be paid out of the war 
appropriations. It is not expected to 
commit the United States government 
to the recognition of the natives, nor 
is it to frame a scheme of government 
for theislands. Undoubtedly, however, 
the commissiotters will unofficially con- 
fer with the natives, and advise with the 
military authorities, it being felt here 
that men of their experience and qual- 
ifications will be valuable counsellors 
in the conditions now existing. 

It is believed that the natives can be 
kept from hostilities until the arrival 
of the commission at Manila, and then 
it 1s hoped that the best results will 
follow the visit, including the reas- 
surance of the natives upon many points 
as to which they are now doubtful. 

It will be perceived also that by the 
appointment of the commission the 
president is granting the appeal of some 
of the best Filipinos, who are confident 
that both sides will be enlightened by its 
creation, and declare that the Unite 
States government will be shown that 
the abilities of the Filipinos for govern- 
ment has been under-estimated, while 
the Filipinos themselves will be induced 
to have patience before insisting upon 
instant self-government. 


Expansion Arraigned. 

New Haven, Jan. 17.—Professor W. G. 
Sumner of Yale university last night 
addressed a large audience on the sub- 
ject of “The Conquest of the United 
States by Spain.” It was an arraign- 
ment of the expansion view, and pointed 
out that, although the United States had 
signally defeated Spain in a military 
war, yet the absolute unpreparedness 
of this country for the problers now en- 
forced upon us for solution was quite 
otherwise than in keeping with ordinary 
conquests. Spanish ideas and Span- 
ish policy must of necessity, in a meas- 
ure, enter into American policy, and we 
are by force of circumstances compelled 
to adopt the principles of the old world 
colonizing nations. He said that the 
late war was nothing more nor less than 
political jobbery, but it was early found 
necessary to find other arguments for 
the people's inspiration and support. 
We now know, he said, that the con- 
ditions reported in Cuba were not true; 
that we were not justified in our haste. 
A policy of haste is not statesmanlike, 
and now, all that lies beyon@ our own 
policies is poorly advised and can lead 
only to disaster. 

Professor Sumner was of the opinion 
that our most important inheritance 
from Spain will be the repression of re- 
bellion. Our method is wrong because 
it smothers liberty. The right method 
is to enjoy our isolation and the fruits 
of our splendid government, and to allow 
others the same privilege.

Insist on the New London Course, 
Cambridge, Maas., Jan. 17.—A confer- 
ence of Harvard and Yale rowing au- 
thorities was held at the Hotel Vendome 


4n Boston yesterday afternoon. Presi- 


dent Preston and Captain Allen of the 
Yale navy, and Captain Higginson and 
Manager Mann of Harward were the 
conferees. An entirety amicable under- 
standing on the attitude of the two New 
England universities toward Cornell was 
reached, and although the transactions 
of the meeting have been kept carefully 


| guarded, there is little doubt as to what 


the actual relations of the three parties 
are. Harvard and Yale both wish to 
row Cornell, and there is no truth in the 
recent reports that they intend to as- 
sume any dictatorial attitude as to the 
terms under which the race is to be 
rowed. 

Both Harvard and Yale are, however, 
influenced by the fact that their alumni 
and undergraduates are practically 
unanimous in favor of the New London 
course. The recent unofficial utterances 
of the Yale Alumni Weekly, giving the 
Yale side of the case, are heartily echoed 
at Cambridge. Under these circum- 
stances the Harvard and Yale authori- 
ties hardly feel justified in agreeing to 
row at Poughkeepsie, or under any other 
circumstances that would put the Har- 
vard-Yale contest at what they con- 
sider a disadvantage, or make it less ac- 
le to the alumni and undergradu- 
At New Londomthe race would be 
a more Strictly college event, which can 
be conveniently witnessed by thousands 
of college men. “If Cornell can come in, 
so much the better,” expresses the at- 
titude which prevails at Harvard. 

In a worn, Harvard and Yale are 
united in wanting their race kept at New 
London and are not inclined to sactfifice 
it for the sake of rowing Cornell, as the 
latter's participation is necessarily but 
an incident to the time-honored contest 
between Harvard and Yale. It is an in- 
cident both desire in perfect good 
faith—but at New London.

A determina- 
tion to take some action was vigorously 
expressed at the last cabinet meeting, 
but the president reserved final de- 
cision. Just petice the cabinet session 
yesterday he held a conference with the 
secretary of war and Adjutant General 
Corbin. It was not of long duration, 
but the action to follow General Eagan's

utterances was decided, and when the 
cabinet met the president amnounced 
that he had reached his decision in the 


matter. He said he had determined that 
there was only one course to adopt, and 
that was to order a court-martial to be 
convened at once to try General Eagan. 
The decision, which was reached only 
yesterday morning, notwithstanding re- 
ports that a court-martial had been de- 
cided on Monday, met the unanimous 
approval of the members of the cabinet.

MAJOR GENERAL MERRITT, 
General Merritt, formerly commander- 
in-chief of the Philippines, has been men- 
tioned as likely to preside over the court, 


and a cabinet official said he would not 
be surprised at Genera! Merritt's desig- 
nation. 

In the absence of the announcement 
of the detail for the courtmartial, there 
was a good deal of speculation as to its 
composition. General practice is fora 
majority of the court to consist of the 
peers or superiors in rank of the de- 
fendant. This would make the task of 
selecting a court a hard one, butitis not 
easy to find a sufficient number of gen- 
eral officers, ranking with a brigadier 
general, to make up a desirable quota.

“No officer shall, when it can be

THE TRIAL OF EAGAN 


—_—_ 


Placed In Hands of Thirteen 
Officers of the Army. 


Ordered to Convene on 25th 
of This Month. 


Defendant Must Relinquish Duties of 
His Office at Once. 


Will Be Given Wide Latitude and Placed Under 
Arrest Only Technically. 


Washington, Jan. 19.—At 8 o'clock last 
evening Adjutant General Corbin made 
public the formal order for the appoint- 
ment of a court-martial for the trial of 
Brigadier General Eagan. 

The detail for the court had been ap- 
proved by the president earlier in the 
day, but it was held back until last even- 
ing for the return from New York of 
General Corbin, as his signature was 
necessary before the order could be of- 
ficlally promulgated. The order in full 
reads as follows: 

“The following order is published for 
the information and guidance of all con- 
cerned: 

“By direction of the president, a gen- 
eral court-martial is appointed to meet 
in this city at 10 o’clock a. m. on Wed- 
nesday, the 25th day of January, 1899, or 
as soon thereafter as practicable, for the 
trial of Brigadier General Charles P. 
Eagan, commissiary general of sub- 
sistence, United States army, and such 
other persons as may be brought before 
it. 

“Detail for the court: Major General 
Wesley Merritt, U. S. A.; Major General 
James F. Wade, United States volun- 
teers; Major General Matthew C. Butler, 
United States volunteers; Major General 
Sumuel B. M. Young, United States vol- 
unteers; Brigadier General Royal T. 
Frank, United States volunteers; Briga- 
dier General Alexander C. McW. Pen- 
nington, United States volunteers; 
Brigadier General George M. Randell, 
United States volunteers; Brigadien 
General Jacob Kline, United States vol- 
unteers; Brigadier General Richard 
Comba, United States volunteers; Col- 
onel Peter C. Haynes, corps of engineers; 
Colonel George L. Gillespie, corps of en- 
gineers; Colonel Charles R. Suter, corps 
of engineers; Colonel Francis L. Guen- 
ther, Fourth artillery. Lieutenant Col- 
onel George B. Davis, deputy judge ad- 
vocate general, judge advocate of the 
court. 

“The court is empowered to proceed 
with the business before it with any 
number of members not less than the 
minimum prescribed by law. Upon the 
final adjournment of the court, the mem- 
bers will return to their proper stations. 

“The journeys required by the mem- 
bers of the court in complying with this 
order are necessary for the public ser- 
vice.” 


The order for the appointment of the 
court-martial will be delivered to Gen- 
eral Eagan, it is expected, by an em- 
ploye or officer of the adjutant general’s 
office. Its receipt and acknowledgment 
by the commissary general will be tan- 
tamount to the relief of that officer from 
his present duties and will turn over its 
affairs either to some one designated to 
act by the secretary of war or to the of- 
ficer next in charge in the department. 
Lieutenant Colonel George B. Davis of 
the commissary department is now on 
duty with General Eagan, and it may 
Joe that he will be detailed to take charge 
of the office. 

If the course indicated by an officer of 
the adjutant general's office is followed 
the probability is that General Eagan 
will not be placed under actual arrest 
and deprived of any of his liberties pend- 
ing and during the trial, but will be sub- 
ject only to constructive and technical 
arrest during that time. In the case of 
officers of high rank this is occasionally, 
but not often, done, and this course does 
not in any way invalidate the trial or 
findings of the court. General Eagan will 
be expected to remain away from his 
office and make himself ingonspicuous 
until his appearance before the court to 
answer the charges, when he will be 
placed under constructive arrest, to re- 
main so during its proceedings. This is 
believed to be sufficiently carrying out 
the intent of the law for all practical 
purposes and may be allowed in the case 
of an officer of the general rank who has 
borne a good reputation. Were the de- 
fendant a younger officer ofan obstreper- 
ous character and in the field with his 
regiment, the usual course of placing 
him under arrest and depriving him 
his sword would no doubt be followed. 
While the above is believed to be a gen- 
eral outline of Secretary Alger’s idea of 
what should be done, yet no positive 
statement to that effect has been made. 

Adjutant General Corbin refused to 
make any statement regarding the form 
of the charges and specifications to be 
brought against General Eagan, or to 
gay when they would be published. In 
view of the early meeting of the court 
this must be done very soon, and indeed 
it is likely that the judge advocate gen- 
eral of the army has already given some 
attention to this feature of the proceed- 
go - a Eagan, after the {ssue of the 
formal order for the court, declined to 
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make any statement in connection witn 
hig case, but said he had not received 
formal notice of the appointment of the 
court, 


In Congress, 

Washington, Jan. 19.—The feature of 
yesterday's session of the senate wasa 
Speech delivered by Mr. Bacon (Dem., 
Ga.) in support of his resolution declar- 
ing that the United States should not 
assume Sovereignty over the Philippine 
islands. Mr. Bacon is one of the orators 
of the senate, and as he gave himself 
free rein, not confining himself to notes, 
he spoke strongly and effectively. His 
peroration, in which he pictured the 
horrors of some of England's methods of 
controlling her colonial subjects, was a 
beautiful and forceful bit of word paint- 
ing. 

Following Mr. Bacon's speech the 
Nicaragua canal bill was taken up and 
remained under discussion until 6 
o'clock. Amendment after amendment 
was voted down and until almost the last 
minute it seemed likely that a vote on 
the measure would be reached last even- 
ing, but just as a final vote was about 
to be called for Mr. Allison (Rep., Ia.) 
exploded a bomb under the bill by offer- 
ing an amendment providing that the 
Secretary of the treasury should issue 
bonds to raise money with which to con- 
Struct the canal. The friends of the 
measure then consented to an adjourn- 
ment, 


The committee on interstate and 
foreign commerce had the right of way 
in the house and succeeded in passing 
quite a number of bills of minor im- 
portance, most of which authorized the 
construction of lighthouses, fog signals, 
etc. Then the bill to grant the Pacific 
Cable company a subsidy of $100,000 a 
year for 20 years for the construction and 
operation of a cable was called up anda 
very spirited debate, which consumed 
the remainder of the day, followed. No 
conclusion was reached at the hour of 
adjournment, and ag the special arder 
under which the house was operating 
expired with the adjournment, and as 
objection was made to fixing another 
day for consideration, it goes over in- 
definitely until the committee can get 
another day or until a special order is 
adopted. 


General Wood's Extimate, 

Washington, Jan, 19.—General Wood 
was before the senate committee on mili- 
tary affairs yesterday. He gave a de- 
tailed account of his operations in the 
province and in thecity of Santiago, and 
also gave his estimate of the military 
force necessary to maintain order inthe 
islands. On the latter point he expressed 
the opinion that for some time the 7600 
men now in the province of Santiago 
should be continued, but that after a 
time 5000 would be sufficient for the serv- 
ice. He considered, however, that a 
military force would be necessary to the 
maintenance of order for some years and 
should be sufficient to effectually and 
quickly checkmate any trouble before it 
could gain headway, This remark ap- 
plied to the island as a whole, and he 
thought as many as 50,000 troops should 
be stationed throughout Cuba, 


Payne For Floor Leader. 

Washington, Jan. 19.—There is no 
doubt that the chairmanship of the ways 
and means committee, made vacant by 
the death of Mr. Dingley, will be filled 
by Speaker Reed at the present session 
without waiting for the next congress, 
and that the new chairman will be Rep- 
resentative Sereno E. Payne of New 
York. The appointment is likely to be 
announced within the next few days. 
Mr. Payne is the ranking member of the 
committee. 

Mr. Payne entered congress 15 years 
ago, and he served continuously with 
the exception of the Fiftieth congress, 
He took an active interest in tariff work 
and assisted in framing the McKinley 
and Dingley bills and the war revenue 
bill. By virtue of the chairmanship, 
Mr. Payne will become the-floor leader 
of the house. 


For American Shipping. 

Washington, Jan. 19.—Senator Nelson 
yesterday introduced a bill providing 
that trade between the United States 
and Porto Rico, and also between ports 
in Porto Rico and adjacent islands ceded 
to the United States, shall be carried on 
in American vessels. The bill provides 
for the forfeiture of any merchandise 
transported in other vessels, and im- 
poses a penalty of $200 for each pas- 
senger so carried. The bill authorizes 
the commissioner of navigation to make 
such regulations as he may deem ex- 
pedient for the nationalization of vessels 
owned in Porto Rico at the time of the 
cession of thatisland.

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RESENTED UY FORGE, 


Mataafa Refuses to Accept Decision 
In Favor of Malietoa, 


Pretender Said to Have Won 
In a Fierce Conflict. 


Indications of Foreign Intrigue In Dealing 
With Affairs In Samoa. 


Auckland, N. Z., Jan. 19.—Samoan ad- 
vices just recelved here say that Chief 
Justice Chambers, on Dec. 31, declared 
Malietoa Tanus to have been elected 
king, in succession to the late King 
Malietoa. The chief justice also an- 
nounced that Tamasese had been elected 
vice king. Chief Mataafa was dis- 
qualified. 

The consuls of the United States and 
Great Britain and the captains of the 
German warship Falke and the British 
warship Porpoise met the German con- 
sul, who refused to recognize Malietoa 
Tanus, and declined to co-operate in 
the dispersal of the Samoans, who 
thereupon assembled in large numbers 
at Mulinu, armed themselves and sur- 
rounded the municipality. Malietoa 
Tanus and Tamasese mustered about 
2000 men, well armed, but supplied with 
defective ammunition. The Britishand 
American consuls endeavored to avert 
hostilities, but they commenced on Jan. 
i, Malietoa Tanus and Tamasese 
fought bravely, but 500 of their followers 
werecaptured. Then, disheartened and 
outnumbered, the two chiefs sought 
refuge on the British warship, and their 
followers sought protection under the 
guns of the Porpoise. 

Mata¢fa’s loss was 61 men killed and 
wounded, and Malietoa Tanus lost 12 
men killed or wounded. 

The foreign residents were placed un- 
der the protection of a detachment of 
men belonging to the British warship, 
and Chief Justice Chambers and his 
family finally went on board of her. 

The followers of Mataafa looted and 
burned Apia, destroyed the plantations 
and pillaged considerably in the country. 

The consuls later decided to recognize 
Mataafa and his chiefs as a provisional 
government, pending the receipt of in- 
structions from the powers. 

Afterwards Dr. Rafael and the Ger- 
man consul closed the supreme court, 
declaring that the power was vested in 
them. The British and American con- 
suls then appealeu to the captain of the 
British warship Porpoise, who landed a 
force of bluejackets, and Chief Justice 
Chambers, under their guard, took his 
seat.

The whole trouble has arisen through 
the action of the three treaty powers in 
bringing the deported Mataafa back to 
Samoa. By so doing they threw down 
a bone of contention, and converted 
what might otherwise have been a 
peaceful election into an angry combat. 
For many years 
shown a feeling of uncompromising hos- 
tility towards Mataafa, but latterly the 
German officials have changed their 
views, and have tried to secure Mataa- 
fa’s return. The natives were en- 
couraged to turbulance, and the lives 
of the white residents were endangered. 
The climax was reached when Mataafa 
and his chiefs actually discharged the 
chief justice, who is appointed under 
the Berlin treaty by the three powers. 
Of course such action was purely far- 
cical, and the chief justice notified Ma- 
taafa that he must wait for the de- 
cision of the court before he could le- 
gally declare himself king. The most 
£erious element in the whole affair was 
the disagreement between the consuls. 
The German consul, it is charged, has 
been playing double with his colleagues, 
and the English and American officials 
are naturally indignant, It is under- 
stood that there was to be no foreign in- 
terference in the royal election, yet 
throughout it all an undermining cur- 
rent of intrigue has been at work with 
the Mataafa people, until they have been 
aroused to aggressive action, have open- 
ly declared against all white control 
and announced their intention of dis- 
regarding the Berlin treaty entirely. 
Chief Justice Chambers commenced his 
examination into the merits of the rival 
candidates on Dec. 19 in the presence of 
a great crowd of natives, and, under the 
Berlin treaty, the chief justice is the 
final referee in this matter.

Portland, Me. Jan. 19. — Patrick 
Murphy, who killed his wife, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of manslaughter in 
the superior court yesterday. Murphy 
will receive his sentence when Judge 
Bonney sentences the other prisoners of 
the term. The maximum sentence for 
manslaughter is 10 years,

HE WHIPPED DEWEY, 


| Veteran Schoolmaster Tells a New 


Story of the Nation’s Idol. 


Greetings From Manila to 
Vermonters In Boston. 


Letter From Captain Clark Relating to Matters 
of Naval Importance. 


Boston, Jan. 19.—‘Dewey and Ver- 
mont” was the dual theme discussed 
last evening at the annual banquet of 
the Vermont association, held at the Ho- 
tel Vendome. ‘Vermont In the Navy” 
was supposed to be the text for the 
meeting, but the name of the great 
admiral was heard on everyone's lips, 
and the ratification of all his acts from 
boyhood seemed-to be more in order 
than anything else. 

One of the fortunate circumstances of 
the occasion was the presence of Z. 
B. Pangborn of Jersey City, a graduate 
of the University of Vermont, in the 
class of '50, and who used to teach Ad- 
miral Dewey. Mr. Pangborn graphi- 
cally told how he once whipped the hero 
of Manila. His speech was the clever- 
est and brightest of the evening. 

“I received the news of the victory,” 
said he, “with much less astonishment 
than most men would. I knew Dewey 
in his boyhood. I haven't forgotten it, 
and I warrant he hasn't. Several ac- 
counts have been given of the incident, 
| but noneentirely correct. It was simply 
this: In those days the schools were not 
graded. Each school was controlled by 
the teacher or by the scholars. There 
was an only question to be settled, name- 
ly, who should be master. 

“TI was then teacher of the State street 
district school in Montpelier. I didn't 
weigh more than 90 pounds. I took the 
place with this understanding that I 
should be well pald, should be let free to 
conduct the school my own way, and 
if I did not succeed, if the boys threw 
me out, I should return to my home in 
Burlington and say nothing about salary. 
I was warned by my friends of the dan- 
ger involved. 

“The conflict came on the eighth day 
of the term. I had so arranged things 
that when they put the boldest, most 
wilful boy in front to do meI was sure 
to win. My ammunition was all stored 
and ready for use. 

“TJ simply quelled the rebellion—and 
did what Dewey did in Manila bay. 

“J took him by surprise. George went 
home feeling very sore, and a big ap- 
prentice lay on the floor near dead. I 
didn’t care if I had killed him. Well, I 
didn’t care. Iwas boundtowin. After 
that I never had a better boy in school 
than Dewey. I demanded an implicit 
obedience to lawful authority, and 
George learned that lesson well. On his 
ship is the finest disciline in the navy.” 


Here is a copy of Dewey's letter, the 
reading of which was received with ap- 
plause from the men and a waving of 
handkerchiefs by the ladies: 

“T have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your letter of Oct. 8, 1898, to- 
gether with a beautifully engrossed and 
attested copy of the resolutions adopted 
by the executive committee of the Ver- 
mont association of Boston on May 14. 

“On behalf of myself and the officers 
and men under my command, I thank 
in the heartiest manner the committee 
for their expressions ot approbation and 
appreciation. It is a signal honor, com- 
ing from such a body of men, and will 
undoubtedly give pleasure to all. 

“The resolutions will be read on the 
quarterdeck of the vessels of the squad- 
ron taking part In the action of May 1 
at the next general muster.” 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
a letter from Admiral Dewey, great 
and prolonged applause was indicative 
of the manner in which it was received. 


One refusal was not enough from Com- 
modore Clark, and a second urgent invi- 
tation was sent, in return to which came 
a letter from the Oregon's commander. 
In part he wrote, after stating his still 
poor physical condition: ‘I was capable 
of enduring much, but even after the 
Oregon joined the fleet in Cuban waters 
there was little relief from moral re- 
sponsibilities, for the night work with 
the searchlights was all taken by the 
Massachusetts, Iowa and Oregon.

Judge Peter 8S. Grosscup of Illinois will 
be nominated by the president to suc- 
ceed the late Judge Showalter as United 
States circuit judge. 

Lieutenant Commander I. Harris, who 
Was in command of the repair ship Vul- 
can on the ill-fated expedition which 
terminated in the loss of the Spanish 
cruiser Maria Teresa on Cat island, was 
yesterday honorably discharged from 
the naval service of the United States. 

Senator Debor introduced a joint res- 
olution, providing for the appointment 
of a congressional committee to decide 
upon the advisibility of establishing a 
national soldiers’ home at Abraham 
Lincoln's birthplace in Kentucky. 

The naval committee of the house yes- 
terday resumed work on the naval ap- 
propriation bill, agreeing to the item 
of $1,000,000 for the purchase of smoke- 
less powder, and $125,000 for naval 
apprentices’ barracks at Newport, R. I.

WOMAN SHO DEAD. 
Crime Attribated to Louis Bushay, ® 


Drunken Deaf Mute. 

Roston, Jan. 19.—A special to The 
Herald from Bangor, Me., says: At 
her home, on Treat and Webster's isl- 
and, at 10 o'clock last night, Mrs. 
Frankie Donohue, formerly of Bangor, 
was shot and instantly killed by a deaf 
mute named Louis Bushay, who had 
been stopping there a few days. Bushay 
was drunk at the time, and no other 
cause is known for the act. He fired 
three shots and Mrs, Donohue fell, ex- 
piring without a struggle. Bushay is 
now in the police station, badly intox- 
icated. Bushay is about 27 years old, 
a has lived with his parents on Treat 
and Webster's island. Recently he had 
some trouble at home, and since then he 
has been staying at Mrs. Donohue’s. 
Mrs. Donohue has long been known to 
the police in Bangor and in Veasie. Her 
husband was killed in the woods of 
New Hampshire a few years ago by a 
falling tree. In Veasie, a few years ago, 
her house was blown up with a charge 
of dynamite by some person whom she 
was alleged to have robbed, although 
it was suspected at the time that the 
explosion was caused by people who 
wished to drive her out of town. She 
has two small children, 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Jan. 19.—In the house a bill 
was introduced to provide that what- 
ever the payments made upon a life 
insurance policy, according to its terms, 
shall amount to in their aggregate and 
without interest, and exclusive of any 
dividends or other deductions received 
by the insured or in his behalf, to a sum 
equal to that for which the policy is is- 
sued, the insurer shall deliver to the in- 
sured a paid-up policy for the original 
amount. It is provided that, if the last 
payment by the insured makes a total 
in excess of the face value of the policy, 
rsuch excess shall be added to the amount 
of the paid-up policy. A fine of $500 for 
any violation of this act is imposed. 

The petition of the selectmen of Scit- 
vate authorizes the harbor and land 
commission to expend $100,000 in re- 
pairing the damage caused by the storm 
of Nov. 26 last. 

A bill was introduced providing that 
no minor under 16 shall be employed in 
any factory or mercantile establish- 
ment. 

In the senate a petition was presented 
asking that the salary of the district at- 
torney for the southeastern district be 
increased to $3000. 

On recommendation of the pardon com- 
mittee and the council, Governor Wol- 
cott pardoned Lewis Pierce of Brockton, 
serving sentence in the state prison for 
larceny. 

State Treasurer Shaw submitted to 
the general court his annual report for 
the year ending Dec. 31, 1898. The total 
net debt Dec. 31 was $44,246,491.78. Cash 
on hand Jan. 1, 1898, $10,206,772.61; cash 
on hand Dec. 31,1898, $10,695,570.93. 


Husband Under Arrest. 
Providence, Jan. 19.—Mary Connors 
was found dead here last night in a tene- 
ment house under circumstances which 
led to the suspicion that she had been 
murdered. She was found by her brother 
at the foot of the stairs leading to her 
tenement, covered with blood. The 
woman's husband, David Connors, had 
been drinking during the day and was 
placed under arrest for drunkenness, 
pending the investigation of the case. 
Nothing was found te connect him with 
the death of his wife, and he refuses to 
make any statement. Mrs. Connors died 
without saying anything. In the after- 
noon she had complained to a neighbor 
that her husband had struck her. The 

police are investigating the case. 


Disapproved by President. 

Washington, Jan. 19.—Captain George 
V. Lane, Eighth Illinois volunteer tn- 
fantry, Was recently found guilty by a 
court-martial convened at San Luis, 
Cuba, of failing to resist mutiny. and of 
conduct prejudicial to good order and 
military discipline, and was sentenced to 
be dismissed from the service of the 
United States. The record in thie case 
having been submitted to the president, 
he has disapproved the findings and 
sentence on the ground “that the evi- 
dence concerning the charges upon which 
the accused was convicted was very 
conflicting and failed to establish his 
guilt beyond a reasonable doubt.” 


T.ooks Bad For Hamel, 

Amesbury, Mass., Jan. 19. — When 
James F. Hamel, who is charged with the 
burglary of Harvey B. Locke's jJews'ry 
store in this town, is brought to trial, it 
is probable that he will have to face a 
number of other complaints. Miss Annie 
MacGowan of Haverhill has identified 
Hamel as the man who assaulted and 
robbed her in that city. While she was 
alone last week a man entered the house 
and brutally assaulted her, striking her 
over the head with a bottle and robbing 
her of asmall sum of money. The police 
of Haverhill are confident they can trace 
the numerous burglaries that have oc- 
curred in this city to Hamel.

Will Be Protected by Send- 
ing Warships to Samoa. 


German Consul to Blame For 


have been received from United States 
Consul Osborn at Apia, but as to their 
nature the officials have nothing to say 


beyond that they went to confirm the 
news dispatches printed yesterday. 
The navy department has prepared 


orders for the cruiser Philadelphia to 
proceed to Samoa at once to represent 
the United States interests there. Mean- 
while if any vessel more quickly avail- 
able can be found, one of Dewey's fleet, 
for instance, it will be ordered at once 
to Samoa to answer the urgent appeal 
of the United Statesconsul. The com- 
mander of the Philadelphia will act in 
conformity with the instructions of the 
United States consul so far as those in- 
structions are in line with the treaty of 
3erlin, which the United States con- 
tends must be literally enforced until 
amended. It would take the Philadel- 
phia about 16 days to make the run from 
San Diego to Apia, touching at Hono- 
lulu for coal. 

One resource open to the navy de- 
partment is to send the Oregon to Samoa. 
She left Cailao on the Iith inst., and 
should reach Honolulu about Feb. 6, 
where she can be intercepted.. The big 
battleship Iowa is due at San Francisco 
just about the same time that the Ore- 
gon is due at Honolulu, so that the Pa- 
cific coast witl not be left entirely with- 
out naval force. 

While the attention of the public has 
been of late drawn from the Samoan isl- 
ands to more important subjects ,it ap- 
pears that interesting events have been 
succeeding one another with rapidity in 
the islands. It has been realized fora 
long time past that there ‘was need for 
a modification of the tripartite treaty 
by which we assume joint guardianship 
with England and Germany, but up to 
this point it has not been posséble to 
get all three

It is not conceived that they would un- 
dertake to carry out the threat reported 
to have been made by them to forcibly 
board the British gunboat Porpoise, for, 
even though the latter might have to 
reckon with the German gunboat Falke, 
lying in her immediate vicinity, it is felt 
here that her captain would resist such 
an attack or demand to the last ex- 
tremity. Neither of the warships is 
very formidable, ranking in offensive 
power with vessels of the Annapolis and 
Vicksburg class in the American navy. 
Still, in the absence of anything like for- 
tifications at Apia, they probably would 
control the situation within the range of i 
their guns, including the town of Apia | 
proper, presuming that they refrained | 
from attacking each other. 


Negotiations have been on foot for 
some time in relation to the succession 
to the Samoan throne, and it is calcu- 
lated to lead to ill feeling, at least, that 
the German officials should resort to a 
coup d'etat at this stage of the negotia- 
tions.

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Postofice Appropriation Surprises—For- 
aker Dida’t Speak For Administration. 

Washington, Jan. 20.—The house prac- 
tically decided the Brown-Swanson con- 
tested election case from the Fifth Vir- 
ginia district in favor of the sitting mem- 
ber, Mr, Swanson, a Democrat, by de- 
ciining to consider the case. Twenty- 
four Republicans joined with the Demo- 
crats and Populists on this vote, 

The postoffice appropriation bill was 
then taken up. The greatest surprise 
of the day was the adoption of two 
amendments striking out of the bill the 
appropriation of $171,600 for the fast 
Southern mail and $25,000 for special mail 
facilities from Kansas city to Newton, 
Kan. The appropriation for the south- 
ern mail has been fought annually for 
8ix or seven years, but has aiways been 
retained. The increase in the appropria- 
tion for the pneumatic tube service from 
$225,000 to $300,000 was knocked out by the 
elimination of the provision, which fell 
under a point of order, for the repeal of 
the law against the extension of this 
Service. The house adjourned with a 
motion to recommit pending. The mo- 
tion carried instructions to strike out 
the words “newly acquired territory” in 
connection with an appropriation of 
$300,000 for mail facilities in Porto Rico 
Cuba and the Philippines. 


The senate listened further yesterday 
to a discussion of the policy of expansion. 
Mr. Turner (Pop., Wash.) delivered a 
carefully prepared speech on the Vest 
resolution. Thespeech was for the most 
para constitutional argument, in which 
Mr. Turner took issue with Senator Platt 
and Senator Foraker upon their recent 
‘utterances. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Turner's argu- 
ment Mr. Foraker took some sharp ex- 
ceptions to statements made ifn the 
speech, especially those referring to him 
personally. He explained at length the 
nature of his statements, declaring 
among other things that he had spoken 
only for himself and had no intention 
or desire to pose as the representative of 
the administration so far as his utter- 
ances were concerned. Referring to the 
interested comment which had been 
aroused in Great Britain by his state- 
ments, he said: 

“I Was not speaking for the adminis- 
tration and the chill that went up and 
down the backs of our friends in London 
Was due perhaps to a misapprehension 
as to which of the Ohio senators was 
speaking.” 

The Nicaragua canal bill was under 
consideration nearly three hours, After 
much debate, a substitute presented by 
Mr. Morgan for the bond amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Allison was adopted. It 
provides that the secretary of the treas- 
ury shall not pay out for work on the 
canal more than $20,000,000 during any 
fiscal year. Earnest efforts were made 
to amend the measure in other particu- 
lars, but all failed. 

NEWS IN BRIEF. 

Joaquin Poza and six other printers 
have been arrested at Havana for con- 
ducting a central supply station of ob- 
scene literature. 

The annual banquet of the alumni of 
Wilbraham academy at Boston was at- 
tended by about 75 persons, The presi- 
dent, Hon. O. H. Barnes of Chelsea, pre- 
sided. 

The negotiations between the Hun- 
garian government and the opposition 
during the week for a cessation of ob- 
struction have failed. 

Peter Maher has refused the offer of 
the Lenox Athletic club to make a-‘match 
with “Jim” Jeffries unless guaranteed a 
$20,000 purse, although Jeffries, through 
his manager, accepted the proposition 
the club made. 

Schooner John P. Prescott, the largest 
American four-masted vessel in salt 
water, sailed on her maiden voyage from 
Rockland, Me., to Norfolk yesterday. 

The Norwegian steamer Olaf Kyrre 
arrived at Boston from Dantzic, Ger- 
many, after a most tempestuous pas- 
sage of 23 days from Shields, where she 
called for three days. Thesteamer was 
hove to twice on her passage. 

The A. J. Borden block at Fall River, 
Mass., was burned, the fire, to all ap- 
pearances, having started in the cellar 
of C. E. Macomber & Co., clothiers. The 
police are looking into the fire, as they 
ave suspicions that it did not start from 
accidental causes, 

The dry goods store of George T. Till 
at Swampscott, Mass., was entered by 
three men, and while one of the party 
engaged the attention of the saleswoman 
the other two menrified the cash drawer 
and safe. 

The derelict schooner Grace of Ells- 
worth, Me., wrecked in the November 
gale, has been located off Duxbury 
beach. It is believed both her anchors 
have fouled the cable. 

At a meeting at Montreal of represen- 
tatives of a number of Canadian oil 
firms it was announced that the Im- 
perial Oil company, which is virtually 
the Standard Oil company, had secured 
control of the Bushnell and Eastern com- 
panies, 

Notwithstanding the unpopularity of 
the Spanish bank at Havana and the 
attacks upon its policy the sum of $400,- 
000 was deposited in that institution yes- 
terday, largely by Spaniards. It is said 
that such deposits will increase because 
of the knowledge that the bank's funds 
cannot be manipulated by the Spanish 
government. 

The pope is suffering from a slight at- 
tack of influenza, which Dr. Lapponi, 
his physician, says ig not dangerous and 
ls not likely to be so unless complica- 
tions arise. 

Professor Henry A. Nicholson, regius 
professor of natural history at the Uni- 
versity of Aberdeen, died in his 55th year.

Experts on the ground say that there 
can be no doubt that a new and wonder- 
fully productive goldfield has been dis- 
sovered. The skeptical said at first 
that only a vocket had been found, but 
this theory has been exploded by new 
finds made. The original seam showed

but most of the specimens show it 
mixed with mica and copper. 

The new town which has been staked 
out lies at the foot of Greenhorn moun- 
tain, half a mile from the discovery 
claim. Creede and Cripple Creek have 
both been emptied of their floating pop- 
ulation. A town company has been 
formed and a crude kind of local gov- 
ernment organized. A spur railroad 
track will be put into the town. 

All the scenes which have made fa- 

mous the mining camps of former days 
are being repeated in the new Dawson. 
Reports of new finds cause frantio 
stampedes at intervals. Speculators are 
eagerly bidding for claims, and many 
wild rumors are circulated. 
How long the new Dawson will last 
18 not certain, but it will be several 
weeks before comprehensive examina- 
tions and assays can be made. If these 
indicate as much gold as has been re- 
ported, the boom will continue. If it is 
found that nothing but a pocket has 
been unearthed, the boom will fall flat, 
and Dawson will be deserted as quickly 
as it was populated.

The fact that the anti-scalping bill was 
made the unfinished business of the sen- 
ate by Saturday’s vote does not neces- 
sarily insure its immediate considera- 
tion. The general understanding is that 
this bill will wait upon the peace treaty 
and the appropriation bills, and that the 
Indian appropriation bill will be the first 
measure to receive the attention of the 
senate during the week. The diplo- 
matic and pension appropriation bills 
also may be considgred during the week. 

Several speeches on the subject of 
expansion are expected to be made. One 
of these, by Senator White, in opposition 
to the government's policy, will be made 
today, and Senator Lodge will follow 
with a brief talk in support of the policy 
and in advocacy of the early ratification 
of the peace treaty. 

How much time will be given to the 
treaty in executive session will be 
pend upon whether the committee on 
foreign relations considers it in the in- 
terest of the treaty to press con: dera- 
tion. There is an effort to arrange a 
compromise, which would permit speedy 
action upon the treaty, but if this is not 
successful the indications are for con- 
siderable delay. Two compromises are 
suggested. One of these is for a modifi- 
cation of the treaty, or the adoption of 
a resolution declaratory against the per- 
manent holding of the Philippine archi- 
pelago, and the other fs for a modifica- 
tion of the army reorganization bill, on 
lines desired by the treaty opponents. 
It is not yet possible to state whether 
either course will be pursued. 


The senate passed the Nicaragua canal 
bill Saturday. A number of amendments 
were made to the bill, and there were 
many short speeches during the day. 
There was, however, no opposition toa 
vote when the time came, and a rollcall 
developed only six votes in opposition to 
final passage.

NO HOPE FOR QUAY. 


——— 
Manager of Opponents Says the Senator 
Will Surely Be Beaten, 


Harrisburg, Jan. 23.—E. A. Van Valk- 
enburg, who is managing the anti-Quay 
campaign, issued a statement last night 
in which he says the senatorial situa- 
tion is no longer complicated or uncer- 
tain. Van Valkenburg claims that 
Senator Quay’s strength was at high 
tide when he received 113 votes, which is 
just 14 short of a majority. Against 
him are 139 votes; 87 are Democrats and 
62 anti-Quay Republicans. He says: 

“The Quay managers have abandoned 
all hope of securing a single vote from 
the anti-Quay ranks. But, while ad- 
mitting that no Democrat will vote di- 
rectly for Quay at any stuge of the con- 
test, they assert, with an air of mys- 
tery, rather than of confidence, that at 
the proper time enough Democrats will 
be found to supply the necessary 14 votes 
that Senator Quay must have to elect 
him. 

“The Quay machine is bankrupt in 
the matter of political patronage. All 
the attempts of the Quay people to 
create friction between the Democrats 
and the anti-Quay Republicans have 
failed. Senator Quay massed all of his 
strength to break the anti-Quay lines 
last Wednesday, and failed. He has 
given orders that every effort must be 
made to break them next Tuesday, but 
he will again fail. Senator Quay may 
be able to prolong the deadlock, but re- 
elect himself United States senator from 
Pennsylvania, never.” 


Governor Stone gave out the following 
statement last evening on the senatorial 
Situation: 

“My opinion has not changed since I 
expressed the belief, after the action of 
the caucus making Quay the nominee of 
the Republican party for the United 
States senate, that he will be re-elected. 
His supporters have not had a break in 
their lines since that time, and they have 
made gains. Pennsylvania is a Republi- 
can State and unless there are some seri- 
ous reasons why aregularly named can- 
didate of the Republican party in the 
State should not be elected, it is safe to 
predict that he will win. More than two- 
thirds of the Republican members of the 
general assembly are already pubticly 
committed to him. No onecan honestly 
or fairly question the regularity of the 
nomination of Senator Quay. The cau- 
cus was regularly called and properly 
conducted. Stalwart Republicans gen- 
erally throughout the commonweai!th 
have accepted him as the candidate of 
their party and want to see him elected. 

“There should be no occasion for con- 
cern among the friends of Senator Quay 
on account of the present deadlock on 
the senatorship. Public sentiment fn his 
favor is making itself felt among the 
members of the legislature. If Senator 
Quay's supporters stand firm, as I am 
convinced they will, his re-election will 
certainly follow in due time.” 


A Kemarkable Case, ; 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 23.—While stealing 
a ride on a freight train from Salem to 
Boston Suturday night, Timothy Con- 
nors fell beneath the cars and had both 
his legs cut off. Connors lay all night 
in a ditch by the side of the tracks near 
the Swampscott station, being unable to 
attract attention from passers-by. He 
was conscious when found yesterday 
morning, but physicians entertain but 
slight hopes of his recovery. The rea- 
son he did not bleed to death during the 
night was that the arteries in his legs 
were closed up, and also from the fact 
that he lay all night with the stumps of 
his legs higher than his head. 

Bondsmen Setile. _ 

Melrose, Mass., Jan. 23.—The Melrose 
Co-operative bank has, after 19 hearings 
before different courts and auditors, re- 
ceived from the bondsmen of Charles 
Newhall, the defauting secretary of the 
bank, $3300, being the full amount of 
Newhall’s bonds with interest. New- 
hall took from the bank over $4000, and is 
now serving a three-years’ term in the 
house of correction. The bank will 
make up the balance of the loss. 


Dr. Hillis Accepts, 

New York, Jan. 23.—Rev. Newell D. 
Hillis has accepted the pastorate of 
Plymouth church, Brooklyn, to succeed 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, whose ill health has 
made it necessary for him to withdraw 
from the pulpit. Dr. Hillis’ acceptance, 
telegraphed from Chicago, was read at 
the morning service at Plymouth church 
yesterday. Dr. Abbott will take final 
leave of his congregation the latter part 
of February, 


Policeman Stabbed. 

Chattanooga, Jan. 23.—Policeman 
Baird of this city, who was called to 
quell a fight in one of the disreputable 
resorts of this city among discharged 
negro soldiers from two of the Indiana 
companies recently mustered out, was 
set upon by Jonh Glover, a negro from 
Indianapolis, and stabbed five times. 
Baird is in a critical condition. If he 
should die, lynching is probable. 


Oil Stil Burst. 

Olean, N. Y., Jan. 23.—A still burst at 
the Standard oil refinery yesterday, 
throwing the burning oil over the ad- 
joining works and causing a fire that 
caused $75,000 loss. No reason ig known 
for the bursting of the still. Hundreds 
of employes of the works are at work 
getting the other stills reconnected, and 
work will probably go on as usualina 
few days.

He pleaded 
guilty, and was sentenced to 20 months 
at hard labor in the Auburn fail.

Fred Parks, 23 years old, who wasseen 
to jump from the window of Mrs, 
ton’s lonely house, is locked up in th 
jail, charged with thecrime. The entire 
community is wild with excitement, and 
last night, after Parks had been arrest- 
€d at his home, he was openly threat- 
ened with lynehing as he was led through 
the wrathful crowd to the jail. 

Mrs. Tarlton, who is,88 years of age 
lived alone in her little house, which is 
on the river bank, not far from the ferry, 
and has always lived a quict life, with 
but few callers, her friends 
were many. 

George A. Williams was walking along 
the road yesterday afternoon, when 
s0me one told him there was a drunken 
man in the vicinity of Mrs, Carlton's 
house, who appeared to be acting rather 
peculiarly. Williams hastened to the 
house and tried the door, but could not 
get in, of the 
neighbors Hie had 
scarcely reached the house, which was 
only a few hundred yards away, when 
he heard acrash, and saw Parks leaping 
from one of the windows of the first 
floor. Before Williams could give the 
ularm, Parks had ran off up the street, 
disappearing into the woods. 

With neighbors Williams ran back to 
the Tarleton house, and, after two or 
three ineffectual attempts, managed 
to break in the door of the kitchen. It 
was a grewsome spectacle that met their 
gaze, for the floor lay the woman, 
her head bruised and battered, her 
shoulders slashed with the butcher knife 
that was near her, covered with blood, 
while blood was also scattered in every 
direction.

It took some minutes for Williams and 
his companions to ascertain that the 
woman was alive, and when they did 
of their number hastened for 
a doctor, while the others bathed har 
head and shoulders: The physician, 
after a careful examination, gave but 
little hope for Mrs. Tarlton’s recovery. 
She was carried to a neighboring house, 
and every effort was made to revive her. 

In the meantime the police had been 


so, one 


notified, and a searching party was 
at once organized for the pursuit of 
Parks, the party starting out within 


half an hour after Williams saw him 
dash off into the woods. 

An examination of the house showed 
that, while everything was in fearful 
disorder, very little of value had been 
taken, although a most thorough search 
for money had been made. 

Within three hours after the police 
had been notified of the affair, they 
had Parks under arrest. He was found 
at his father’s house at Spruce Creek, 
and was readily given up by the family. 
Parks was at once handcuffed and 
brought up to the jail, but a great crowd 
had collected, and all sorts of threats 
were made, while his capters were un- 
locking the jail door. Once inside, he 
was locked in a cell, while two police- 
men were stationed as guards. The 
authorities do not expect any trouble 
from the citizens, although popular feel- 
ing is ata white heat. He will be taken 
to Alfred today, and lodged in the county 
jail. 

Parks was apparently somewhat un- 
der the influence of liquor, anda bottle 
of whiskey was found in his pocket. 
None of the articles from the Tarlton 
house were found in his clothing. He 
talked but little regarding the affair, 
but did not deny that he committed the 
assault. ° 

The physicians attending Mrs. Tarlton 
do not expect her to survive, as her 
wounds, especially about the head, are 
deep and of a most ghastly nature, : 

The room where the encounter took 
place gave every evidence of being the 
scene of a fierce struggle, and apparent- 
ly Mrs. Tarlton did not succumb until 
her head had been pounded almost into 
a jelly, and her shoulders and arms cut 
and slashed as if by a butcher. Nearly 
every part of the room shows i spots 
of blood, and even the celing did not 
escape being spattered. P

Senators Not of One Mind as to Who 
Was the Hero of Santiago. 


Champions of Both Men Venit- 
late Their Opinions. 


Merits of the Men to Be Decided by Records 
of the Navy Department. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The question as 
to whether Sampson and Schley should 
be promoted to the grade of rea radmiral 
was discussed enthusiastically and vig- 
orously by the friends and enemies of 
both officers in the executive session yes- 
terday. The controversy was finally 
postponed for 20 days, after,a vote had 
been taken to call for the records of the 
navy department bearing upon the con- 
duct of all affected by the advancement. 

The discussion arose over the resolu- 
tion calling for these documents. As 
originally offered, it asked forthe reasons 
for the advancement, but the resolution 
Was modified so as to request the record 
only. The first vote was on a motion 
made by Senator Hale to lay the resolu- 
tion on the table, and on this the ayes 
and noes were taken, resuiting 17 ayes to 
35 noes. The resolution was then al- 
lowed to pass without further discussion. 

For three hours previous to this, how- 
ever, the senate had been engaged ina 
very animated verbal baitle which in- 
volved many intricacies, and Was par- 
ticipated in by a large number of sena- 
tors. The main contests were over 
the general policy of promoting these of- 
others who were character-

ficers over 
ized as quite as deserving, though less 
fortunate in that they were deprived of 
such active participation in the war; and 
second, as to the relative merits of Samp- 
son and Schley. 
Senators Gorman and 
Maryland, one a Republican 
other a Democrat, united ina fierce at- 
tack upon the navy department for fay- 
oring Sampson over Schley, while Sena- 
tors Lindsay, Pettigrew, Perkins and 
Money attacked the wholc system of pro- 
motion as ‘‘a species of favoritism which 
Was not Warranted by the facts." The 
method the administration was de- 
fended by Messrs. Hale, Chandler and 
Lodge. Senator Wellington was es- 
peciaiy zealous in his advocacy of the 
claims of Admiral Schley, and in his pre- 
sentation of reasons why Admiral Samp- 
son should not be preferred over him, 
and both he and Mr. Gorman stated that, 
if the official papers were ordered, they 
would demonstrate beyond a possible 
question the fact that Schley, and not 
Sampson, fought the battle off Santiago.

They contended that, with Sampson 
10 miles away, he could not be accred- 
ited with having command of the fleet 
on the day when the Spanish vess 
Were sent to the bottom. On the 
trary, they held that Schley w: 
ground; he was the ser r 
that he was engaged most effectively in 
the conflict all the world knew, regard- 
less of the favors of the vovernment at 
Washington. 

Senator Lindsay found much in the pro- 
motion of both Schley and Sampson. over 
Commodore Watson to condemn. He 
‘sraised Watson as a man who would un- 
doubtedly have made a fine record in the 
war If given the opportunity he should 
have had as a senior officer, and said that 
to deprive him of his rightful rank be- 
cause other men were pressed to the 
front and given the posts of honor was 
in every Way unfair and unworthy ofa 
great country. 

Senators Perkins, Platt of Connecticut 
and Pettigrew also criticised the system 
as one liable to result in unfairness un- 
less very cautiously entered upon, argu- 
ing that at any rate the senate should 
have the record before it, that it might 
decide for itself as to the merits of the 
men so signally favored compared with 
those who had received none of the 
loaves and fishes. 

Senators Hale and Chandler defended 
the action of the navy department in 
giving preference to the men who took 
upon themselves the brunt of the battle 
in Atlantic waters and in preferring the 
man who was in command of the fleet. 
They deprecated the opening up of a 
controversy which, Mr. Chandler said, 
might lead to a condition which might 
prove as unsavory as that which the war 
investigating commission had developed 
in connection with the army beef con- 
tracts. 

Senator Lodge joined in deploring this 
policy, and owing to the fact that he had 
but recently, in the interest of private 
research, made an exhaustive investi- 
gation, he was enabled to throw much 
light upon the controversy in behalf of 
the contention that the 
should not be stirred up. 

During the presentation of this side 
much was said in upholding the claims 
of Sampson in preference to those of 
Schley, and the friends of the latter offi- 
cer were ‘‘warned that, if they insisted 
upon pressing the investigation too 
closely, some facts would he developed 
that would not be agreeable to them. 
The charge was made that Schley had 
voluntarily left Santiago after reaching 
the vicinity of that port and after Cer- 
vera had entered the harbor, and also 
the charge that when the Spanish fleet 
had sailed out through the narrow mouth 
of the channel Schley had made a re- 
verse movement with the Brooklyn and} 
gone in a direwtion opposite to that taken 
by the Spanish squadron instead of 
boldly attacking the enemy in the be- 
sinning. It Was asserted that these facts 
were among those which the archives! 
would reveal 

The friends of Schley declared they had 
nothing to fear ffom having all the facts 
known. Explaming his start to leave 
Santiago and his refusal to obey depart- | 
ment orders before Sampson's arrival, 
they said that it was because he had 
been unable to coal atsea. When asked 
how it had Aappened that he had been |! 
able to coal 36 hours afterwards they re- | 
plied that this was due to the fact that a 
storm had given placetoacalm. | 

Senators Lindsay and Pettigrew, who | 
were not standing for either Sampson | 
or Schley, made the point that these de- 
velopments emphasized the reasons why

After the decision to send for the rec- 
ords Was arrived at, there was @ general 
understanding that the whole matter 
should be postponed long enough to per- 
mit action by the houses upon the naval 
committee's bill, providing that these 
promotions “shall not interfere with the 
promotion of officers otherwise entitled 
to promotion.” The subsequent effort of 
the senate in open session to pass this bill 
was the result of the agreement. 

During the debate the fact was brought

In connection with these resolutions 
two questions have been raised, one of 
constitutional law and one of public 


The constitutional questions are 
many, and the hypothetical situations 
Which have been imagined with such 
ingenuity as tests of the constitution are 
almost countless. 

I believe that the United States has 
the undoubted power to acquire territory 
and to hold and govern it. I am ready 
to admit, if necessary, that action in 
these directions must be taken for con- 
stitutional purposes, but the constitu- 
tionality of the purposes must be deter- 
mined by itself through its 
majority. I believe that the power of 
the United States in any territory or 
possession outside of the United States 
in any territory or 
the limits of the states themselves is ab- 
solute, with the single exception of the 
limitation placed upon such outside pos- 
sessions by the 13th amendment.

@ress placed in the hands of the presi- 
dent absolute authority, as absolute as 
that enjoyed by the king of Spain or the 
first consul of France, over that terri- 
tory and its inhabitants.

In 1821 it was proposed in congress to 
insert in the act establishing a temporary 
government for Florida an amendment 
prescribing that: Nothing should be 
done in the Floridas incompatible with 
the constitution and laws of the United 
States. 

The amendment was voted down and 
the bill passed giving absolute power to 
the president. 

In our territorial bills, and in that for 
the organization of Hawali, now pend- 
ing, provision is made for extending the 
constitution to the territory in question. 
Without a legislative act the constitut- 
tlon does not extend to the territories 
or Other possessions of the United States 
outside the limits of the states them- 
selves. 

Constitutions do not make people; peo- 
ple make constitutions. Our constitution 
is great and admirable, because the men 
men who made it were so, and the people 
who ratified it and have lived under it 
were and are brave, intelligent and lov- 
ers of liberty. There is a higher sanc- 
tion and a surer protection to life and 
Hberty, to the right of speech and trial 
by jury, to justice and humanity, in the 
traditions, the beliefs, the habits of 
mind, and the character of the American 
people than any which can be afforded 
by any constitution, no matter howe 
widely drawn. If the American people 
were disposed to tyranny, injustice and 
oppression a constitution would offer 
but a temporary barrier to their ambi-

Permanent improvements of the 
streets are desirable, and should be en- 
couraged, but in the absence of any 
comprehensive plan or any estimate 
as to the cost, it would be prudent to 
go slow, especially as the city will 
have a new Commissioner of Public 
Works who has had no experience at 
road building. With present informa- 
tion it does not seem desirable to ex- 
— ond.this year $150,060 for permanent 
&eet improvements. Even, if it was 
expedient it would not be necessary to 
exceed the debt limit fixed by law. 
The margin is now $225,281.96, and 
will increase as the year progresses, 
as $81,950.25 of the debt will be paid 
this year. 

One of the arguments in favor of a 
special act is that the loan could be 
extended over a longer period of years. 
While opposed to short loans of one, 
two and three years, which have so 
seriously handicapped the city, we are 
of opinion that no street loans should 
be for more than ten years and this is 
permitted under existing laws. In 
support of this position, we have but 
to note the fact that the city has yet to 
pay $12,000 for the ‘‘permanent’’ im- 
provement of Hancock street, voted 
many years ago, which is now in a 
wretched condition and which it is 
now proposed to rebuild. Also, that 
the city has yet to pay $5,000 for the 
**permanent’’ building of the Squan- 
tum causeway, which now needs re- 
building. If $150,000 was borrowed on 
a 30-year loan, $5,000 would fall due 
in 1900, and the maturing debt of that 
year is already too large. 

We would suggest that, instead of 
going to the Legislature, the City 
Council appropriate $80,000 this year, 
$10,000 to fall due in 1902, and $10,000 
ip each of the seven succeeding years. 
This would appropriate all that could 
be judiciously expended this year, and 
at the same time relieve 1900 and 1901. 
It could be repeated next year, if ad- 
visable, and still not exhaust the debt 
limit which increases yearly. A new 
loan of $80,000 would not increase the 
municipal debt much this*year, as the 
city will pay off $81,950.25, as noted.

There are 261 high schools in the

that 25 per cent. of the children avail

233 men who are principals is $1,499. - 
28 women who are principals, 
The women and some of the 

principals of small high 
schools whose length of schooling 
frequently falls short of the legal re- 
quirement of 40 weeks. About 100 of 
these 261 high schools number from 100 
to 1,000 pupils each. They enroll 80 per 
of all the high school pupils, 
They are generally, well-officered, well 
provided with good buildings, and 
well-equipped with sanitary, laboratory 
and teaching appliances. Some of the 
later high school buildings are superbly 
planned and furnished. 

COST OF HIGH SCHOOLS. 

Separate returns for high school ex- 
penditures are not made to the State. 
Such expenditures can be determined, 
however, with close approximation, by 
indirect methods. Thus, in 1896 the 
average municipal tax of the State was 
$15.23 on a thousand dollar, of which 
sum, if expenditures for buildings are 
excluded, $2.95 went to all the public

ACADEMIES. 

There are 25 academies or schools 
all under the primary control of 
trustees, that nevertheless offer free 
tuition to the pupils of the towns 
where they are established. Town 
appropriate money towards the 
penses of 15 of these schools, either 
under the academy tuition act (chapter 
94, Acts of 1895), or because they have 
been granted educational control by 
the trustees,or because they deem it ex- 
pedient to do so, no one objecting. 
In 13 only of these academies are text- 
books free to the pupils of the town.

SUPERVISION. 

The number of superintendents of 
schools is 166, as against 164 the year 
before; of towns without superinten- 
dents, 87 as against 90 the year before. 
One hundred and five more teachers 
than last year are now under super- 
vision, and 4,526 more pupils. Only 
5 per cent. of the children in the 
public schools are now without 
watchful care of a superintendent, A 
policy that has extended in a voluntary 
way to 95 per cent. of the children of 
the State bears impressive witness to

HORSELESS TRUCKS, 


| Automobile Vehicles For New York | 


gine company of Worcester, Mass., and |

| York. Platform tracks for carrying

Motormen who operate these trucks 
will have a high seat forward, with a 
double wheel similar to the arrange- 
ment on a cable car for controlling the 
power. One wheel will be for steering 
purposes, and the other will open or 
| close a valve between the air chambers 

and the motor. Althongh these trucks 
will have a carrying capacity of eight 
tons and can be run on smooth pave- 
| ments as fast as eight miles an hour, it 
is asserted that they can be stopped in 
their own length. By shutting off the 
air the wheels are locked and the truck 
comes to a sudden standstill. The 
trucks are built with wide tires, so that 
asphalt or macadam rvads will not be 
injured by them.

Agoncillo Sees Nothing to Justify 
Our Warlike Preparations. 


Speaks of “Existing Govern- 
ment” of Philippines 


Which Is Satisfactory to the Inhabitants and at 
Peace With the World. 


Washington, Jan. 25.—Senor Lopez, 
secretary to Agoncillo, the Washington 
representative of Aguinaldo, called at 
the state department yesterday after- 
noon and lodged with the chief clerk a 
communication which, according to the 
common expectation, marked the criti- 
cal stage in the Philippine question. 

This is the third attempt made by the 
Filipino representative to secure official 
recognition from the United States gov- 
ernment. Secretary Hay was, at the 
time the communication was presented, 
attending a meeting of Lhe cabinet at the 
White House, so that all that Chief Clerk 
Michaels could do under the circum- 
stances was to receive the paper as he 
would any other handed in tohim. 

He now calls attention of the secretary 
to certain conditions, which, in his opin- 
ion, require immediate alleviation. There 
are, he says, at present 20,000 American 
troops at Manila, controlling a popula- 
tion of about 300,000. A number of war 
vessels are stationed in the harbor and 
many other American men-of-war and 
transports are to be found within the 
archipelago, although the actual posses- 
sion of the American troops extends over 
not to exceed 143 square miles out of 
more than 200,000. Despite the enormous 
forces now in this extremely circum- 
scribed area, he says, “‘we are informed 
through the public prints that other ves- 
Sels of war have been ordered from dis- 
tant parts of the globe to reinforce those 
now among the islands in question, while 
a few days ago a transport sailed from 
New York carrying about 2000 soldiers 
and having Manilla as its destination, 
and, as we are informed, regiments of 
troops are under orders to proceed by 
way of San Francisco to the Philippines, 
The public prints inform us also that an 
attack is contemplated upon the Philip- 
pine islands; the islands to be taken in 
detail, the smaller ones first, the larger 
ones blockaded so that they may not as- 
Sist those first attacked.” 

He says that it is naturally the im- 
pression of his government and people 
that these warlike preparations indicate 
military operations to be levelled at the 
existing government of the Philippines. 

“As the representative of the Philip- 
pine government,” he continues, “I hesi- 
tate to give adhesion to this idea, for I 
cannot believe that there is any present 
or future difficulty between the Ameri- 
can and Philippine governments justi- 
fying warlike activity and, as a believer 
in the humanity of the American peo- 
ple, refuse to acquiesce in the idea that 
America has designs on the Philippine 
islands.’ 

He states that but lately the United 
States and the Philippine governments 
have been associated in a conflict against 
a common enemy, the United States ac- 
complishing its purpose by the expulsion 
of Spain from the West Indies, while the 
desire of the Philippines republic has 
been practically attained by the almost 
complete expulsion of the Spanish g0v- 
ernment from the Philippine islands. 

He is unable to conceive any reason 
why the armies and navies of the United 
States lately employed against a com- 
mon enemy should be turned against 
America’s recent associates, 

“It is true,” he continues, “that Spain 
has undertaken to convey to the United 
States its alleged claim to the Philip- 
pines, a claim which Spain was not cap- 
able of enforcing and which never found 
its origin in the consent of the people of 
those islands.” 

Heinquires: “Are my government and 
people to be left to suppose that it is be- 
cause of some desire on the part of the 
American government to enforce against 
its late associate this exploded claim, 
that the United States is massing its 
forces at the late capital of the Philip- 
pines?” 

He points out that the Philippines are 
in a state of order, possessing a govern- 
ment satisfactory to their inhabitants 
and without an enemy within their 
borders offering any resistance to its 
operations, and are at peace with all the 
world. 

He is sure the secretary of state will 
appreciate, in view of the circumstances 
detailed, the quieting, reassuring effect 
upon the minds of his countrymen to re- 
sult from a disclaimer upon the part of 
the American government of any inten- 
tion to attack their liberties and inde- 
pendence. 

He expresses his gratitude to America 
for services rendered, hopes that friendly 
relations may continue, and urges the 
importance of an immediate answer. 


its Fate Iu Doubt. 

Washington, Jan. 25.—The debate on 
the army reorganization bill opened in 
the house yesterday. Practically three 
propositions are before the house—the 
house bill, providing for a Standing 
army of 100,000 men; the minority sub- 
stitute, increasing the standing army to 
£0,000 men, and lodging with the presi- 
dent discretionary power to call out 50,- 
000 volunteers for emergency service; 
and a proposition te continue tem- 
porarily the regular army at its present 
war strength, 62,000 men. It is also 
understood that Mr. Marsh will cham- 
pion the Miles bill. Among the sup- 
porters of the majority bill there are 
those who fayor a provision for a gen- 
eral staff, made up of officers of the 
line, so as to make the army organiza- 
tion responsible to a single head. The 
fate of the measure is still considered 
doubtful, though Chairman Hull and 
his friends profess great confidence in 
its passage. The debate yesterday was 
not exciting. Mr. Hull and Mr. Me- 
Clellan, in support of the measure, and 
Mr. Hay of Virginia, in Opposition, di- 
vided the honors, 


Save Beef Was Good. 
Washington, Jan. 26.—Major Town- 
send commissary of subsistence, U. §. 
V., testified before the war investigating 
committee yesterday that he had con- 
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stantly inspected the kitchens and sup- 
plies, and said both the refrigerated beef 
and canned beef were good. He had 
never heard of the chemical treatment 
of the beef until he read of it in the 
newspapers. The only complaint he 
had known was from the officers in 
Porto Rico, who said the beef sometimes 
was not used in time, and consequently 
spoiled, but there was nothing to indi- 
cate it was anything else than the dis- 
coloration that might occur anywhere 
from climatic causes. 


Merrimac to Be Blown Up. 

Washington, Jan. 26.—The navy de- 
partment has finally decided to remove 
the Merrimac from the edge of the chan- 
nel in Santiago harbor by means of ex- 
plosives. Lieutenant Clow, who was in 
charge for a time of the wrecking opera- 
tians there, has reported that the vessel 
is not worth the money it would cost to 
raise her and recommended the destruc- 
tion of the hull by explosives. 


Bay State Legisiature. 

Boston, Jan. 25.—A bill intended to 
retain the assessment insurance com- 
panies by providing restrictions that will 
meet the objections to them cited in 
Governor Wolcott’s inaugural was al- 
most the only feature of the 20-minute 
house session yesterday. Representa- 
tive Hayes introduced a bill to provide a 
single cattle commissioner in place of 
the present board. 

In the committee rooms there were 
hearings for several street railway com- 
panies who wish to act as common car- 
riers, for the Anti-Double Taxation 
league and for the advocates of the 8- 
hour work day and 58-hour week. The 
Massachusetts Pipe Line company re- 
monstrated against the tax imposed by 
the tax commissioners on its last issue 
of stock, which was delayed for some 
time after being asked for. 

In the senate the Mackey petition for 
protection of certain birds was put in, 
practically the same as in other years. 

In the house bills were introduced pro- 
viding for a temporary release of chil- 
dren under sentence of truancy, because 
of sickness or death in their families; 
regulating fees of clerks of the supreme 
and superior courts; to amend the di- 
vorce laws so that either party may 
marry again as if the other were dead: 
to authorize Leominster to furnish water 
to Lunenburg; providing for an alder- 
man-at-large for Newburyport. 

Petitions: Of mayor of Fitchburg to 
borrow money for hospital buildings; 
for amendment to trustee process; for 
legislation to permit one judge of pro- 
bate to make compensation for services 
of another for his own convenience; for 
legislation to transfer the duties of the 
Newburyport Water commission to the 
city council; for an appropriation of 

35,000 for the Massachusetts soldiers’ 
home. 


Maine Treasury Figures. 
Augusta, Me., Jan. 25.—State Treas- 
urer Simpson has completed his report 
for the year 1898. The bonded debt was 
decreased $50,000. The interest on the 


bonded debt paid was $73,009. The 
whole bonded debt is $2,203,000. The 
temporary loan outstanding has been 


reduced in the aggregate $50,000, leaving 
$150,040 now outstanding. The total re- 
ceipts of the office have been $1,854,- 
304.66. The available cash of the past 
year was $2,006,654.88, against which 
warrants have been drawn for $1,851,- 
$31.15, leaving a cask balance on hand 
of $154,723.75. Under the heac af lia- 
bilities are found the bonded debt, tem- 
porary loans and trust funds, school 
and mill tax, railroad and telegraph 
tax, etc. They amount in all to $4,100,- 
826.57. 
Objeotio te Uniforms, 

Boston, Jan. 25.—Mayor Quincy gave 
a hearing last evening to a delegation of 
men who oppose the plan of uniforming 
the members of the park department. 
It was pointed out to the mayor that the 
workmen were not serfs; that no one 
had a right to tell public laborers what 
clothes they should or should not wear; 
that if they accepted the uniforms they 
would be the butt of every low joker who 
chose to ridicule them; that the uniform 
on a laborer was a badge of servitude 
and not, as in the case of a policeman or 
fireman, a badge of authority; that they 
objected to being told to wear an uniform 
and being deprived of the right to pur- 
chase them where they pleased. The 
mayor took the matter under advise- 
ment. 


Arbitrators at Marlboro. 

Martboro, Mass., Jan. 25.—The members 
of the state board of arbitration arrived 
in this city yesterday and held a confer- 
ence with the representatives of the joint 
council of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ 
union. The board later called on the 
manufacturers, and again visited the 
labor organization. The result of the 
conference has not been made public, but 
many believe the labor difficulties will 
terminate within a few days, whileothers 
are of the opinion that the difficulties will 
continue for some weeks. 


Waiting. 

London, Jan. 25.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Times, dealing with the 
Samoan difficulty, says: No proposal 
has yet been made for a conference as 
to Samoa, and I have reason to believe 
that there is a pause in the interchange 
of views, the governments concerned 
waiting fuller information. 


Bronze Plates For Shamrock. 
London, Jan. 25.—It is announced that 
the Manganese Bronze company of Dept- 
ford has received an order for bronze 
plates, with steele ribs, to be used in the 
construction of the America’s cup chal- 
lenger, Shamrock.

AGREEMENT REACHED, 


—... 


Senate to Vote on Treaty a 
Week From Monday. 


Davis Speaks In Behalf of 
American Commissioners. 


Presentation of the History of the 
Paris Conference, 


Philippine Istands Included in the Agreement 


as a Matter of Honor. 


Should Make Good ap Opportunity Prov- 


ideutially Provided. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—The senate held 
two executive sessions yesterday, and at 
each the treaty was the subject 
under discussion. At the first an agree- 
rent was reached to vote on the treaty 
next Monday week, and at the second 
Senator Davis presented the American 
commissioners’ reasons for the accept- 
ance of the treaty in the form in which 
it was finally concluded. The agree- 
ment for a vote was reached in an ex- 
ecutive session held soon after con- 
vening at roon, this agreement being in 
the following language: 

“That the senate agrees to vote on the 
treaty with Spain and all amendments 
on Monday, Feb 6, at 3 o'clock, p. m., 
and that until that time the senate shall 
go into executive session on each day at 
2 p. m.”

SENATOR DAVIS. 
This was a unanimous agreement, the 


terms of which were formulated by 
Senator Davis, in reply to Tuesday's 
proposition by the opposition, and asa 
result of yesterday's meeting of the 
Fenate committee on foreign relations. 
The agreement in the committee to ac- 
cept the proposition was unanimous, 
and it is understood that Senator Davis 
informed his fellow committeemen that 
it was the wish of the president that the 
proposition for a vote should be ac- 
cepted and the result made known as 
soon as possible. Those who are fa- 
miliar with the views of the president 
say that he has urged an early vote upon 
the ground that nothing is to be lost and 
everything is to be gained by taking the 
vote. The final action, he is confident, 
will be favorable when reached. 


In accordance with the terms of the 
agreement, the senate resumed its work 
in executive session at 2 o'clock, and the 
entire time of this session was consumed 
by Senator Davis in making a presenta- 
tion of the history of the Paris confer- 
ence. This presentation consisted large- 
ly in the recital of the various proposi- 
tions made on each side of the contro- 
versy at Paris, and while the speech 
was thus rendered somewhat formal, it 
received the closest and most careful at- 
tention. A map of the Philippines on a 
large scale adorned the rear wall of the 
senate chamber, and while it was often 
consulted by senators, Mr. Davis made 
but one reference toit as such. 


Speaking outside of the published 
record, Senator Davis eulogized the 


Spanish commissioners in high terms as 
men of exceptional shrewdness and 
ability, saying that the Americans had 
found them armed at all points, zealous 
of Spain’s honor and interest, and pre- 
pared at all times to defend her cause as 
long as there was anything to defend. 
He said the Americans of the ecommis- 
gion had been in constant communica- 
tion with the president while negotiat- 
ing the convention; that he was made 
acquainted with all the commissions’ 
movements, and while he admitted that 
there had been apparently some division 
of opinion among publicists in the United 
States as to the policy of including the 
Philippines in the agreement, there had 
been practically no other honorable way 
out of the difficulty. 

As for himself, Mr. Davis was willing 
from the etart to extend our borders so 
as to include these ‘slands, because he 
believed their acquisition a most im- 
portant stride in the advancement of the 
American nation, commercially and 
otherwise. He with others was looking 
forward to the prospective partition of 
the vast Chinese empire among the Euro- 
pean nations, and he foresaw that if the 
United States did not secure a footing in 
the Orient such as they now have an op- 
portunity to secure througb the terms 


Of tne treaty, they would be most er- 
ectually and forever shut out from this 
Vast market. On this account ther 
every reason in the world why the tr 
should be ratified, and he contended that 
few men who would study the world- 
wide questions presented as 
missioners had been compelled to study 
them could doubt the expediency of the 
move. He also touched upon the legal 
questions involved, contending that 
there were many precedents for the ac- 
quisition; that we as a nation had the 
right to acquire territory, and that there 
were no constitutional barriers. 

If we should fail to make good our own 
Opportunity thus providentially pro- 
vided, we need, Mr. Davis sald, expect ne 
favors from Europe in regaining a foot- 
hold in the eastern.markets. We need 
zount upon no display of friendship from 
Europe in this or any other matter. The 
European powers were profoundly jeal- 
Ous of the United States, and the sena- 
tor declared that it was a fact that we 
had not had one friend on the continent 
{fn our recent struggle with Spain or in 
Our efforts to secure a peace favorable 
to this country. He intimated that but 
for Great Britain's attitude there would 
have been intervention by the conti- 
nental powers 

He referred to the newspaper reports 
from London accrediting him with an ex- 
pression favorable to an ¢ 2 of the 
United States with Great Britain and 
Japan. He had, he said, never advo- 
cated such an alliance for the present, 
but he would say that the time 
micht come when such an alliance would 
be both wis ng necessary for the pre- 
servation of our rights and prestige. He 
dwelt at some length upon the favor

The results reached by the 
of Quincy are probably no better or no 
worse than in most other cities. Equal 

assessment of taxes is impossible. Yet 
there can be an improvement in 
Quincy, as well as elsewhere, if greater 
permancy in office on the Board of 
Assessors is secured, and the board de- 
votes more time to its duties both in 
the field and throughout the year.

**There have been several important 
sales of land in the business centre of 
Boston, on the lines of the principal 
streets in the retail district, and in 
each instance the price paid by the 
purchaser has been so greatly in excess 
of the assesed tax valuation as to cause

very general surprise. On the other 
hand, in the strictly residential dis- 
tricts the sales of real property show 


no such advance in price over the tax 
value. This does not_apply, of course, 
«to property on Commonwealth avenue, 
Jeacon_ street, and ‘other favored 
sections of the Back Bay, which 
seem to share in some degree the 
prefcragam enjoyed by down town 
business * locations; but outside the 
charmed circle of the limits of what 
we call the ‘city proper,’ the owner 


of a house and lot, wishing to sell, 
who can get an offer equal to the 


amount for which his property is taxed 
is a {fortunate exception. 

**Here isan apparent inequality in 
taxation which deserves more than 
passing notice. Inthe case of down 
town property, is the market price, 
which is so readily paid, speculative 
and therefore excessive? Or is the 
valuation put upon such property by 
the assessors for purposes of taxation 
too low? In the dwelling 
house property distant from the centre 
of the city, are the assessors placing a 
fancy price upon it, or is it becoming 
a ‘drug in the market?’ The 
ment of real estate is nowhere 
with a rigid adherence to the statute 
requirements that it shall be placed 
on the tax list at its fair market value. 
It is understood that the assessed 
yaluation shall be lower than the price 
for which the owner can sell his 
property. There are two conflicting 
interests at work in the making of tax 
assessments. One is the interest in 
keeping the burden of taxation as light 
as possible, whereby capital and enter- 
prise are attracted to a city; and the 
other is the pressure to mark up 
property in order to bring in a larger 
income from taxes to meet municipal 
expenditures, The ex-

‘In working owt this problem, how- 
ever, it is essential that assessments 


shall be made with an even hand, and 
that property in one section shall not 
be favored at the expense of property 
in another section. It is especially 
undesirable, if there is any inequality 
in this respect, that discrimination 
should lie against the owners of homes 
and in favor of the owners of land in 
the business quarters. The balance 
really ought to tip the other way, if at 
all. The ‘‘unearned increment,’’? which 
figures so largely in the scheme of the 
advocates of the single tax, is the chief 
element of value in land centrally 
located. The price of such land has 
been advanced, not through the effort 
of its owners, but through the growth 
of the community and the concentra- 
tion about it of a busy population. It 
really owes more to the community 


than property which has not been en- 
riched by these advantages. If any 


class of property ought to bear its full 
burden of taxation, it is this. 
“It may be said with truth, 
to increase the taxes real 
estate in the business section 
would be to impose an additional 
burden on trade in the city, and 


that 
on 


that this is undesirable since taxes in 
Boston are already too grievous to be 
borne. The owner, bound to make his 
real estate pay the increase which he 
considers reasonable, shifts the tax 
upon the tenant in the shape of rents. 
It is not the property that pays the 
tax, it is the man who makes use of 
the property in his business. And this 
matter which concerns taxation 
in general, To make the city com- 
mercially attractive, to encourage the 
multitude of small or moderate enter- 
prises which build up a healthy trade 
community, we must avoid excessive 
taxation. In Boston this policy has not 
been pursued. The State has fixed a 
limit for the tax rate and a limit for 
the debt which the city may incur; 
but by one device and another the 
actual tax has been increased more 
than one-half above the statutory $9 
on $1,000, and the city debt has been 
rolled up to tremendous figures. 

‘*To get our full measure of pros- 
perity, it will be necessary to find a 
means of lightening our load of taxa- 
tion, But in any case the load, what- 
ever it may be, should be equally dis- 
tributed. The dwellings of the people 
should not be made to pay a dispropor- 
tionate share of the tax levy, which, if 
we may judge by the record of market 
sales of real estate, is now the case.”’

In accordance with chapter 212, Acts 
of 1805 towns whose valuation is under 
$500,000 are aided by the State in pay- 
ing the tuition of their properly quali-

Tom Johnson Says People Will Leave 
Him “High and Dry.” 


Ratification of Treaty Will 
Sound Death Knell. 


Dolliver Presents an Able Argument In Behalf 
of the Administration. 


Washington, Jan. 26.—The house yes- 
terday resumed the debate on the army 
reorganization bill. Mr. Gibson was the 
first speaker. He advocated the pas- 
sage of the Hull bill. In the course of 
his remarks, he argued that it was too 


soon for us to decide upon a permanent 
policy regarding the Philippines. Our 
present policy should be delay, until we 
had thoroughly investigated the situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Johnson of Indiana then took the 
floor in opposition to the bill, which was 
finally swallowed up in the broader 
question of our future national policy. 

“While the president, in the presence 
of what he may conceive to be a pop- 
ular demand,” he began, “is hurrying 
the army and navy across the seas to 
inflict upon an alien people a govern- 
ment against their will, I propose fear- 
lessly, without regard to its effect upon 
my personal fortunes, to make a plea for 
liberty and an argument against the 
perpetration of injustice.” 

His words flowed forth in a perfect 
torrent. He denounced the proposition 
to annex the Philippines as subversive 
of every tradition dear to the American 
heart in the past and thé inauguration 
of a policy that would end in the down- 
fall of the republic. He said that the 
ratification of the treaty by the senate 
would sound the death knell of all the 


efforts of those who were trying to pre- | 


vent the country from rushing on to 
suicide, and declared that if he were a 
senator he would rot in his seat before it 
should be ratified. He denounced the 
president as the slavish follower of pub- 
lic opinion, but warned him that the tide 
would recede and the voice of the people 
would in time rebuke him. Members 
stood in the aisles 10 deep while he was 
Speaking, but he tried to stop the ap- 
plause which continually broke out from 
the Democratic side. For almost two 
hours his words poured forth. 

The following are some of the bitterest 
sentences from Mr. Johnson's speech: 

“If the chief executive would break his 
silence and openly state that we do not 
propose to enslave the people of the 
Philippines, my word for it, the present 
Strained relations in the island will 
céase.” 

“A people with the stamina of the 
Filipinos are worthy of their freedom.” 

“If William McKinley ever changes his 
policy regarding the Philippines, he will 
bend to the weight of popular opinion, to 
which he bows right or wrong.” 

“] thank God for the spirit of indepen- 
dence in the senate of the United States.” 

“Bryan never made a greater blunder 
than when he said the treaty should be 
ratified anu our policy determined after- 
wards.” 

“This world-grabbing policy means 
constant war, the hurrying of ships, the 
concentration of great forces of armed 
men, the embarking on a course like that 
of Engtand, which has embroiled it in 
War uninterruptedly for 100 years." 

“We have become a miserable mendi- 
cant, dependent upon the mother coun- 
try." 

When he had finished Mr. Dolliver 
came to the defense of the administra- 
tion. One of the ablest debaters, and 
perhaps the most eloquent of the house, 
his reply set the Republicans wild with 
enthusiasm. He described how the 
president had been fairly driven into 
war by thoSe who now sought to em- 
barrass him before peace was definitely 
obtained, and his eulogy of the president, 
patiently meeting all the perplexing 
problems which beset him as the great 
events of the last year moved on, aroused 
his side and the galleries to cheers. These 
rang out again and again when he paid 
an eloquent tribute to Admiral Dewey, 
and broke out in renewed volume when 
he declared that the course of some mem- 
bers at both ends of the Capitol was “‘a]- 
most treason.” 

But the highest pitch of excitement 
Was reached when Mr. Johnson and Mr. 
Dolliver got to close quarters tewards 
the end of the latter’s speech. Mr. John- 
son pressed the defender of the admin- 
istration to disclose the president's ul- 
timate purpose regarding the Philip- 
pines, but Mr. Dolliver for some time 
adroitly evaded a direct response. At 
last he contented himself with declaring 
that this was not the point at issue; 
that the thing was to end the war by 
ratifying this treaty. The future of the 
Philippines was a question for the fu- 
ture. 

It was in every respect a remarkable 
debate. The other speeches yesterday 
were completely overshadowed by 
those of Mr. Johnson and Mr. Dolliver. 


Strike Hasn't Euded, 

Colon, Jan. 26.—The strike which has 
been in progress here for nearly a fort- 
night among the dock laborers has ex- 
tended to Panama, partly owing to the 
fact that the Chilian line of steamers has 
increased the wages of its employes, 
thereby accentuating the deadlock. This 
company having recently extended its 
itinerary as far north as Ocas, Guate- 
mala, has suddenly become a serious 
competitor with the Panama Railway 
company for freight by way of the 
straits of Magellan. 


Manufacturers Favor Treaty. 
Cincinnati, Jan. 26.—The national con- 
vention of manufacturers was stirred up 
yesterday by a resolution being offered 
most earnestly petitioning the senate 
promptly to ratify the treaty of peace 
with Spain. This opened a general dis- 
cussion on expansion. The resolution 

was finally unanimously adopted. 


Ral'ways Cons :l'date. 
Taunton, Mass., Jan. 26.—The plan of 
consolidating the several street rail- 
way companies centering in this city 
and the lines centering in Boston, is 
under way. The lines represented have 
t total capitalization of $37,000,000. 


DID A BiG BU-INESS. 


Now the Police of New York Would Like 
to Find W. B. Deming. 


New York, Jan. 26.—The Times says: 
A man calling himself W. B. Deming, 
with the intention of inducing people to 
Lelieve that he was William B. Deming, 
whe broker of 52 Exchange place, is re- 
}¢ rte] to be indebted to @ number of 
m hants in this vicinity and elsewhere 
te the extent of about $50,000. He has 
been seen at his office here since the 
first of the year. Creditors are looking 
for him and so are the police. Deming 
started to do business in New York some 
time ago. On his cards were the words: 
“w. B. Deming, shipping and commis- 
sion merahant, 32 Broadway and 69 New

Police Captain McClusky says that 
stenographers were kept busy for weeks 
writing letters to business firms through- 
out the country, particularly in the west, 
to send big shipinents of merchandise to 
various addresses. The merchants, sup- 
posing him to be William B. Deming, the 
broker, who is rated as being worth 
$500,000, filled the orders without hesi- 
tancy. 

Bay State Legislature. 

3oston, Jan. 26.—The abolishment of 
the state highway commission, the trial 
by jury of cases of contempt of court and 
the state to control life and fire insurance 
and an aldermanic bill for Boston were 
the matters of great importance consid- 
ered by the legislature yesterday. The 
legislature also administered a knockout 
blow to the gypsy moth. 

There were hearings on bills for better 
life steamboats, for 
licensed gasfitters in towns that wish to 
accept the Boston act governing the 
matter, for advancing the waterfront 
line at the navy yard to allow of the pro- 
posed new dry dock, for regulation of 
assessment inzurance companies, and for 
means of destroying an insect pest known 
as the San Jose scule. 

A bill was offered that all persons who 
do a pawnbroker’s business shall have 
a pawnbroker’s license. The fee shall 
be $200. Interest shall not be over 4 
percent a month on $3 or less and not 
over 144 percent a month on $25 or more 

Representative Toomey offered a bill 
to provide that only citizens of the 
United States shall be employed on city 
contract work for public works in Bos- 
ton 

The legislative committee on federal 
relations has fixed Feb. 21 asadate fora 
hearing of the various resolutions on the 
subject of expansion and anti-expansion 
which have been presented to the general 
court. All the resolutions, both pro and 
con, will be heard at the same time. 

By resolutions introduced and report- 
ed in the house from the committee on 
federal relations, President McKinley is 
invited to visit the general court anda 
committee appointed to extend to him 
the invitation and the greeting of the 
legislature. 

At the meeting of the executive coun- 
cil Governor Wolcott announced the fol- 
lowing appointments: Ellerton § P. 
Whitney of Milton to be a member of 
the metropolitan park commission, vice 
T. L. Liverinore of Worcester, resigned: 
A. Vincent Smith, Middleboro, to be as- 
sistant medical examiner for the Fourth 
Plymouth district; William Slattery of 
Holyoke to be associate justice of the 
municipal court of Holyoke.

New York, Jan. 26.—A sick and des- 
{itute man, 55 years of age, was taken 
from an east side tenement house two 
weeks ago to the depariment for out- 
door poor: He gave the name of Law- 
rence Schraeder, and he was dying from 
sheer want of good food. Yesterday a 
letter addressed to Schraeder was 
brought to Superintendent Blair of the 
Institution. Blair opened it, and found 
that it contained a check for $5000. It 
had been sent from England, and was 
Schraeder’s long delayed share of his 
father's estate. Schraeder, however, 
died on Saturday last. The money ar- 
rived just in time to prevent the body 
from being buried in the potter's field..

Pinar Del Rio, Jan. 26.—The summer 
home of the First United States regular 
infantry will be a massive Spanish bur- 
racks, which has been disinfected. 
Surgeon General Sternberg approves 
taking the regiment out of the tents when 
the weather is warm, and a third story 
will be built to the building so as to ac- 
commodate all the regiment.

therefore it would be claimed that the 
court-martial had no proper jurisdic- 
tion in the case.

} When General Hagan began the story 
jof General Miles’ aspersions on him, he 
raised his voice somewnat, and spoke 
Wilh great earnestness, though with per- 
fect enunciation. In speaking of the 
criticisms of the newspapers, which he 
said had been called forth by General 
Miles’ testimony, his manner Was In- 
tensely dramatic and impressive. IJdis 
eyes filled with tears, and his voice 
trembled, and the impression he ieft 
with many was ‘decidedly favorable. 

After the court vdjourned, several 
members shook his hand, and, in a 
friendly way, asked after his health. 

The following is a report of the more 
important parts of General Eagan’s tes- 
timony: 

Q—You took some action, did you not 
with relation to an article which ap- 
peared in the newspapers? 

A—When I saw the alleged interview 
with General Miles in the New York 
Journal it drove me nearly crazy, be- 
cause it emphasized a thing that affected 
me most; it emphasized a pretense of ex- 
periment; it emphasized to my mind that 
I was willing and had been guilty of feed- 
ing poisonous food to soldiers for gain. 
I addressed a letter to the adjutant gen- 
eral and asked that action be taken, be- 
lieving at that time that the immunity 
granted by the president did not extend 
outside of the courtroom. I was not 
astonished that General Miles should be 
covered by the immunity granted by the

tended to his going into newspapers in 
this alleged interview, and so I sought to 
ascertain by addressing a letter to him 
through the adjutant general, and there 
was returned to me what I considered to 
be an evasive answer. 

Q—Will you state to the court what im- 
pression the testimony of General Miles 
before the commission made upon you as 
to what he meant by the statements he 
made, and especially by his words, “pre- 
tense of experiment?” 

A—The effect on me was that he had 
taken away from me my character, the 
honorable position that I had obtained 
after all these years of service. He 
stated that I was corrupt. I could not 
prefer charges against him. I could not 
go into any court, civil or military, and 
for a time I felt it better to be dead and 
in the gutter than to have such an ac- 
cusation made. When the press clip- 
pings came to me—north, south, east and 
west—stating they believed General 
Miles, some of them saying he had made 
out a case and some of the editorials de- 
manding my dismissal and disgrace for 
it, I felt that I must do something. I did 
not know what. I put the utmost re- 
straint upon myself and I finally gave a 
dignified statement to the press to the 
effect that the court was the place to dis- 
cuss this, that it was unmilitary and im- 
proper to discuss it in the press. The 
clippings that came to me showed that 
the press sneered at it, and disbelieved 
it. I realized then that I was convicted 
and condemned for wholesale poisoning 
or attempting to poison the army, in so 
far as food was concerned that was en- 
trusted to my care; that my whole life, 
myself and my family, were disgraced, 
and that it called for something. The 
honor of a soldier cannot be impugned 
any more than the virtue of a woman. 
I held myself in all I could. I did not go 
in the clubs; I did not go in the streets. 
I felt that in that chair, on the identical 
spot where the false charges were made, 
was the place for me to hurl it back in 
euch lancuage that the American people 


would believe me. 141d not stop to think 
of any disrespect to any officer. It did 
mot occur to mein that way atall. For 
the first time in my life I had not been 
able to sleep. I could not eat. It was 
all I could do in my office to prevent my- 
self from going and doing what, when I 
Wasa boy, men did and were considered 
right in doing; but I thought that when 
I went there before the commission and 
before the country I should answer in 
s50me that whoever heard it, 
even in the utmost corner of the earth, 
would know that I was an honest man

How should the new sewer debt be 
apportioned? There is before the City 
Council ‘an order appropriating an 
additional $75,000 for sewer extensions, 
which as drafted provides that three 
notes of $1,000 each shall mature in 
1900 and three of a like amount in each 
of the succeeding twenty-four years. 

The situation is different the 
sewer debt than the muncipal debt, 
inasmuch .as_the abutters are to pay 
one-half the cost within ten years, The 
statement of City Auditor Hall, 
December 1, 1898, showed a total sewer 
debt of $319,500, which is so appor- 
tioned that $85,000 matures within ten 
years, 

The approximate cost of the lateral 
sewer, including the proportionate part 
of the cost of force mains, pumping 
station, main sewers, has been 
roughly estimated by the Sewer Com- 
missioners at $10,000 to $11,000 per 
mile, 4is would Mew au 
of $5,000 or more per mile, 

There are already constructed 15.78 
miles of sewer ready to enter. Assess- 
ments on this number of miles would 
give the city an income of upwards of 
$80,000 within ten years and probably 
$40,000 in one year. With an app 
priation of $75,000 this year, sevg 
ten miles more will be added which 
would give the city an Sacome of up- 
wards of $35,000 more within ten years.

The maintenance, interest and matur- 
ing debt will therefore 
much more than $20,000 this year, yet 
the income from assessments as figured 
above may amount to $40,000.

PERISHED IN FLAMES, 


Probable Fate of Five Members of the 
Hedison Family of Malden, 


Malden, Mass., Jan. 27.—A two-story 
house at 31 Pearl street, which had been 
occupied by Arthur Hedison and family, 
either up till last night or until quite 
recently, was completely burned to the 
ground shortly before 2 o'clock this 
morning. A man driving into the city 
from Boston saw the reflection of the 
fire, and was attracted to the spot by 
screaming. At the time the house was 
all ablaze, but he could not tell who had 
been crying for help. The firemen were 
called, but the fire had the house too 
securely in its grasp, and an hour later 
only a heap of ruins marked the spot.

A LACK OF CONFIDENCE 


Shown by President In Dealing With 
Senate on Treaty Question. 


Claim Put Forth by Opponents 
of Ratification. 


Supporters Say His Action {s For the Best 
Interests of the Public. 


—————— 


Washington, Jan. 27.—The executive 
session of the senate yesterday was 
consumed in discussion of the failure 
o? the president so far to send the senate 
the documents in his possession and on 
file at the state department bearing on 
the Paris conference. 

Senator Gorman raised the point as 
soon as the doors were closed that the 
resclution had been several 
days since, and addressed the senate at 
some length on the failure of the pres!i- 
dent to respond to the senate’s request 
fcr information.

SENATOR A. P. GORMAN. 

Senator Gorman’'s attack was followed 
by an attack by Senators Vest and Hoar, 
and they were replied to by Senators 
Spooner and Platt (Conn.). The five 
senators engaged in a running debate, 
the opponents of the treaty contending 
that the senate was entitled, as a part 
of the treaty making power, to all the 
facts bearing upon the case, and the 
supporters of the document holding that 
the president could withhold any pa- 
pers which he did not consider in the 
interest of the general welfare tu give 
out. 

Senator Spooner cited the precedents 
to show that the president could hold 
information of this character at his 
pleasure, and that such a course fre- 
quently had been followed in cases in 
which the president deemed it unwise 
to communicate facts bearing upon in- 
ternational complications, when todosoe 
might prejudice the countrys best in- 
terests and promote the very evils which 
it was sought toameliorate. The point 
was also made that the president might 
feel more free to communicate with the 
senate, if he could be sure of privacy 
in doing so. 

No one professed to speak by author- 
ity, and all of the senators who were 
heard in support of the president's 
ccurse expressed confidence that the 
president's action, whatever it might be, 
would be for the best interests of the 
public. 

Replying to this latter point, Senator 
Hoar said that no one could excel him 
in admiration for the personal qualifica- 
tions of the president, or in contidence 
{in his patriotism. At the same time, he 
contended for his original proposition 
that the senate was entitled to the pres- 
ident’s full confidence in passing upon 
a question of so much importance as the 
acquisition of territory thousands of 
miles from our own shores, and with 
millions of people totally unlike our own 
population. He thought there must be 
some reason for putting the Philippines 
on a footing so different from the foot- 
ing on which Cuba had been placed jn 
the treaty. 

The opinion is generally expressed that 
the time allowed for debate of the treaty 
in executive session will not be, by any 
means, consumed, as very few senators 
on either side desire to make speeches 
behind closed doors. 

The friends of the treaty profess in- 
creasing confidence that it will be rati- 
fied, but there is some talk of adopting 
a negative resolution to the effect that 
the treaty does not bind the United 
States to the adoptiom of a’ colonial 
policy. 


As the senate seemingly was about 
to conclude consideration of the pension 
bill, late yesterday afternoon, Mr. But- 
ler (Pop., N. C.) offered his amendment, 
announced some time ago, providing for 
the pensioning of ex-Confederate sol- 
diers. Upon this he took the floor and 
delivered a speech, which, as he pro- 
ceeded, developed into a most unex- 
pected utterance. 

While his colleagues on both sides of 
the chamber listened with interest, Mr. 
Butler defended the position taken by 
the south during the great civil con- 
flict of a third of acenturyago. Hede- 
clared that the south was right, and that 
history would so record; and that every 
shot fired by a southern soldier was 
fired in defense of the rights of his state 
econferred by the constitution, in self- 
defense of his home and fireside. At 
the conclusion of his speech Mr. Hutler 
withdrew his amendment. 

Mr. Bate (Dem., Tenn.), himself a dis- 
tinguished Confederate officer, declared 
that, while the south believed it was 
right, the occasion was not opportune 
for the proposition which Mr. Butler 
had made, and that the southern soldiers 
as a body did not desire pensions from 
the general government, and he ex- 
pressed his satisfaction that Mr. Butler 
had withdrawn his amen-tment. 

Earlier in the session, Mr. Mallory 
(Dem., Fla.) delivered 4 constitutional 
argument in support of the Vest reso- 
lution. 


For Congress to Decide. 

Washington, Jan. 27.—The third day of 
the debate pon the bill for the reor- 
ganization and increase of the regular 
army passed without notable incidents. 
Its feature was an hour speech by Mr. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, whose utterances, 
rightly or wrongly, are frequently sup- 


a

pesed to reflect the views of the pres!- 
dent. Mr. Grosvenor declared most em- 
phatically that the present situation in 
the Philippines was due to the open op- 
position in this country to the ratification 
of the peace treaty. He announced that 
the future of the islands was & matter 
for congress to decide, and that for the 
p@ sident to announce &@ policy would be 
for him to usurp the authority of con- 
gress. 

The friends of the bill continue to ex- 
press great confidence in the passage of 
the bill, but they admit that some im- 
portant modifications may be made. The 
advocates of a general staff detailed from 
the line may be successful and the size 
of the infantry companies reduced. 


Otis’ Message. 

Washington, Jan. 27.—General Otis 
cabled the war department yesterday 
from Manila as follows: 

“The transport Zealandia left yester- 
day for San Francisco with 124 officers 
and enlisted men.” 

The soldiers on the Zealandia are said 
at the war department to be convales- 
cents. The dispatch was regarded as 
Satisfactory, because General Otis made 
no mention of any change in the condi- 
tions at Manila, suchas he would be sure 
to do had there been any insurgent out- 
break. 


Capitol Gleanings. 

The joint high commission held a ses- 
sion yesterday, and adjourned until next 
Tuesday. The sub-committees on re- 
ciprocity and the Behring sea held ses- 
sions. 

The senate committee on commerce 
agreed to make a favorable report on 
the Hanna-Payne bill for the encourage- 
ment of foreign trade, by granting sub- 
sidies to the owners of American steam- 
ships. Several amendments were made, 
but, with a few exceptions, they were 
of a technical character.

Boston, Jan. 27.—1n the house yester- 
day bills were introduced to amend the 
license limitation &t so that the num- 
ber shall not exceed 1000 in Boston; to 
amend the award of bounty law; for 
building a mode! school for the Fitch- 
burg normal school; to secure complete 
returns from the foreign corporations 
doing business in Massachusetts; to 
amend the law relating to conditional] 
sales of personal property; to amend 
milk inspection laws; for free water sup- 
ply in cities and towns; for transporta- 
tion of bicycles as baggage, and for the 
assessment of voters in Boston by the 
election commissioners. 

There was a brief but lively debate 
over the order of the socialist member, 
Mr. Carey, for an investigation as to the 
advisability of the state’s carrying on an 
insurance business, and the order was 
rejected, though Mr. Carey will try to 
have the matter reconsidered. 

The following petitions were received: 
For an increase in salary of the second 
clerk of the secretary of the state board 
of agriculiure; for amendment of laws 
relative to the purchase of real estate; 
for district local option in Boston. 

In the senate a bill was reported to 
incorporate the Nonotuck Savings bank 
of Northampton. 

Petitions for authority to construct 
the new bridge between Boston and 
Cambridge without a draw; that the law 
concerning the teaching of physielogy 
and hygeine in the public schools be 
made effective so as to promote scilen- 
tific temperance instruction were pre- 
sented. 

In the committee rooms the activity 
was more general than at any time be- 
fore in this Everett people 
argued for a new and larger bridge over 
the Mystic river from Charlestown to 
Everett. The hearing regarding a char- 
ter for the Massachusetts Electric 
Freight company was called, but one of 
the petitioners appeared and asked for 
a continuance.

He had not 
proceeded a great way in his exposition 
of the subject when he was asked if 
the president had not originally in- 
structed the commission to only insist 
upon securing a coaling station in the 
Philippine group. To this Mr. Frye re- 
plied that he did not feel at liberty to} 
give his interpretation of the president's 
instructions, but it was not necessary 
that he should do so, as the pr nen 
had, he said, determined to comply par- 
tially, at least, with the senate’s request | 
for the documents on file bearing upon | 
the negotiation of the treaty, and Mr. 
Frye said he felt justified in assuring 
the senate that the papers would be | 
recived not later than Monday. 


Mr. Frye devoted the principal por- 
lion of his speech, outside of the reading} 
of the report, to an explanation of w hy| 
the Philippine archipelago was included 
in the cession to the United States. | 

He was asked why those islands were} 
not placed in the same class as Cuba, | 
the sovereignty over this island being | 
merely relinquished, while in the case of | 
the Philippines it: had been made over} 
to the United States, and he replied that 
the difference was made because in the 
ease of Cuba the commission was acting t 
under instructions from congress. 

He was reminded that the Filipinos | 
professed to be fighting for freedom just | 
as the Cubans were, and that they w ere , 
atill contending their own independ- } 
ence 

One senator reminded him of the rep- 
resentations ef Aguinaldo’s American) 
agent, Agoncilio, and asked if he meant 
to force the Filipino. people to actual 
hostilities, to which Mr. Frye retorted 
that it was the opposition which Was 
foreing a continuance of the state'of 
war, and, whieh would ve responsible 
for hostilities if they should occur.

Diamond Saw for Stone. 
The use of the diamond saw for cut- 
ing stone is facilitating the erection of 
the buildings for the exposition of 1900 


which is mounted on a spindle, and re- 
volved by steam power like an ordin- 
ary circular saw. For sawing bard 
stones there are two hundred diamonds 
in the cutting edge, and the speed is 
three hundred turns a minute. It ad- 
vances into the stone about a foot in 
that time. For soft stones the teeth 
are of steel, with diamonds at intervals 
of every five teeth, and at aspeed of 
twelve turns a minute.

As for the annexationists, 
they are very outspoken in Havana, but 
more reserved in the Interior of the isl- 
and, where they are outnumbered and 
far from the protection of the American 
troops. 

The Marquis of Pinar del Rio has 
caused some apprehension among the 
Spaniards by the assertion that during 
his recent visit to the United States he 
became convinced that the United States 
government did not intend to hold Cuba 
permanently. Spanish bankers decline 
to lend money or to give liberal credits 
because they fear that the American oc- 
cupation will be brief and that the re- 
construction of the insular system of 
government will be retarded in conse- 
quence. 


Three Hundred Landed. 

Halifax, Jan. 30.—Three hundred of 
the 2000 Doukhobors in quarantine on 
the steamer Lake Superior have been 
landed. All will have been landed by 
tomorrow. Not even a letter {s allowed 
to come Off theisland. Several supposed 
new cases of smallpox prove to be harm- 
less. Owing to the delay in completing 
accommodations the steamer will be de- 
tained a week longer than otherwise. 
There fs no modern nethod of fumigat- 
ing skin coats and other leather goods, 
and a plant ordered from New York has 
not arrived. The cotton and woolens 
will be carted ashore to the steam chests, 
but the leather goods must remain on 
shipboard to go through the sulphur 
fumigation when the ship's hatches are 
sealed. 

All Well Loaded, 

Boston, Jan. 30.—The 11 trans-Atlantic 
liners, which left this port last week, are 
believed to have represented the larg- 
est total gross tonnage which ever 
sailed from herein one week. Hundreds 
of thousands of bushels of grain, thou- 
sands of tons of provisions, besides cat- 
tle, machinery and a general cargo, were 
exported.

FORTY YEAR LOANS. 


Why a Councilman Would Ex- 
tend Street Improvement Debt. 


Councilman Bryant, the chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the City 
Council has been interviewed by the 
Ledger as to the order, requesting the 
Legislature to authorize a loan of 
$150,000 outside the debt limit of the 
city, for street improvements. It was 
his claim that if the Legislature passes 
the bill, that it simply gives the city 
the right to use such portion thereof 
of the 150,000.

| allowing the city to extend the pay- 


ment over a period of 40 years, whereas 
under the general statutes all payments 
for improvements, etc., must be made 
in 10 years. 

For example, supposing that the city 
concluded to widen Coddington street 
at an estimated expense of $40,000. 
Under the present loans the entire 
cost must be paid within 10 years, or 
at the rate of $4,000 per year. Under 
the proposed act the city can draw 
against this $150,000 to the extent of 
$40,000 for this specific improvment, 
issuing bonds therefor to that amount, 
payable in sums of 531,000 annually 
for 40 years; thus making future 
generations bear the burden of im- 
provements which directly benefit 
them more than they do us, as we are 
taking the real estate while it is cheap 
and rushing these permanent improve- 
ments through, because in 20 or 30 
years hence in order to do 
work the expense would be vast owing 
to the apprecation of real estate values.

A Prediction That They Will Be 
Fought With Yankee Aid, 


True Meaning of British and 
American Friendliness. 


Significant Utterances by Two Influential Mem- 
bers of the Government. 


London, Jan. 30.—Walter H. Long, 
president of the board of agriculture, 
addressing the Farmers’ club at New- 
castle, used the word “alliance” in re- 
ferring to the future relations between 
Great Britain and the United States. 
The frank employment of this term by 
a member of the government is likely 
to evoke much discussion, not all ot 
which will be of the friendliest char- 
acter, inasmuch as seeking an alliance 
to fight England's battles is not regarded 
as the best policy to promote an Anglo- 
American entente. 

Mr. Long, who had been discussing 
the proposals to establish national gran- 
aries, and had said that “after all, and in 
last resort, England's safety depended 
upon having a navy strong enough to 
meet any possible combination the na- 
tions could bring against her,” pre- 
claimed as follows: “I am glad of our 
improved relations with our American 
cousins, because I believe the true mean- 
ing of that increased friendliness is 
that the Americans have realized our 
blood relationship and have firmly re- 
solved that, if Great Britain is called 
upon to face difficulties, she shall not 
face them alone, but in alliance with her 
wealthy and populous sister country, the 
republic of the United States. I am 
confident, seeing that the two countries 
are pursuing the same policy and have 
the same ends in view, they must be 
friends, firm and true to one another.” 


Joseph Chamberlain, secretary of state 
for the colonies, speaking in Birming- 
ham at the annual dinner of the Jeweller: 
and Silversmiths’ association, said: “We 
now see our cousins across the Atlantic 
entering the lists and sharing in a task 
which might have proved too heavy for 
us alone. Under the circumstances, the 
first business of this, the worst govern- 
ment of modern times, {is to draw cloger 
the bonds which unite us to the other 
members of the English speaking race 
and to promote their co-operation in the 
gTeat work of civilization, which appear

to be the mission of the Xogio-Saxon| ~ 


race.” . 

Sianing Of the government's imperia’ 
policy, Mr. Chamberlain said: ‘“Provi- 
dence shapes our ends and intends us tc 
be a great governing power, conquering 
in order to civilize, administer and de- 
velop vast areas of the world’s surface 
primarily to our advantage, but to theli 
own advantage as well. 

“As to the result of this mission hith- 
erto, an impartial witness, Rear Admiral 
George Dewey, has said that one of the 
mightiest factors in the civilization oj 
the world is the imperial policy of Eng- 
land. But it will not be longer the im- 
perial policy of England alone, for all the 
nations that have sprung from our loins 
will share in the task which has hitherto 
fallen upon ¢ur shoulders alone.” 


Harcourt Going Abroad. 

London, Jan. 30.—A meeting of the 
Liberal members of the house of com- 
wions has been convened for Feb. 6, to 
discuss the question of party leadership 
in the house. The proceedings, it is ex- 
pected, will be very brief, and Sir Henry 
Campell-Bannerman, who was chief sec- 
retary for Ireland in 1884, and secretary 
for war in 1886, and again from 1892 to 
1895, and who now represents Stirling 
district, will be chosen leader.

KOUTNIK’S QUEER STORY.

flay or May Not Furnish a Clae Ia the 


Adams Poisoning Mystery. 

New York, Jan, 30.—Interest in the 
Adams poisoning case centered at police 
headquarters yesterday. A story was 
current that George W. Koutnik, a young 
man living in Hoboken, N. J., had fur- 
nished one of the missing links to the 
police. He told the police that on the 
evening of Dec. 23 he had met a man at 
Madison avenue and Fortieth street, whe 
asked him to deliver a package ad- 
dressed to Harry Cornish at the Knick- 
erbocker Athletic club. This he refused 
to do, he said, but agreed to mail the 
package at the general postoffice, which 
he did. According te his story, also, the 
man from whom he received the package 
answered the description of one of the 
men prominently mentioned in the pois- 
oning case. 

Koutnik was taken before officials at 
police headquarters, and after the con- 
ference Koutnik was detained as a wit- 
ness in the case. 

George W. Koutnik, who is bette: 
known as Williagn Koutnik in Hoboken, 
has, however, been before the publile eye 
several times before. He wes married 
On Sept. 28 last, and two days later, ac- 
cording to the Hoboken police reports, 
what was supposed to be his corpse was 
found tn the Hackensack river. The re- 
port that Koutnik had drowned himself 
was given extensive publication. It sub- 
sequently developed that Koutnik had 
simply disappeared from Hoboken, and 
that the drowning story had been 
planned some time before. To aid the 
deception Koutnik's hat had been thrown 
into the river and portions of his cloth- 
ing were found on a pier. 

Regarding Koutnik’s story to the New 
York police, Captain McClusky said it is 
now under investigation. He declined 
to say how much weight he attached to 
it. 


Parks Charged With Murder. 

Kittery, Me., Jan. 30.—At the coroner's 
inquest on the death of Mra. Mary E. 
Tarlton the jury returned a verdict hokd- 
ing Frank Parks on a charge of pre- 
meditated murder. The report was at 
Once handed to County Solicitor Mat- 
thews, who swore out a warrant for 
Parks’ arrest for murder in the first de- 
gree. There is a report here that Parks 
will plead guilty. The penaity for the 
offense in this state Is life imprisonment. 
The warrant charges Parks with de- 
liberately committing an assault upon 
Mrs. Tariton, from the effects of which 
she died. When found lest Monday af- 
ternoon the unfortunate woman, who 
was over 80 years of age, was suffering 
from fearful wounds on the head and 
shoulders, apparently inflicted with a 
bottle. Mrs. Tarlton died the next day. 


Train Mowed Them Dewn, _ 
Altoona~22 Yan. 30.—A gang of 26 
track men were working on the railroad 
at the western opening of the Galitzin 
tunnel yesterday when they heard the 
approach of a locomotive, which was 
running west through thetunnel. They 
stepped from the north track, on which 
the west-bound trains move, to the 
south track. The smoke in the tunnel 
prevented them from seeing the loco- 
motive, which, In order to avoid ob- 
ftructions on the north track, was run- 
ning on the south track. One man was 
instantly killed, one died In the Altoona 
hospital, and 16 were more or less se- 
riously Injured. None escaped without 
injury. 


Hat Makers Ia Combine. 

Danbury, Conn., Jan. 3.—Pians for 
the combination of the hat manufactu- 
rers engaged in making the lower priced 
derby hats have been completed, and 
will gointoeffect Feb.1. The firms that 
have combined represent practically all 
of the large manufacturers of this class 
of goods. The combine was formed 
for the purpt@se of regulating the out- 
rut, and all the goods will be disposed 
of through a New York firm, who will 
have the control, it is estimated, of &,- 
000,000 worh of goods annually. There 
will be no combination of capital by the 
different firms.

Senators Get Inside Facts Concerning 
the Negotiations at Paris, 


Why the Entire Archipelago 
Was Gathered In. 


Commmissioner Gray is Shown to Have Been 
an Anti-Expansionist. 


Washington, Jan. 31 


The correspond- 


ence on file at the state department 
bearing on the peace treaty was sent 
to the senate yesterday. It includes 


most of the letters and cablegrams from 
the commissioners to the president, and 
from the president to the commissioners 
in the way of instructions in return. 
The documents are numerous, as there 
were telegrams, letters and reports for 
almost every day the commissioners 
were in Paris. One of the first cable- 
grams from the president instructed 
them to demand the cession of Luzon 
{sland only of the Philippines, and told 
them that full sovereignty should come 


with it. The reading of the correspon- 
dence received the closest attention from 
senators 


In submitting the papers the president 
sent a brief message saying that he 
transmitted them in accordance with the 
resolution. The reading consumed the 
entire executive session, lasting from 2 
to 5:30, except a few minutes at the close. 
Much of the matter covered the same 
ground as that already published, butit 
was presented in the form in which the 
proceedings were outlined from day to 
day in the cable correspondence 
tween Secretary Hay, as the president's 
representative on the one hand, and 
Commissioner Day, as the representa- 
tive of the American commissioners on 
the other. 

“he principal interest among the sena- 
tors attached | to the president's instruc- 
tions to insist upon the cession of the 
island of Luzon, and after that the de- 
cision to take the entire group of isl- 
ands. This latter development appeared 
from the correspondence to be a growth 
and the suggestion was made by the 
commissioners to the president as the 
result of occurrences at Panis after the 
arrival there of the commissioners. In 
his dispatch concerning Luzon he said 
there was but one alternative. The 
United States must either take the isl- 
and and assume sovereignty or return 
it to Spain, and of the two courses he 
preferred the former. 


be- 


Spain was from the first unwilling to 
cede any of the Philippines, and she 
made especial objection to letting go of 
Luzon alone. The commisisoners, with 
the exception of Senator Gray, urged 
that to take Luzon and leave the other 
islands of the archipelago in the hands 
of Spaniards would be to invite innumer- 
able complications with other nations, 
and especially with Europe and with 
Spain. Much stress was laid upon the 
probabilits of future trouble with Spain. 
With Luzon under American adminis- 
tration there would soon be such a vast 
improvement, they wrote, that the other 
felanders would soon grow more and 
more rebellious, and with Spain's op- 
pressive methods of government we 
would soon again find that we had an- 
other Ciba at another door. Further- 
more there would be constant filibuster- 
ing and we should find ourselves spend- 
ing millions to preserve a state of neu- 
trality just as we did in the case of Cuba 
prior to our declaration of war on ac- 
count of that island. General Merritt's 
testimony on this point was cited and 
was made the reason for much of the 
argument in favor of taking the entire 
group. 


The president does not appear to have 
at any time given explicit instructions ta 
consummate the bargain by taking al} 
the Philippines, but rather, after hear- 
ing a full explanation, to have left the 
matter to the discretion of the commis- 
sioners. 

The entire controversy was over the 
Philippines and of assuming responsi- 
bility for payment of the Spanish bonds, 
for which the Cuban revenues were 
pledged. The Spaniards from the first 
insisted upon an indemnity for the 
Philippines, and the correspondence 
shows that after the proposition to pay 
$20,000,000 was made the negotiations 
proceeded much more smoothly and were 
Soon brought to a close. 

The American commissioners appear 
to have been of one mind as to the wis- 
dom of taking over all the Philippines 
with the exception of Senator Gray, who, 
notwithstanding he signed the treaty, 
held out to the last against the policy of 
acquiring these islands. In one notable 
@ispatch he pleaded zealously against 
the policy as unpatriotic, un-American 
and inconsistent with propriety and good 
statesmanship. 

After a brief debate the senate refused 
to print the correspendence.

Washington, Jan. 31.—The house prt in 
a hard day's work on the army bill yes- 
terday, and when it adjourned 13 of the 
20 pages had been completed. 

The committee amendments giving the 
president discretionary power to rejuce 
the size of the infantry companies ind 
cavalry troops to 60 men each were 
adopted, and also a series of amend- 
ments to reduce the officers of the staff 
to 331. A substitute was adopted for the 
section providing for promotions, which 
is designed to equalize prometiona A 
fight Was made te reduce the age ‘. mit 
for officers to be appointed to the vari- 
ous staff departments from 50 to 30, but 
it failed. An amendment was, howe ‘er, 
adopted, to require a mental! and m>ral 
as well as a physical examination for 
Such appointees. Much of the time was 
Occupied in shert speeches on the gen- 
eral disposition to increase the army and 
annex the Philippines, and there were 
Several lively personal controverzies. 
The final vote ig to be taken at 3 o’elock 
today. v 

An effort on the part of Mr. Alliso@'te 
obtain consideration in the senate yes- 
terday for the Indian appropriation bill 
precipitated a running debate, which 
Occupled all the time until the sengie at 
2 o'clock went into executive session on 
the peace treaty. 

Mr. Jones, leading the opponents of the 
treaty, opened the debate by insisting 
that time should be taken for the dis- 
cussion of pending resolutions having a 
collateral bearing upon the treaty be- 
fore the treaty itself was disposed of 
and Mr. Bacon's resolutions finally were 
laid before the senate.

Washington, Jan. 31.—Our government 
has not cancelled the orders to the 
United States crutser Philadelphia to 
proceed from San Diego to Samoa to 
represent the United States interests 
there, so that if it is in contemplation 
to reach a joint agreement between the 
three powers interested in Samoa not to 
send warships there, that will apply to 
the future. As Germany hag new one 
vessel at Apia and the British govern- 
ment two; ..o complaint is expected ot 
the presence in that harber of at least 
one United States vessel. 


General Stanton Retired, 
Washington, Jan. 31.—General Thad- 
deus H. Stanton, paymaster general of 
the army, was retired at noon yester- 
day in conformity with the age require- 
ments of the service. The officers of the 
paymaster’s department in Was}. .ngton 
presented their retiring chief a hand- 
some silver loving cup as a mark of thelz 
personal regard and appreciation of his 
public service. Colonel Carey is his suc- 
cessor. 


Capitol Gleanings.

WOODFORD MISTAKEN, 


That Is If He Said Our Country Was 
Unprepared For War. 


Secretary Long Says State- 
ments Were Erroneous. 


Ordnance Bureau Proves That Ships and Guns 
Had Plenty of Powder. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—General Stewart 
L. Woodford was reported in yesterday’s 
papers as stating in a speech Saturday 
night that this country was so unpre 
pared for war that at the time the 
Maine was blown up the government did 
not have enough powder “to provide its 
warships and forts with two rounds for 
each gun.” 

Secretary Long takes General Wood- 
ford to task for this utterance. He shows 
that the statements attributed to Gen- 
eral Woodford have no foundation what- 
ever. 


STEWART L. WOODFORD, 
Yesterday the secretary of the navy 
sent to General Woodford the following 
letter: 
“Navy Department, Washington, Jan. 30 
“My Dear General—I find the papers at- 
tribute to you certain statements with 


the navy during the war, which are sc 
erroneous that I cannot believe you have 
ibeen correa@ly reported. 

“I have asked the bureau of ordnance 
to give me the exact facts, and enclose 
you a copy of its statement. I am sure 
you will be glad to read it. Very truly

“Navy Department, Bureau of Ordnance 

Washington, Jan. 30. 

“Memorandum for the Secretary of the 
Navy: Referring to the reported speech 
of General Woodford at the pros and 
Navy club at New York on Saturday 
evening last, in which he is quoted as} 
saying: ‘That on Feb. 18, 1898, three days 
after the Naine was blown up in Ha- 
vane harbor, he received information by |} 
telegraph that this government did not 
possess powder enough to provide its 
warships and forts with two rounds for 
each gun,’ go far as relates to the navy 
this is an error, as every vessel was 
practically filled up with her allowance 
of ammunition. 

“The regulations of the department 
prescribe that the reserve ammunition 
for guns of the main battery, except on 
monitors and coast defense vessels, sha!) 
not be allowed to fall below 40 rounds 
per gun for 6-inch calibre and above, nor 
below 60 rounds per gun for the rapid- 
fire guns, and no vessel of the navy was 
reduced so low as this. 

“In addition to the supply of ammuni- 
tion afloat, the navy had a fair amount 
in reserve, and a supply of projectiles. 
There were less rounds of powder per 
gun than of shell, and for this reason, by 
direction of the secretary, an emer- 
gency order was placed for powder on 
Jan. 15, 1898, just one month before the 
destruction of the Maine, and by the 
15th of Febuary, the date of the catas- 
trophe, the navy department had about 
three-quarters of a million pounds of 
powder, and it was being turned out 
in large quantities daily. 


“So far as relates to the supply of 
ammunition on board Dewey's ships, 
the fact is they were never reduced | 
below the limit prescribed by the depart- 
ment, and they could have safely gone 
{into action without receiving further 
supply. 

The total number of rounds fired from 
the guns of the main batteries in the 
Manila engagement was 1414, viz: 157 
8-inch, 635 6-inch, 622 56-inch, and a

Achieved Independence Before 
Protocol Was Signed. 


Inhabitants, He Says, Have Established a Sat- 
isfactory and Orderly Government. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—Agoncillo’s sec- 
retary called at the state department 
yesterday left another 
communication addressed to the secre- 
tary of state, protesting against the at- 
titude toward the Filipino “republic.” 

Accompanying the communication isa |

long memorial addressed to the senate} 
containing a comprehensive argument in 

epposition to the ratification of the 
treaty, and which the envoy asks the 
president to send to that body. The 

letter of transmittal contains more than 
the mere request, but Agoncillo feels 
that he is bound by courtesy not to make |} 
it public until an opportunity is had by} 
the state department officials to make a 
reply. 

The memorial to the senate is a long 
document, both historical and arguyren- 
tative in character, and is a protegt that 
this government has no jurisdiction, 
natural or acquired, through «ny of its 
agencies, to adjudicate in uny manner 
upon the rights of the Philippine country. 
and its people. He refers to ‘the his- 
torical fact that a '.rge number of my 
countrymen have never been subdued 
by Spanish power, and as against their 
liberties, the oppressive arm of Spain 
has never been able tosustain itself; that 
the remainder, because of their adhesion 
to the cause of liberty, have been in al- 
most constant insurrection against the 
government of Spain, these conflicts ex- 
isting contintiously with greater or less 
fury for the past 100 years.” 


The impression, he continues, has been 
created in America that at the time of] 
the declaration of war between America 
and Spain the Philippine revolution no 
longer existed. He quotes from com- 
munications from Consul General Will- 
jams at Manila, and Mr. Pratt, as a re- 
sult of which Agoncillo says that “with- 
Out additional! authority it must be evi- 
dent to your honorable body that an ex- 
tensive revolution existed in the Philip- 
pine islands at the time of declaration of 
war by America against Spain.” | 
The purpose of the Filipino patriots in 
conducting this revolution was, it is as- 
serted, to secure the complete indepen- 
dence of their country, and in this effort 
they received the encouragement of the 
United States and were never informed 
that the obtaining and preservation of 
such independence would be regarded as 
a hostile act by America, and they never 
believed that their struggle in such a 
cause would lead to enormous aggrega- 
tions of American armies and navies at 
their doors. 

Additional historical facts are here 
presented and quotations made from 
manifestos of the Filipinos and from 
other documents, from which, says the 
envoy, it must appear “that the Philip- 
pine nation had achieved independence 
free from any danger of losing it at the 
hands of the Spaniards, prior even to the 
signing of the protocol.” 

Spain having been driven away from 
the islands, and the inhabitants having 
established a government satisfactory 
to themselves and maintaining order 
throughout the territory, what justifi- 
ation, Agoncillo asks, can any other 
nation advance for interfering with his 
country or refusing to extend toward it 
the obligations of international laws. 
Could Spain, he asks, give to any nation 
a better right than she possessed? She 
could not confer possession, for she did 
not enjoy it, and any former right of 
possession claimed by her had been ex-

taken upon the treaty which contains 
so much of consequence to his people.
